The Bengal Jute Regulation Bill, 193S. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, I beg to move fhat 
the Bengal Jute Regulation Bill, 1939, as reported by the Select Com- 
mittee be taken into consideration. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL;* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to say a 
few words on this motion more with a view to offer certain oonftructive 
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su^fgeetions rather than to repeat the line of argument thaf I stated 
here on the 19th December last when our nonourabl| friend sought to 
withdraw the Jute Keguktion Bill in the kst session of the Assembly.

Mr. SPEAKER l Dt. Sanyal is conveniently doing that. 
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Or.' NAkINAKSHA SANYALi Sir, I appreciate the difficulties Qf 
epme of our hopoiirsbie fri^dti and we would feel ivery grateful if au 
opportunity cxjuld T)e given to certain members to make a more thorough 
studytoithe Bill. But apart from that, I would like to place certain 
observations in connection with this Bill, — a Bill of a very far-reaching 
cliaractdr, whic;h is going to chafige the economic life of our pi>nvince 
to a very substantial extent. The primary objecd of the Bill is tq 
secure to the grower a fair and stea<^y price tor his produce. The 
method thought of in .securing this is the regulation of the crop and 
in order to regubde (he crop the enumeration of jute land has had to 
be provided tor. (jovernment seeks to take power for such regulation 
as well as for siudi enumeration. That is the sum and substance of 
the Bill. I am afraid tliat the object of the Bill is not likely to be 
secuix'd by this particular method. On the last occasion I threw 
certain doubts about the hoiui Jidex of the measure, because I was quite 
definite about the jmssible failure of the object being attained through 
the measure contemplated. I will not repeat those observations any 
more. Tbcu'c ma> be some members wlu* might lik(‘ to seek more light 
on some of those oibservations, and if an opjiort unity is given to disouss 
the Jute llegulation Ordinance, (hat might he a fitting occasion to 
ventilate the grievances about the manner in whicli the Ministry has 
sought to interfere with tin* jute markets, and has thi'tehy inHimneed a 
change in the jiriies in {\n^ market in ('alcutta a> well as in the 

raw jute markets in the iriflfussil. To-day, Sir, 1 want tlie Iloirble 
Minister to consider very carefully one as|M‘ct of the (piestion. Here 
in this Bill an attempt is being made to ask the jute-«rowers to restrict 
their (Top according to the jiartiimlar direction that the (Toveniment 
would from time to time .ses‘k to give. ()n the (tontrarv, tiiere is no 
provision anywhere made, nor is there an\ indication that Oovern- 
meiit contemplate such a provision in any other Bill, tq regulate the 
demand for jute. After all, the pri(;e of jute must be de|>endent on 
its sii])ply on the one band and the demand on the otlier. The supply 
only is Iwiiig souglit to be regulated. But where is tlie attempt by 
(lovernment to negulate the demand, or the guarantt'c at least to see 
tliat tliose who are in tin* position of mono])olists at tlie present moment 
such as the Jute Mills Association members and others who are asso- 
ciated with them, might not use their power of monopoly to force down 
prices in spite of regulation in the suppl\ of jute on the imrt of the 
growers 

Ii^ the ease of sugarcane, many friends know that sugarcane prices 
have Wn conti*(>lU>d in our adjoining provinces and the growera*have 
been ensured better prices for their sugarcane. An essential feature 
of that measure, through the Sugar Control Act in Bibar as well as in 
the United Provintx^s, is that the factory using sugarcahe is also 
controlled, and the factory has g^bt to take out a licence in order to 
enable it to work in the province. One condition of the licence is 
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-that th^ fa<'tory ownto hate got to offer ga j>artinilar tninimum priOe 
for the 8Ugareftne*allocated to that particular faciftrv in their area, 
and if there is evidenee that the power, the monopolistic p^wer, of 
purchase is l)eing abused, (rovernment retain power to enneef the 
licence, so that they may make the factory owners purchase sWgarcane 

in those areas at the prH*e which (Government determine. 

• 

In this province on the contrary (lovernment do m»l ]»ropose to give 
any diiwction to the jute mill owners or to the exporting houses or to 
the balers, and, under such circumstances, I ask my friends of the 
Coalition lhirt\ io very seriously consider how they can possibly ensure 
l>etter price tor the cultivatois if the puixdmser is abstdutely left free to 
dictate his own priced I’nless simultaneously a Hill is brought before 
the House t<» control the mills and the balers, you cannot ensure any 
better f»rice. That is in\ humble submission. (Maulvi Aunri. Waiiaii 
Khan; H\ restricting ( ult ivation.) If •ultivation is sought to be 
regulated, tlie f>oor cultivator would naturally go with the iinjiression 
tliat he is going t<t ha\t- a hett<T jwice Hut there is neitlicr^the oppor- 
tunity t<» hold the sto<‘k nor an\ marketing arrangfuuent provirled for 
if» fliis Hill t(»r regulat(‘d markets, as we have U*en all hearing for 
some time f>ast. Nor is tlun- an> arrang-iunent f<»r warehousing, or 
f(>r financing the large i|uantil\ of jute that the jute-gi'owers will 
liave to deliver, imni<'diatcl\ <u in a fww weeks after tin* cro]) is 
liarvest^il How can b<-ttcr prlcc*^ hr* ensuri‘<l under siu h rdrcjims- 
tances!^ Wheie will the jute-gn)wers go if the mill-owners and balers 
de<-ide upon a gentleman's ag^r«‘<n)ent as thc\ <]id some time back that 
they do m»t idfer more than a eertain ]»ru-<‘‘‘^ \Vh<‘re will all these 
jute-grroveis n( 11 their jilted Ma> 1 ask tlic Hon’hle Minister to 
examine this aspect of the (jue>tion and give a <ompb‘te (ilr-ture of how 
he proposes to rai-^c the [uue <»f jute nmtcl\ h\ regulating the area 
under ci]lti\ ation ^ I admit, for argument's niike, f(»r the time 
being, that (Governim-nt are capable of redming or r*‘gulating the j>ro- 
duction wliich als(» ih verx dmjbtful, but I d(* not admit that the price 
will be raisetl thereby. I submit, Sir. that this Hill will not achieve 
its object. On tlie contrary, it will bring untold miser\ and hardship 
be<*aus<‘ ot the attendant (juarnl in ever> \illag<‘ and amongst the 
rural populaiioii. There will U‘ pni<>tiea)l> a revolutionary condition 
brought about, bnaiise ot the operation of this jiieee of legislation. 
Before such dangerous forces are let loose, is it mM tl»e dul\ of (tiivern- 
Jnei^ to examine very carefully in a small ((inference of f«*rsonii 
belonging to different sections of the House to see how this rise in the 
price of jute . can really 1 m* enHurtnlr' Nothing would tie lost by post- 
jwming the discussion of this Hill for tw'o or three days, be<au»e I 
aasnre the Hon’ble Minister from ^lis side of the House that we are 
ae ATuch anxious if not more anxious to secure a Iietter price for jute 
for the e^ltivetOM as our ^Hendu on the Coalition side may be. There 
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is absblufely nj) diffeTeoce o| opinion on the question of principle. 'Lei 
Us work out the details and find out the process whifih will bring about 
the expected result, a result which we all desire, except perhaps a few 
merc&iafits who come from a different country, who go about talking 
in season and out of season about the abolition of the /atka market 
which will enable them to have a monopoly, and for the elimination 
of any new demand which may give t^rouble Ho the factory owners in 
their own monopolistic control. So, I humbly request the Hon'ble 
Minister in charge to wait for three or four days. He has already got 
the Ordinance, He has got power at the present moment to carry on 
the regulation which he desires for the year 1940. Let him meet us 
in the spirit of a really united approach, and we on this side assure 
him that we will be perfectly prepared to explore all possibilities of 
creating such a pie<“e of legislation as will admittedly ensure a better 
price for jute. With these observations, Sir, I hope that the Hon’ble 
Minister will see his way to postpone the discussion for two or three 
days only. 

Babu BBEMHARI BARMA: Sir, I beg to move that the Bill he 
referred U) a Select Committee consisting of the members who formed 
the Select Committee with instructions to submit their report by the 
Jllst March, 1940, and that the quorum of the Select Committee he 
fixed at four, with instruction to the Select (\)mmiltee to make some 
provisions in the Bill regarding the lands where jute is grown but in 
flome particular year jute is not gixiwn and to make provision for redu<*- 
tion of jute lands of those who (uiltivate jute much in excess of the 
average. 

Sir, the Bill provides that a record should be made of lands in 
which jute was grown in a piirticular year, but it is common knowledge 
that jute is not cultivated by the growers on the saihe^ plots of land 
every ywir. Different plots are generally chosen by cultivatorvS for 
the growing of jute in different years. Hence it would be very 
dangewus if the Jaml in whicdi jute was grown in any particular year 
were to he made the basis for a record of jute lands. It is necessary 
that a provision should he made for a rec'ord of all lands in which jute 
is generally giniwi). There should also he a provision in the Bill hy 
which those who cultivate jute in excess of the average must be asked 
to reduce their acreage by a certain percentage. Hence I move tliat 
Bill be again referred to a Select Committee with the instruction that 
it shcAtld make a provision in the Bill by which a record of all Jands 
in which jute is^ grown is to be made, and that the record should itot 
consist of lands in which jute was only grown on any particular year. 
For example, the present record of jute lands is being mode on the 
baeis of 1939. but practically th^re was no jute crop, specially in 
North Bengal in 1939. Hence, there have been thousands of com- 
plaints from different parts of Bengal that jute laiid^ have*'not been 
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, correctly recorded. So, it is necessary th|kt a compreh^naiT# bill should 
be brought in wkh a view to regulating all the lajids in which jute is 
generally grown. With these words, Sir, I commend my motion tto 
the acceptance of the House. 


Mr. ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Sir, T beg to support the motion 
of Mr. Prenihari Ihirina. I thave given some of the reasons why I 
am opposed to mere regulation of jute cultivation in last session when 
I opposed the same Hill Now, Sir, I beg to mid some additional 
reasons in support of this nu)ti<»n. Firstly, the regulation of production 
of any commodity wheri it brings eoomnuic value is against all 
established principles. Secondly, in tin.** war time tfiere is every 
likelilioofl of increase of demand for jute. Not only *«), if war con- 
tinues and other neutral [>ower>i are involved a great danger may 
overtake Europe due to shortage of jute, for jute is being extensively 
used as defensive material in the form of sand bags. The Ordinance 
recently promulg4ite<l j)rescribes IfKlf) <}Uota but in that yetir due tsi 
natural calamities <»nlv llo lakhs of bales were j>rodu^d and the 
maximum normal consumption was l‘.^d lakhs of bales in lllon. He.sideH 
the acreage found in ih riot the <icrwige that wa.s sown actually as 

one-third the are^is 'Wiwn was destroved by H^kxI. So, it will he 
<langcry)U'. to restn<‘t m (■or<lin<r is> Fh’it) ipiota. 

Another aspect of ilie thing should he csinsidered very seriouslv. 
The (rovenimetit is going to restrict the jute ctilt iv4ition and is 
prescfihing peiialts tor non-compliance on the Iwisis of this year’s jute 
.sur\c>. Hut I Mihiiiit that the data obtained are totally tintrust- 
worth\. Fiistl>. Inline prevailed in the mufassil and rumours were 
afisMt for whif h ai'curate iiiforntation .i** to area and outturn were not 
supplied In* cultivators Then again the time l>eing \ery short at the 
disp<isal of the field worker*, ami most ot them being new- recruits in 
the work in tuajority ol C 4 ises they (Miuld not perform their duty 
hone-itly and accurately. 

Setoiidly, near uImmu one-third of the area in Hrahmaputra Valley 
wa.s .sown with jtite before the Ordinance, which is going he legalised 
by this Bill, was known to the mufassil, where early crop is gathered 
in the moinh of JaiMth^i. So. to base any jienal legislation on thitt 
inaccurate statistics is highly improper, and untimely putting into 
operation any such law will victimise innocent cultivators. Another 
grt^und on which I take my stand in sup|x>rt of the conUlhtion is 
supplied by the Report of the Central Jute Enquiry Committee. It is 
of opinion that however careful you may he in >our figure one year’s 
work c^jinot give you correct figure. At page 29, the Central Jute 
Enquiry Report, 1938-d9, says — “1*0 work out the tecdinique and build 
up ‘the organisation necessary an extended series of experiment would 
Im* nec^sary, possibly for four years and finishing with a complete 
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^fovinck'l lumy in the fifth ^ear.” In the recent Jnte Enquiry Coin- 
Tnittee Report alsof the efficacy of rej^ulation of acfeage is doubted. 
At pftffe f\4 of the Jute Enquiry Committee Report just published a line 
is to Ijfc fbund where it says — “We are aware of the common olbjection 
that re^rn)ation of acrea^re may not ensure the reg^ulation of output.’^ 
Another thinjf also the Government should take into consideration i» 
the stron^^ view expressed against jute^ regulation on behalf of the 
Kuroi>ean Group by Mr. Walker and Mr. Sassoon during the general 
disimssion of the budget very recently. 

The other ground (»n which T o|>pose the motion of the Hon’ble 
Minister is that nobody wanted mere regulation of jute. Most of the 
jute experts are of opinion that other factors relating to jute should 
also be simultune(»usly handled, such as, fixing the minimum price, 
abolition of Failui market, etc. Some good reasons are supplied by the 
report of the Jute Enquiry (Vunmittee itself to sliow that mere regula- 
tion would not improve matters. At i»agc 71 of tlie report it is stated — 
“We have shown tliat for iin[>roving the jirice of raw jute, simultaneomi 
provision for the following measures are necessar\ : — 

A 

(1) (h)mf)ulsory regulation of the pnuliiction of jute crop; 

(2) Removal of the imperfections of tin* jute uiaiket ; and 

(‘1) Establisliment of a suitable marketing oi^janisation. 

While recommending th(»M‘ nuuisures w<‘ \\<'r<‘ ('ouviiiced that no real 
improvement of the price of jute ( (luld be a-'sured unless sucli a market- 
ing organisation could be set up as would enable tlie jute-grower to hold 
on his crop to W sold at a pnqier time at a higher price. For that 
purpose we recommended tlie acce]»tance ot an\ of the two schemes 
described in (^hapter FI, a^ (iovernment would find suitable, so that 
the jute-grower may at the tiim* when he is reijuired K» sell his jute 
may, instead of selling-, store it in a licensed warehouse and get an 
advance against the receipt that he will obtain for his stock stored a« 
aforesaid. Now% for inducing a financier to advance moiie\ against 
that receipt, it is necessary that a minimum price for every grade of 
jute must be fi-\ed eitlier direi tly by (loveruiuent or by a statutory body 
before the month of July wh<*n the jute-year begins. Apart from the 
neeessity for fixing the prices cd jute as stated above, we feel that in 
view of the uniijue bearing wdiieh this sing-le croj) has on the entire 
economic strueture of the province the policy of jiricing the jute 
should J}e controlled b\ the State instead ol by the ultimate consumers.’^ 
Again at page 7d of the rejiurt it says — 

“In view’ of tlie ailmve facts we are strongly of opinion that the 
price-policy regarding jute should l>e controlled by the State*, if the 
best value for the crop is seriously^ desired to be assured to the jute- 
growers. We are in favour of the fixation of the minimum prices fof

Haji Dawood, a Lfjif Indian jute mill-owner, while fexatnined t>y 
supjjorted statutory fixation of the prices of jute and oWrved that the 
jute industry could easily stand a minimum pri< e of Rs. S pe^ i#iu nd 
for the bottom quality.’' 

The imjiortance of tixinp niininiiim price anti llie establishment of 
warehouses and re^rnlatetl mark^q with regulation of crop is stressed 
very much by the -lute Kmjiiirv (’onimittee in the majority rejiort as 
has been ([tinted a^bove. 

Then a^ain, some ut the jute «*xperfs are of ojtinion that the faika 
market is not cfuidvicive to the fetching of jtrojter price to the culti- 
vators of jute. I cannot do latter than (|Uotc a part of the siiecch of 
Mr. Macdonald as 1 feel fie is now one of the best atithorit ics in Ren^ifal. 
w’ith rt^c^ard to jute trade. 'Phat ^’■entleman in cotiiparinj^ the ibaler’s 
position with that ot the futin specul.tfor said — 

“In the course ot the sea^'ini tfu* latlei ina\ )iu\ or sei] man.\ lakhs 
of hales uhich in tart he never sei^^, and then existence of^,c)therw’ise 
is immaterial t<» him herause tlic majontx rd transactions in this 
market is nierelv on paper and u>nall\ settled on margins.

Since that ti’oe, rational vi(*ws. consistent with the law cd sijpjdy and 
demand, have Ireen frustrated h\ pcrwerfull\ crrjfanised marked manipula-

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Mr. TAA|IZUDDIN KHAN: On a point of order. 
The honourable |iember in reading out the speech *that he pi-epared in 
•connection with his own motion which wag not allowed and he is making 
an e{abk)rate statement about the condition of the fatka market. 

Mr, SPEAKER : I am afmid, Mr. Sarkar, you cannot discuss any- 
thing which is not the subject-matter , of thi^ Bill. 

Mr. ABU H088AIN SARKAR: My submission, Sir, la that I 
oppose the jute regulation and I give my reuf+ons for opposing it.

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am afmid 1 ouniiot allow you U) re.iid that 
interesting speech. You can speak alniut relevant tilings. 

Mr.. ABU H08SAIN SARKAR: ] am sorry, Sir, that nowhere 
Gkivernment showed .so much imlecisioii in their fiareer, than in th© 
matter of ileal iiig with jute problem, (lovernmeiit accepted the 
principle of raising the price of jute in the month of March, 19d7, that 
is, l>efore this (ahinet was formed. Government formulated a pro- 
gmmme of work and in that programme we find item No. 8 where 
‘Government says that they will (ontrol price of jute through limitation 
of production, marketing lioards and other suitable measures. This 
progr^irame they did not carry into etfert and they sat tight over the 
matter. I, on behalf of my party, submitted a comprehensive jute 
Bill. That Bill came up for discussion iu the Budget Session last year, 
but unfortunately without giving it any thought Government over- 
threwcit. But immediately after that sense dawned on the Govern- 
ment and they enactesl two ordinances fixing the price of fcLtka 
markets. That was als4> not liked by many people in the country. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Sarkar, \ am looking forward to a day when 
you will be a good parliamentary debater and in order that I may 
help you iu that, ma^ 1 suggest that you try to confine your^f to the 
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point at isaue. For example, when Dr. S^nyal spoke ho spo^e only on# 
the point as to why this Bill should or should notjbe taken into oon- 
aideration and what should be the attitude of his party. It is perfectly 
relevant but surely it is no use <lelivering a speech for 15 mtuiUes on 
fatka and control of prices. I hope you will try to oonfiue yourself to 
the issue. The issue is as to why you do not want this Bill to be 
taken into consideratioit by t^jis House. 


Mr.* ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Yes, Sir. 1 am trying to be 
relevant. T am myself a lawyer and I }M)pe yon will <v)ncode that 
much. 


Mr. 8PEAKER: Kut I am at raid you are not developifiif on sound 
lines. 

Mr. ABU H088AIN 8ARKAR: Now. after the promiilg.it ion of 
the first Ordinance Ooveninienl brought in a Bill which was opposed 
by us. Government at that time '♦aid that we practised dilatory 
methods. But utitortuiiaielv Governnieiil immediately witlidrew the 
Bill. Then again (he\ enacted another Orditiatnv and tlnui they 
brought in the present Bill

*Mr. 8IBNATH BANERilEE: I have spei ially advocated nationali- 
sation of jute mills. 

Mr. 8PEAKER. 1 think yoi^ bad better leave it for the third 
readi ng That is DO reason why you should throw away the whole 
motion.* 
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Mr. SlBNATH BANERdEE: Then 1 would like to support the 
Motion of Mr. BCmia. While supporting the motion let it not he 
understood that we are following a dilatory method. We want the 
Bill t^^ f)e [mssed hut at the same time we eannot but i-ecord our protect 
in the rvay (foveinment is going abrjut with its jute poliey. Lest 
session when this Bill was brought before the House we did not like 
it. We wanted other provisions to be in('or])orated in the Bill and 
as a matter of fact in the notes of dissent in the Select (’bmmittee 
we made the |K)sition abs(dntely clear. This is what we said: “We 
therefore urge u|)oii Goverunient to follow up this Bill with another 
tomprehensi^e Bill, taking into considei ation the lejwrt and recom- 
mendations of the Bengal Jute Entjuin Committee recently published. 
In that Bill, the fixing oi minimum price, establishment of regulated 
markets with w^arehouses and <‘entral selling organisation of jute, 
abolition of faiha market and (dher provisions should l>e s]>ecifically 
incorp»rated“. That is what we said and at that time Government 
showed its eagerness to j)ass this Bill and we, Sii , all likerl to go ahead. 
Let this proxisifin la* taken up in u latei’ Bill but Government 
thought it fit to withdraw that Hill Imt attei tuo Tiionths Goveni- 
ment coTues with exact 1\ the same Bill with no change what- 
soever, During the.se two months Goxeinment knew the altitude of 
this side ot the House and also the re|M)rt of the .lute Kncjuiry 
Committee. Still no steps have l>een taken to inr*or|K)ra1e aii\ poiiic'ii 
eitlu'i' of the reput or ot the Seb'ct Committee Tecommemlat ions in 
this Bill. 

Mr. S|)eake!', Sir. as it was pointed out b\ m> esteeme<i irieud, 
Mr. Alwl ur Hahman Siddiiji, these are the golden hbips of Bengal 
and althoug-h he jxiintedl.x diew the attention ot the Hon'ble the 
Finance Minister, the latter had nothing to sa\ in his concluding 
speech though he had somethiug’ to sax about almost eveiything 
relevant or irrelexant. ifut on this piirit he kept absolutely silent and 
Mr, Abdur Rahman Sii)di«|i made a verx af)])ealing speech so that 
something* could be done bx tliis Govei iiment. But no assuranee 
whatsoever came trom the Hon’ble the Finance Minister. In the Jute 
Emiuirv Committee Rep)rt referred to there are certain recommenda- 
tioiivs which 1 xvould like to place liefore the House, especially because 
of the war conditions. There are recommendations that no nationali- 
sation at this veix stage but rationalisation at least must Ik* attempted. 
I shalDread a small pution of it: “As I have remarked already, -the 
war has radically altered the whole situation. The present time is 
the most oppirtune for making any attempts for nationalising the 
jute industn from field to factory and factory to the consumer. We 
ran even take the risk to hold experiments. For nationali.sing the 
industry also this is an ideal opportunity but for immediate task's trf 
this Committee, I shall sjreak only of national planning and national 
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eo^trol of the iuduatrv und not of iiuniediate uatioualiettioii 'of the 
. Afttire lAdustr^ . The hu^e orders ot the sand haffs arehireadv keapia^ 
the lulls workiptf ;W |ier I'eiit. more hours than before. The price of 
raw jute ha.s risen eousiderably". Sir. it was in October that this 
report wa,s siffned, and siuce then the price of jute ha.s ri.s*eir mucJi 
further. There it was ixdnted out that during the war |>eriod til looms 
of foreign countries, e.g., (ierinanx. Cze.hoslovakia, Poland and 
Austria are idle, liecau.s? the,\ .aunot get any jute unless the halers of 
this country ami of foreign countries would ex|«.rt jute. Therefore, 
neaili .W per cent, of the foreign looms are perforce idle. Of the 
remai^i^g d.'f per cent, they are al.so in a very laid condition, I shall 
quote from “The Statesirian" of the |.5th October a [Hissage showing 
Uie condition of Kiiro|>e

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Ail right. Sn. Jt is .said m that 
[kaper and there are also inniiinf>rul)le ie|iortH to show that the workern 
of Dundee base either Ihhmi con.scripted in the army or they have 
been taken away in othei war imlustries. and that there w'as actually 
a shortage of ex])(*ri wnukeiN ami t»n account of want of workers they 
<*annof work overtime, i c., b\ night shifts ^Fhat being the condition 
in Plngland, we can easily understami what is the condition of bramte 
4>r Ttal\, ikecause there (he iiumlMO of trained workers are certainly 
much less. Therefore, in all the countries outside India the loonm 
cannot work pro[>erIy either tor want of jute oi for want of workers.

Mr. SPEAKER. I am afraid. Mi. Hanerjee, I cannot jK*rmit 
to 8[>eak on that. It is wdiolly irr<devant. Tho onl\ j>oint is why 
you flo not want this }M1 to pa.ssed. 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERilEEs Sir, 1 wa.s just showing in what an 
advantageous position the jute mill industries are to-day and if (iovem- 
ment is bold enough to take steps they <;un get a few crorea of nipees 
easily from this industry, and all the <Iifficul(ies, ftnancml and otherwise, 
would be overcome. At the same time the jx^asants would l>e getting 
vei^V high prices. Whether regulation or no regulation. thalP(;an be 
achieved, and therefore when the most im{K)riant thing is not done 
and a ver>' unimportant thing as regulation is attemjkted, I think that 
would he putting the cart l)efore the horse, to put it very mildly- 
Therefore, we say that this Bill. it is, if it is passed, will he wone 
than useless. 
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With ^ew? remarks, Sir, I suggest that Govcfriiment should either 
‘ assure us that Another Bill ^11 be forthcoming incoi^porating the other 
provisions recommWded by the Jute Enquiry Committee. Otherwise 
the B^h^as it stands to-day, will be of very little use to the peasants.

Bengal Non-Agricultural Tenancy (Temporary Provisions) Bill, 1940. 

The Hon’ble Sir BUOY PRASAD SINGH ROY: May I, Sir, with 
your permission, present the report of the Select Committee on the 
Bengal Nori-Agrioultural Tenancy (Temporary Provisions) Bill, 1940 P 

Mr. SPEAKER: Yes. 


The Bengal ifute Regulation Bill, 19S9. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BISWAS: Mr Speaker. Sir, at the start 
1 should say that Government should not understand that we, the 
members on thi.s side of the House, are opposed to regulation of the 
production of jute. What we want to say is this that mere regulation 
of the production of jute will not ensure better prices that this Bill 
aims to give to the jute-growers. 

Sir, in addition to the arguments placed by my honourable friends 
< n this'^side, I want to draw the attention of the Hon ’hie Minister to 
the fact that in 19S8 when the production of raw jute fell by about 33 
per cent, short of the normal demand of the year, the prices which the 
jute-growers received were absolutely uneconomical. This fflct con* 
blusively proves that for want of the holding power on the part of the 
jute-growers no jute-grower can be expected to get a fair price^ for hie 
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Tbst is t^6 point which my friends want press i|poif the 
Government. We Jhe majority of the meittbers of the *Jute Enqnipy 
Committee have recommended that along with the Regulation of the 
production of jute, simultaneous provis^ions should be made for nmihet* 
ing the jute and for the standardization of grades well as for f&ing 
the minimum price of the different grades thereof. 1 realise ttfat the 
scope of this Bill does not^permit the inclusion of these provisions. In 
that case, we shall not oppose the passing of this Hill, but we should 
raise our^ voice of protest against thi.*' piecemeal legislation saying that 
Government must bring otlier measures which are necessary as wi* have 
already said to ensure a better price tor jute before the next jute season 
commences. J am afraid the outbuik of (iovernment is (juite different 
from the tiiitlook that we have expresseil in the -lute Krujuiry Com- 
mittee’s Report. M> reasons for saying tliis are that the Government 
has brought another Bill which is called the Agricultural Produces 
Marketing Bill. In that Bill we expected that jute Iveing an agri- 
cultural produce (Tovernment pndiably was going to provide for 
})roper marketing of jute but at the provisions of that Bill, Sir, we have 
been disappoitited. I <lo not find in that Bill any provision wdiich pro- 
vides lor a projier marketing ol the jute crop. Hence, Sir, I am in 
doubt wdiether Governmetit will bring an> measure as we iiave recom- 
mended in the report before the next jute seas(»n commences. I appeal 
to the (TOvernment as well as to the members of the Coalition Party to 
give it their due consideration that mere regulation of production wull 
not ensure a lietter price, hut otlier provisions must he taken up simul- 
taneously and before the next jute season commences. 

With these few words. Sir, 1 sliall conclude my .speech and say that 
w’e shall not oppo.se the (‘onsideration (d this Bill. 

• 

Mr. I. G. ICENNEDY; Mr. Sjieaker, Sir, the party to which I 
belong is not in favour of referring this Bill hack to the S^decd, Com- 
mittee, and we think that it should now proceed to the stage of consi- 
deration on the floor of the House. We have taken this decision in the 
full knowledge that there are provisions in the Bill which we should 
like to see amended — and we have tabled amendments on these points. 
We have also taken into cnn.sideratioii the notice of Government’s in- 
tention. to provide for restriction of this year’s crop, which we, in 
common with other members of the House have received. We consi- 
der that the arguments against this particular propo.sal are overwhelm- 
ing and must affect the House’s con.sideration of the measure in its 
general bearings. We are aware. Sir, of the dangers of allowing the 
unrestricted sowing of jute, particularly at the present time when 
high pric^ are likely to encourage it, but. at the same time we feel 
that Government are wrong in proceeding immediately with a re«tri<v 
live policj which has not received the fullest degree of consideration. 
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We J^ave been told that, in their opinion, • jute* crop equivfilent 
in yield to thrft of the present season’s will be sufficjent for world needle 
during the jierioA July 1941) to June 1941, and it would be interesting 
to lear^i from the Hon’ble Minister upon what grounds this ussuuiption 
is baked, for we presume that it is base<l on actual statistical data, and 
that Jtle allowance has been made for possible increase in demand in 
these abnormal times, and for possible shrinkage in yield through 
adverse weather conditions. The latter factor is a most important one 
as hofiourable meml)ers are well aware. 


We should also like to know. Sir, if the survey of jute-growing 
lauds which has recentl\ been carried out supports tlie Government’s 
contention that the acreage (d’ the present season is ample to meet full 
world demands. 


Then, Sir, it would be interest itig to hear what steps have been 
taken to enlist the co-o|>eration of the other jute-growing provinces of 
India for, presumubl\. the (lovernment are uell aware that if such 
co-operation is not forthcoming regulation of the jute crop in llengal 
would be both farcical and harmful. The growers in Assam, Hihar 
and Orissa, it must be remenil)ered, benefited b\ the high prices which 
followed the outbreak of war to an even greater e.xtent than did the 
growers of Ilengal, liecause their harvesting time is later, ami so, they 
have a ver> strong incentive to increase sowings. The rieclared policy 
of regulation in this province will encourage them further to redouble 
their efforts in this direction. 


What then, Sir, will he the position of the jute-gr(»\^ei s of l^ngal ? 
The increased sup|»lies of jute in the unregulated provinces will a('t as a 
<lrag on the prices here, and the main object of regalation will he 
defeated. ’Phere is another as|)ect of this situation to which 1 should 
like to tlra\\ Government's attention, namely, the effect which increa- 
sed yiehls in the other jute-growing provinces will have u])on l^iigal’s 
share of the jute exjmrt tax. This, as honourable members are aware, is 
divide<l among the jute-produciiig provinces in the proportion which 
their individual yields hear to the total output of jute in India. ft 
will not profit Bengal to encourage other provinces to grow more jute. 
Although, therefore, we are opposed to recommittal, we in this party 
would urge Government to reconsi<ler their decision to regulate the crop 
of 19b0-41. I have tried to point out the dangers of restricting the 
jute crop of this province at the pre.sent time. Let Government pro- 
ceed with the collection and careful checking of the iufonnation which 
will enable them in the future to regulate the crop with safety. Ijet 
them also secure the co-operatiop of the other provinces. Ijet them 
finally await times when economic trend.s can be more easily predicted. 
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Mr. NiSHITMA NATH KUNDUs Sir, I rise to support th« motion 
moveH by Mr. Preiuhari Barnia and oppose the considoratioif of the 
Bill, for there are thany important matters which hal^e been left out 
of consideration in the Bill. The Hon ’hie Minister has jfiven notice 
of a new section, namely, 5 A 


Mr. SPEAKER: Y oil ma^i discUhh thi.s at the proper sta^e, 
it is not certain w’hether the Hon^hle Minister will a(‘Uially move it or 
not.

Mr« NI8HITHA NATH KUNDU: That is one of the reasons. Sir, 
why I oppose the consideration of the Bill. 


Mr. SPEAKER: Y ou had better leave tliat out now. I will jfive 
you an opportunity to do .so later. You can now s{>eak tin other matters. 


Mr. NISHITHA NATH KUNDU: N ow. Sir, troll) a scrutiny of the 
Statement of Objects and Reuson.s we find that the object of introducinfjf 
this Bill is to secure for the tenants a fair and reasonulde price. From 
our experience, we know’ that for the last two or three years there 
have been complete failures of jute crops in the entire province. In 
spite of this natural reduction in iicreuKc it has not been possible for 
the tenants to secure any fair price. So, our Indief that regulation only 
cannot fetch a fair and reasonable price is strenjfthened by this fact, 
but what is important is to fix a fair and minimum price because some- 
thing else other than the (juestioii of supply and demaml, counts. We 
have found, that even when there wa.s a reduction in the acreage there 
was .some artifiinal control wliich kept down the price of jute. Now', 
Sir, we have seen that ( biveniiiient in introducing a Bill ver\ much 
depend on the "report of the Krujuiry ( oiiiiinttee, if any Knquiry Com- 
mittee has been formed to c(msider the matter. For example, I may 
cite this that (lovernment are not takinf?” uji any legislation for regulat- 
ing the status and rights of non-ugmcultural tenants of liengal. But 
they are introducing a femporari provision in the Bill only on the 
ground that there is no report before the (iovernment of any Enquiry 
Committee which they have formed. But here (iovernment are show- 
ing a different attitude altogether. Though there is a report of the 
Jute Committee before the Government, (iovernment are not caring 
to look into it with a view to give effect to its recommendations in the 
Bill here and now. Then,* Sir, we believe due to the war whichehas 
broken out in Europe even if there he no regulation of jute, we can 
expect that it will fetch a better price for the growers of jute. So I 
do not find^ny necessity for hurrying this Bill through this Assembly. 
The basis on which the Bill will operate is jute land registration work 
that was taken up by the Government very recently. Our experience 
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ill tl )f proper time there has been rfio proper recording of 

jute lands and there are areas in the province specially in my district, 
Dinajpur, the recorder could not visit and get the actual acreage under 
jute. jThen there are other areas where the recorder could not properly 
recoStd the area under jute cultivation for various reasons. So, I think 
that ft will l)e a great injustice done to the tenants if this Bill is, 
hurried through the Assembly. They will unnecessarily be put to 
harassment and loss, though we say «n the "Statement of Objects and 
Eeasons that we are enacting this legislation for the welfare of the 
tenants and for securing a fair price for their jute which, i believe, 
this piece of legislation will not certainly achieve. With these words. 
Sir, 1 support the motion of niy friend Mr. Premhari Barma.

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, I do not liko to 
t«ke a lonj^ time in ^ivinjjf reply to the various points raised hy ray 
honourable friends on the floor of this House, bet'ftuse I am anxious 
to finish this Bill as early as possible. 

Dr. Sanyal initiated the debate on this IMII and in doin^^ so, he Httid 
that he would Ive willing to extend his hand of ett-ojteration U) the 
Hovernnient and that (jov(*rnm(‘nt should slu\ its hands and try to 
launch upon a more eoiuprehenhive jilan on the entire question of jute. 
Sir, I am thankful to my homuirable friend for his kind offer, hut I 
would like the House to consider whether it is po.ssible to evolve a com- 
prehensive plan, as my friend contemplates, w’ithin the space of two or 
three or four days. That is an impossible and impnu ticaTde proposi- 
tion. What are these propositions!*' He said that we should find out 
how jute mills should be controlled, how warehouse facilities should 
be given, and so on and so forth. It is impossible to think that all 
these important questions can be decided upon within the 8{joce of two 
or three days. We cannot wait even for a single day and I would make 
this point quite* clear before this House. 

First of all the House knows that an Ordinance has already been 
promulgated for the regulation of the crop of this year. But the 
Ordinance under the Government of India Act will expire on or about 
the 27th March next, that is on the expiry of six weeks after the com- 
mencement of the current session of tlie Legislature. Therefore, unlesi 
the Ordinance is replaced by a regular law within that time, the entire 
provisions of the Ordinance will be infnictuous and nugatory and the 
whole policy of Governuyiit as to the regulation of the crop of the 
current year will b<* bound t4^ end in failure. That is reason No. T why 
we cannot wait. 

There is ahother reason which perhaps many of the honourable 
members ^ave not appreciated. That is this. This Bill provides for 
the preparation of a record of land*under jute in any particular year 
and also ^or the regulation of the cultivation of jute. Now, m far as 
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^the cu/reot year is concerned, exception has beenf token to the recQPd 
that we have prep|red on the ground that it has nof been as accurate 
as one would desire. I admit, Sir, that it could not be as accurate as 
one w(mld desire on account of the simple fact that the record had to 
be prepared at a time when there was no jute on the land. Therefore, 
mistakes here and there are bound to occur. For this reason what the 
Government propose to do is to prepare another record in the coming 
season while the jute is on the land. I*or that purpose, there must be 
some law and unless this Bill is passed during the current session of 
the Legislature, there will be no law on the basis of which that record 
can he prejmred. (Dr, Nai.inaksha Sanyal : In any case, it cannot 
be more than the lust yeo/r’s record.) Sir, I have aljeafly said that so 
far as tlie last year’s record is concerned, it is not very accurate. 
Therefore, what we have to do is to get as accurate a re<;ord as possible. 
When t]u‘ Ordinance will be over, there will be no power. (Mr. JcxiKSH 
(biAM)HA Ori'TA: If the crops are restricted to the lands which have 
been recorded rightly or wrongly last year, how’ can any eorrettion be 
made?) 1 am sorry that my friends do not realise the imj)lic*ations of 
such a simj)le (|ln^stion. Simply the promulgation of an Ordinance 
will not do. We shall have to see how far the ])rovisions of the 
Ordinance have actually been obeyed or obsiTved by the cultivators. 
Therefore, a record will have to be prepar'd of the lands actually sown 
with jute. (Hai llAHKJfDiiA Nath CiiArDiiriti : In wdiich year?) In 
the c(niiing year. Whenever this question of regulation will arise, in 
future objection wdll be raised tliat no record w'as ])re])ared while the 
jute WHS on the land. Therefore, to meet that objection, it is very 
necessary that we should have a record whtm the jute is on the land. 
In this view of the matter, I hope, my friend, Dr. Sanyal, will not 
press his objection to the effect that we should not proceed immediately 
with the Bill and that we should wait for 3 or 4 days. That is 
impossible. 

As regards the amendment of Mr. Premhari Burma asking for the 
recommittal of the Bill to the same Select Committee, I need not say 
much. The objects which he wants to attain by the recommittal of 
the Bill can very well be achieved by w’ay of amendments to tbe preseint 
Bill and I think, he has tabled appropriate amendments and if tbe 
House is of the same mind as he is, I think, these amendments will be 
considered in his favour. He has adduced no cogent reasons why tbe 
Bill should l)e re<?ommitted to the same Sele(*t Committee. 

Now, Sir, many of the members have objected, as Dr. Sanyal ba« 
also objected, that the Bill is not comprehensive enough, and it does 
not contain many of the recommendations of the Jute Com!!iittee. I 
admit that, Sir. But my friends have forgotten that the report of the 
Jute Committee was not horn when this Bill was coneeived, drjifted and 
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inirodnced in this House. This Bill was introdui^a neoRuse vtovern-* 
ment thoujyht thal unless early aetion was taken, a®ver>* serious situa* 
tion was jfoinjr to arise. Therefore, Sir, I think, honourably members 
will easily realise that this Bill could not |>o8sibly contain all th/ provi- 
sions of the Jute Committee. I should like to make it (‘l&r that 
Government is examining the reconnuemlations of the Jute Committee 
and proper action will Ife taken as early as possible. 

Mr. Sibnath Ihiuerjee has objecteil that two months have elapsed 
and within this time Govern inent miglit very well examine all the 
recommendations of the Jute Committee and new provisions might have 
been in<'orporated in the Ixxly of this Bill. Sir, tliat would have been 
an impraeticable proposition. First of all, it is not possible io make a 
thorough examination of all the far-reaehing recommendations of the 
Jute Committee within sueh a short s|>u<‘e of time. 


Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: It was four months’ time and 
examination should have been fini.sbed by that time. 


The Hon’hle Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: That may In* ])r. 

Sanyal’s view. But tlmt i.> not the view of Government and that 
cannot be the view of any reasonable man. 

Mr. Sibnath Banerjc'e also says wdiy go on with such an unimportant 
thing as regulation of jute. If that is the view of the Opposition, 1 
think it is in vain to argue with them when they B41.\ that regulation 
of jute has U(» value whatswver, that it has nothing to do with the 
price ot juti*. Of course there are other things also that have k> be 
done and G(;vernniciit arc already eoiisidering those nu*nHureH. I^it 
regulation of jute is one of the most iinjairtant things jhat must ibe 
settled and decided uixm fiefore other measures eonlemplated eonld be 
given effect to. 

Babu NARENDRA NARAYAN GHAKRABARTY: fv -nl 

The HcNyble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Xo one can say that. 
Bet^use my friend doc^ not know the simple rule. I’riccs ilo not depend 
simplv on reduction of production. Supposing the war ends to-morrow 
and there is no demand yr the demand falls to a very great extent. 
Even I apprehend that under tlie pre.sent sebeme of the GoverUmeni, 
the scheme of regulation, price.s are bound to fall to a very great extent. 
We have launched upon thi.s regulation on the e\|»er‘tation that the 
world demand will continue as it has been during the last few months. 
On that calculation this decision Jias been arrived at. These are 
abnormal times and no one can possibly foresee when the war is going 
to ead. *

MrV SPEAKER: Let the Hon'ble Minister finish his speech. 

Tht HonWa Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN:. Sir, I am thankful to 
my honourable friend, Mr. Kennedy, and to his group for the support 
they propose to give to the present Bill in spite of the difficulties that 
have been pointed out by him. One important thing he has referred 
to and that is seeking the co-operation of the other provinces. Govern- 
ment has not been oblivious of this important factor and we have been 
in correspondence with the other jute-growing provinces for some time. 
But the House will easily see that so far as the other provinces are con- 
cerned they cannot xmder the present circumstances adopt any method 
of regulation as we are proposing ta do in Bengal, because our regula- 
tion is based on the record that we have already prepared. The other 
provinces have no such basis. Therefore, it is impossible for those 
provinces to regulate the production of jute by compulsory means so far 
as the current yt«r is con(‘erned. All that those provinces can do is the 
voluntary restriction of the production of jute and we are trying to do 
all that is possible to induce those Governments to take that step. So 
far as the future is concerned, I give a good deal of importance to the 
fa(;t that the co-operation of the other provinces must be secured and I 
hope that that co-operation will be secured. If unfortunately for any 
reason that co-operation cannot be secured, I think Government will 
have to revise their own plan, and course of action. 

Then, Sir, Mr. Kennedy has also asked whether on account of the 
regulation policy of the Government there is any apprelrension of a 
very great shrinkage of the acreage. So far as that is concerned, we 
cannot say anything definite for the time being but this much is certain 
that the acreage according to the figures obtained from the jute regia- 
tration proceedings will not be below the acreage of the last year 
according to the final forecast of the Government. I rather apprehend 
that the acreage will be higher. My honourable friend Maulana Abdul 
Wahed has complained that the record is wrong because some 
unfortunate jieople could not have their lands at all recorded on account 
of the apathy of the recurding officers and in other cases the recording 
is absfjlutely wrong. I may say. Sir, that there are others also who 
have done their best to make an inflated record and the result is that 
the acreage will not be below the acreage of the last year according to 
the final forec^ast. 

•» 

Then, Sir, my honourable friend, Mr. Kennedy, has also referred 
to the apprehension of any shrinkage in the share of the Bengal Govern- 
ment in the jute export duties. That goes on with the question of 
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co-operfttioii of the other provinces. I have already said what the 
intention of the Government is with respect to the ^question of co- 
operation of those provimes and I think that that will satii^y the 
honourable members of this House. Mr. Kennedy asked ai^Bther 
question as to why the Government thinks that the same quanuty of 
jute as Bengal grew' or the jute-growing provinces grew* last year will 
suffice for the coming year also. • Sir, in this connection I would like 
to make an estimate as to how the statistical position of the jute trade 
will stanJ at the end of the current season, i.e.. tlie end of June. As 
to the available supply of raw jute during 1939-40 exclusive of the up- 
country and Imzaar stocks whii h may be presumed to remain at a 
constant figure for the purpose of statistical co-relation, the amount of 
efi'ective supply for the year is estimated by the Indian Centnal Jute 
Committee at about 128*90 laklis of bales <‘omprising 21*40 lakhs of 
bales of mill stocks as the.se stood at the end of June, 1939, and an 
estimated out-turn of 107 lakhs of bales of the 1939 crop. This 
effective supply of 128*90 lakhs of bales will, it is estimated, he 
red^uced by about 20 lakhs of bales on account of tlie export of 
raw* jute during the N<'ur leaving a balance ot 102*9 lakhs of bales for 
mill purchases for the current season inclusive of the amount required 
for replenishing their stocks. The annual consumption of mills in 
India during the current sca.sori is estimated even on a very liberal 
cahmlation of about 73 lakbs of bales out of w’bieh 71 :2o laklm of lieles 
are likely to be consumed by mills reporting to tlie Indian Jute Mills 
Association. This means that even making due allow’ance for sui'h an 
extraordinarily large consumption the mills in India will have on their 
hands at the end of the season stocks of so much as 29 *95 lakhs of 
Viales which is in excess of their opening stocks of the sea.son and is 
equivalent tu irforp than 4 months’ consumption at 00 hours per W'eek. 
A slight fall in the mill stocks at the end ot June, 1910, is apprehended 
by various trade estimates* but this is more than counter-balanced by 
substantial accretion to bazaar stoi'ks wdiii’li rema’iii a potential soun-e 
of supply to the mills. 


I think, therefore, Sir, that there is no apprehen.sion on that s<!ore 
and the honourable members of this House know that there is no 
likelihood of any new demand so far as the coming year is conc4»rned. 
On the other hand, the very fact that the British Government have 
extended the time for siippHdng the orders for sand bags shows that 
far as war purposes are concerned there is very little likelihood of any 
increased orders within a short time. 

In this wiew, Sir, I do not think that there is any apprehension of 
the outturn of the next year falling shart of the probable demand. On 
the other hand, if the record is not accurate, i.e., if the record is very 
much above* the acreage of the last year, in case there is also art 
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apprehension of^some over-production. I think ip this view there is 
no ground for apprehension on the part of the European Group on that 
score. • 

Src, I would not take any more time of the House as you have 
reminded me that I should try to finish as early as possible. With these 
words, Sir, I opjiose the motion for recommittal to the Select Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. CHARU OflANDRA ROY:

The Hon*ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: If the prices of jute fall 
even after the passing of this measure and enforcement of tliis measure, 
that will not be on account of this Act but in s])ite of it and on account 
of other factors. I think that this is a simple question which my 
honourable friend should realise. 

The motion of Babu Premhari Banna ihat the Bill be referred to a 
Select (’ominittee consisting of the members who formed the Select 
(Vimniittee with instructions to submit their re])ort by the ‘list March, 
1940, and that the quorum of the Select Committee be fixed at four, 
with instruction to the Select ( ornmittee to make some provisions in 
the Bill regarding the lauds where jute is grown but in some particular 
year jute is not grown and to make provision for reduction of jute lands 
of those who cultivate jute much in excess of the average, was then put 
and lost.

Sir, the Select ( ommittee must have recommended the deletion of 
this sub-clause on the ground that under cover (d this provision the 
Government might delay the o])eration of this Act.

But, Sir,* so far as the firejmration of tlie record of jute-growing 
lands is concerned, it has already been umlertuken and certainly in due 
cour.se the work will lie completed. There is no risk in this field that 
the application of tlie Act will be postponed to some indefinite future. 
In reganl to compulsoiv regulati(ni of jute production again I do not 
see as to liow it may be ap])lie<{ in the course of a \ear or two, (’ertainly 
the preparation of the re< ord of the jute-growing lands will not be 
fully completed before two years. After that some time will, of cfmrse, 
be spent in issuing licences and arranging for other preliminaries. 
Once only this preliiginary work has been done that the question of 
compulsory jute production can be taken up. • 

•Secondly, although the preparation of the record as to the amount 
of jute-growing land can be undertaken now, 1 do not think it will be 
wise to regulate the production^of jute .so lang as the war continues 
abd the demand for this commodity remains high. After many lean 
years* the cultivators have got an opportunity of eking out a moderate 
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lortune/ It will.be no act of statesmansliip to put an ot>stacle m ^air 
way just at the pifsent moment. In fact, compulscflry regulation of 
jute production must be postponed till the end of the war. So there is 
no point ih deleting sub-clause (3) of clause 1, of the original Bill. 

Thirdly, Sir, I do not think that the Government of Bengal will be 
justified in ordering the regulation of jute proc^ction in this province 
without a previous understanding with the neighbouring provinces of 
Bihar and Assam. It has been found that the acreage under jpte in 
these provinces has been on the increase for the last few years. In 
Bihar, in 1938-39, the average acreage under jute was 290,000 whereas 
the average during the previous ten years was only 211,000. In Assam, 
the increase is still greater. From 157,000 acres of land under jute 
some time ago, the number of acres has now increased to 292,000. 
While we shall restrict they shall increase — this will certainly not be 
a very happy arrangement to contemplate. So, I move that the sub- 
clause (.3) of clause 1, of the original Bill be restored. 


Mr. SPEAKER: So far as amendments Nos. 10-1 lA and 12 are 
concerned, the difficulty is that the language is absolutely vague. In 
amendment No. 12, Mr. Ahmed, you have stated “no other crop can be 
grown on account of strong current excepting jute”. I do not think 
that in any Legislature you can use a language like that. Similarly, 
in amendment Nos. 10-llA, it is stated “except in such area comprises 
land on which no crop other than jute can be grown”. That is abso- 
lutely vague. Your intention is in order but your drafting is not in 
order. 

As regards amendment No. 14, there is the same ditficirity. It is 
indefinite — “before the termination of the present war” — but the war 
may continue for 20 years. 

Amendment No. 15 is beyond the scope of this Bill. 


Mr. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, if the honourable member does 
think that we should wait till the termination of the war? Even if the 
war continues for 20 or 200 years, has he not the right to say that? 


Mr. BREAKER: Not here. 

Mr. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Exactly here, that is my contentioii. 


Mr. SPEAKER: No. 
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. Tl* Hon'blt Mr. TAMiZUDDIN KHAN l Sir, 8o fat as tie ^nd- 
ment of Mr. Birendra Eishore Roy Choudhury is ooiicemed, I oppose 
that.

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, I opppose all these 
amendments because they are all absolutely unnecessary. Honourable 
members will kindly see that in the original Bill it was provided that 
some fee might he levied. The Select ('ommittee omitted tho.se words 
from the clause. Therefore it is (juile clear that unless there is some 
pixivision for levy (if any charges no charges can be imposed. In that 
view these amendments are unnecessary. 

Tlic motion ot Mr. Md. Ahul Fazl that in clau.se 4 (./) in line 1 f«)i 
the wonis “such tieriod" the \snnU “one >ear” he substituted uas then 
put and lost. ^ 

The motion fit Md. Abut Fazl that in clause 4(2), In iine 2, after 
the word “make” the words “tree of exist” be inserted, was then put 
and lost. 

The motion of Mr. Nikunja Behari Maiti that in clause 4(2), in 
line 3, after the word “objection” the words “free of any charge or 
cost*’ be inserted, was then put and lost. 

The motion of Mr. Maqbui Ilosain that in clase 4(2), in line 3, 
after the word “objection” the words “free of any charge*' be 
inserted, was then put and lost. ^ 

The motion of Mr. Maqbui Hosain that in clause 4(2), in line 5, 
after the word “application” the words “free of any charge” be 
inserted, ^as then put and lost.

Clause 5. 

Mfi DHIRENDRA NATH DATTAs Sir, I beg to move that in 
clause 6(7), in line 9, after the word “year” the words “and of all 
lands on which no crop other than jute can be grown” be inserted. 

Sir, in bringing tliis motion before the llou'-ie, I beg to point out 
to the llon’ble Minister that in sub-clause (7.1) of clause 3, it has been 
stated that there should be a re(H)rd, not only of the lands on which 
jute can be grown, but also a record of the lands on wliudi no croj) 
other than jute can be grown. So, if as a matter of fact, (lause 5 
contemplates the preparation of final record of all lands on which jute 
was grown, the words “and of all iands on which no crop other than 
jute can be grown” should be inserted. This follows as a matter of 
course. I hope the llou’ble Minister will appreicate the amendment 
that 1 have moved. It follows as a matter of course fixjm the amend- 
ment of sub-clause (/.I) of clause 3. 

8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: vSir, what will happen to my 
amendment No. 74 P 

Wf. 8PEAKER: What I would suggest is to leave out this amend- 
ment for the time being and I will aliow^ it to come in as a consequen- 
tial amendment if necessary. 

TIi 6 Hoil’bid Mr, TAMIZUDDIN Khftii: Sir, I beg to move that 
the ^following proviso be added to sub-clause <7) of clause 5, namely: — 

“Provided that the Provincial Government may, in any year, 
subsequent to that in respect of which the final record is 
prepared, direct that any correction so made ii^ the final 
record in respect of an application made under sub-clause 
(2) of section 4 shall, in the prescribed manner, be examined 
and, if necessary, be revised.** « 
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’ ‘Sir, the object is that the corrections that will be made by way of 
entei^ng the character of certain classes of lands, namely, that no 
crop other than jute can be ^rown on that land. Those corrections 
may subsequently be revised for this reason that there may be certain 
lands on which nothing but jute can be grown in a particular year 
or during a period of years, but subsequently the lands may be raised 
or the character of the lands ^pay be changed in such a w’ay that the 
lands may grow other crops also. In that view there should be a 
provision for such record being capable of revision. It is in that 
view that I move this amendment No Tl. 

As regards amendment No. 70 of Mr. Dhirendra Nath Dutta, 
although I appreciate his motive I would like to point out that it is 
unnecessary because so far as tiie lands on which nothing hut jute 
can ho gn»wn that is only a description ot the land. VV’hat the record 
will show will he land under jute and if there is any land on which 
nothing but jute can he grown, only that character of the land will 
he recorded in tlie record. Therefore it is iiof necessary that an 
amendment like tliis should at all he accepted. It is absolutely un- 
necessary. 

The motion ot Mr. Dliiiendra Nath Datta that in clause ’) (/), in 
line 9, after the word "\ear” the words “and of all lands on which 
no crop other than jute can he gro>Mi“ he in.serted, was then put 
and lost. 

The motion of the Ifon’hle Mr. Tamizuddin Khan that the follow- 
ing proviso he added to suh-clau.se (7) of clause o, namely: — 

“Provided that the IVovincial (lovernment may, in any year 
subsequent to that in respect of which the final records is 
prepared, direct that any correction so made in the final 
rec<itd in respect of an application made under sub-section 
( 2 ) of section 4 shall, in the prescribed manner, be examined 
and, if necessary, he revised”, 

was then put and agreed to. 

The question that clause 5 as amended stand part of the Bill was 
then put and agreed to. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am not going to take up clause 5 A at this 
stage. This is a new’ cltuse and I propose to take it up later oif. 

Dr. I^ALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: Sir, in this t^onnection, may I 
submit (er *your consideration one factor that the new clause 5A 
relates to the provisions of the new Bengal Jute Ilegiflation Ordinance, 
1940P A motion in regard to thaf ordinance has already been given 
notice ^ and as you are aware.

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: But the wording of this motion is 
identical to section 3 of the ordinance. 

Mr. SPEAKER: J)r. Sanyal, why are you anxieus to shut out 
your motion P 

Dr. NALIHAKSHA SANYAL: Government is anxious to shut 
out my motion, 

Mr. SPEAKER: I give an open declaration on behalf of the House 
that even though this legislation is taken up that does not in any way 
stand in the way of the jute ordinance being discussed. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: Or rather, would it not be better 
if the Hon’ble Jlinister concerned appoints a particular date, say 
to-morrow, for taking up jute ordinance as well as the Jute Begula- 
tion Bill. That will be saving the time of the House. , 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 would certainly think of this but not your 
«')ther point. 
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Clause 6, 

TIm Hon’Ma Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, 1 beg to nove that 

in clause 6, for sub-clauses (2) fo (S), the following be substituted, 
namely : — 

**((?) Each Committee shall consist of a Chairman and not more 
than six other memhers, of whom three shall be growers 
• of jute within the area of the jurisdiction of the Committee. 

(J) The Chairman and other members of the Committee shall be 
appointed by the Collector or by such servant of the Crown 
other than a Police-officer as may be authorized by the 
by the Collector by general or special order in this behalf. 

(4) The Committee shall be subject to the control and supervision 
of the Collector and of any servant of the Crown authorized 
by the (’ollector by general or special order in this belialf. 

(«5) The Collector may, at any time and for reasons to be reotirded 
by him in writing, dis.solve a Committee, and may there- 
upon either cause a frevsh (Vimmittee to be appointed or 
may, subject to the rules, authorized any servant of the 
Crown other than a Police-officer to perform all or any of 
the functions of the Committee. 

(6) The Cohector may, at any time and for reasons to be recorded 
by liiin in writing, cancel the appointment of the Chairman 
or any other memlier of the Committee, and shall thereupon 
cause to be ajiixiinted a fresh Chairman or a fresh member 
as the may be.” 

and that sub-clmuses (/V) and (JO) be renumbered as sub-clauses (7) 
and (S). 

Sir, my amendment speaks for itself. The amendment indicates 
how the oommittee.s will be constituted. This will simplify the whole 
matter, and I think it will be increasing the difficulties of the situa- 
tion if any election is sought to be resorted to in constituting these 
committees. I think, Sir, my amendment will be acceptable to the 
House. 

Mr. ABU H0S8AIN SARKARs Mr. Sj>eaker, Sir, I beg t(» oiniose 
the amendment moved by the Hon’ble Mr. Tamizuddin Khan, i.e., 
amendment No. 77. It will appear that this amendment seeks to give 
absolute jv)wer to the Collector to appoint majority of members in all 
the committees. The Select Committee report says that each com- 
mittee constituted after the year 1^0 shall consist of 7 members of 
whom 3 ^hall be elected by the members of the union board and th4 
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remairiing 4 shall Jbe elected by growers of jute within the union. 
This salutary provision is being taken away by the amendment moved* 
by the Hon’ble Mr. Tamizuddin Khan. The Collector is given absolute 
power acTd as I submitted when I last opposed the Bill that the 
Collector will be another Tzar in his own jurisdiction. Therefore, I 
submit that if this amendment is accepted it will be prejudicial to thf 
interests of the growers. ^ 

Mr. SUREN DR A NATH BISWAS: Mr. Speaker, Sir, w^ill you 
not take up the other amendments under this clause? I have an amend- 
ment of my own, and 1 want to speak on that amendment. 

Mr. SPEAKER: You can speak on this amendment of the Hon’ble 
Minister because if this amendment is carried others will fail. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Mr. Sjieaker, Sir, 1 oppose 
amendment No. 77 just moved by the TIon’ble Mr. Tamizuddin Khan. 
Sir, as a member of the Jute Enquiry ('ommittee 1 liad toured many 
districts an<l wherever I had accosted the jute-growers th{\\ were ])leased 
to know that (xovernment was going to introduce a legislation for 
regulating the production of jute, but they requested us to see that the 
allocaticii of the quotas should l)e left to the rei)resentatives of the 
jute-growers of the particular area where a committee should be 
constituted, that is, the members of that committee should W elected 
by them. And they went so far as to recjuest us to })ut up before 
Government that every village should have an elected representative so 
that tlieir interests may be safe in the hands of the (‘ommittee. If 
Government instead of allowing the jute-growers to send their own 
representatives to the committee through election appohit members for 
making allotments of lands to tlje respective jiite-growpr>, 1 am also 
afraid the interests of the jute-growers will sufter. That is the 
reason why I tabled by amen<lment. In oi)posing the amendment of the 
Hon'ble Mr. Tamizuddin Khan I want to warn him that his amendment 
is not going to be liked by the jute-growers themselves in whose interests 
the liegulatiou Bill is alleged to have Wen brought. 

The jute-growers want their own men to be in the committee 
through election to W made by them. If that is their intention, why 
ahoirid Government press for their amendhient No. 77? If the 
Hon’ble Mr. Tamizuddin Khan has any doubts that the jute-growers 
want their own elected re})resentatives on the committee, then I would 
ask him to make an enquiry within a short time through ^the union 
boards whether the jute-growers want their own elected representatives 
in the committee or they like a Committee to be thrust upon them. 
JFith these words. Sir, I oppose this motion. 
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.Mr. M. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I did not 
vant to take part in the debate but T find that thin i#a very important 
factor. I do not understand why tlie Hon'ble Mr. Tumizuddin Khan 
has given the go-by to the very best solution that was arrivipd at by 
the Select Committee. I can (juite understand that so far as the com- 
mittee that is to be appointed in 1944), that committee has got to 
l>e appointed by the Collector. But so far as the committees which 
will l)e formed after 1940 — front 1941 thereafter — 1 do not understand 
why thj (V)llector should be given the power to n]^p(dnt either the 
Chairman or the other members of the commit ti^v This is a very 

important factor. We know that union boards have been formed in 

this province, and with the growth of Provincial Autonomy we want 
to give greater powers to the people, ami the grower^ (d jute and other 
people should have tlieir own re])re.sentatives on the committee. Am 
I to understand, Sir, that the ('ollector, whoever he might be. will be 
the best guardian to protect the growers of jute!^ 1 fail to understand 
why the Hon'ble Mr Tamizuddin Khan shouhl have taken recourse to 
moving a motion before the House to alter the decision that was 

arrived at b\ the Select Committee. 1 find that in the Select Com- 

mittee draft it is stated in sub-(dause of clause ti : “Each committee 
constituted in the year 1940 shall consist of seven members api)ointed 
by the Collector or by such servant of the Crown other than a ])olice 
officer as may, subject t(» the rules, Iw* authorised by tl)e Collector by 
general or special ord(*r in this l>e}ialf; and (d the s<n'en members so 
appointed, three shall be memlw*rs (d the unicni board, and tin* remain- 
ing four shall l)e growers of jute witliin the union,*’ 

Then lower down in sub-clause (-/) it i.s stated: “Each committee 
constituted after the year 1940 shall (onsist of M*veii members, of wliom 
three shall be elected by the memlu'rs of the union board and the re- 
maining four sball be elected b\ growers of jute within the union.” 

I can very well understand that the (juestioii must hinge on this, 
namely, whether the member'^ \\ ho will l>e elected —three and four; 
these seven members — whether they will elect the ( hairman from 
amongst themselves. Whether the Chairman will lie ajipointed by 
the Collector or the Chairman will be elected by the s4*ven memberM 
from amongst themselves — that is a j)oint on which .soine sort rd wisdom 
should have been given to tlie H<mse by the Hon'ble Minister I do rud 
understand why the right of election has l>een taken away either from 
the memhers of the ui»io» boards or the growers of jute, and the (ffiair- 
man has been thrust upon the members of the committee, whether they 
are growers of jute or members of the union hoards. I cannot visualise 
more dangerous things than this. I do not know what led my friend — 
whether the Coalition Party did it, or the Hon’ble Mr. Tamizuddin Khan 
did it, I do not know — but if this i§ allowed to pass I fear that there 
will he end of everything either of Provincial Autonomy or the power 
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that ha« b«en ^vcn to the people. My friend says : “We do not want to 
give the power ot* election to growers of jute“. Does he apprehend 
that they will cut their own throats? If they do so, let them do it. 
Either Europeans or others — they or any other people — if they think 
that they are the guardians of growers of jute, I do not understand. 
Sir, why this should be made the occasion when we should take things 
in that light. Growers of jute will select the best men from amongst 
themselves, and it is they alone who can decide who is the best man to 
be appointed us Chairman. I therefore believe, Sir, that a grea/, \VTong 
has been done to the Select Committee and to the intelligence of the 
meml)ers of the Select Committee, and it is going back on the system 
that has been followed under the Provincial Autonomy scheme. I am 
appealing to my friends of the Coalition Party through you, Sir, that 
they should reconsider this matter. It does not matter whether this 
motion has been brought forward by the Hon’ble Mr. Tamizuddin 
Khan. There is yet time; steps may yet be retraced, and T am warning 
him of the danger that he is putting forward by bringing in this amend- 
ment. I hope. Sir, that the Hon’ble Minister will be well advised to 
withdraw the amendment and see that the Select Committee’s decision 
is carried through in this House. With these words. Sir, I oppose the 
motion. 


Mr. SPEAKER: (i-d p.m. is the prater time. So, it is no use 
asking another member to speak now. 

(At this stage the Hou.se was adjourned for twenty minutes.) 


A fter adjournment. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: Mr Speaker,^ Sir, This is a 
motion w'hich ought to be opposed by all members of this House 
whether they belong to the Congress Group, the Krishak-Praja Group, 
the Coalition Group or to the European Group. As a matter of fact, 
the minute of dis.sent by the Hoii’ble Mr. Tamizuddin Khan with regard 
to this clause is this. He has stated: “Considering the very limited 
functions of the Cnion Jute Committees, the propo.sed methods of 
constitution by election are both ex|>en.*<ive and dilatory. The clause 
as originally drafted i.s preferable and should stand.” With regard to 
the ^‘onstitution of the committee that will he constituted in the year 
1940 it can be contended that if the system of election be introduced in 
oonsituting that oommtitee in 1940 it will be dilatory, but with regard 
to the constitution of the committee that will be constituted after 1940 
the system cannot be said to be dilatory. With regard to the krgument 
that the system of election will ke expensive, and if as a matter of 
fact on tlie ground of expense this system is done away w^th, then 
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we can as well say that this House, the election of this Bengal Legis- 
.latrve Assembly, this form of Government should flso be done away 
with because the method of election has no doubt l>een more expensive 
than what it was before 1937. Are you therefore on this ground going 
to say that the method of election for this TiCgislature also should be 
done away with? As a matter of fact when 1 go through the minute 
of dissent it appears that members of the ( oalition Grouo have sub- 
mitted a minute of dissent, but still they are unanimous witli regard 
to the constitution of the committee and have not asked that the system 
of election should be done away with. I for myself do not understand 
what has hapi>ened in the meantime. ( ertainly nothing has happened 
in the meantime by which they can .say that they have found reasons 
for changing their views, h^en with regard to the minute of dissent 
of the European memliers, you will find, Sir. that as regards clause t> 
even they did not want that this .system of election should be done 
away with altogether. Their view is that out of 7 members consti- 
tuting the committee. 4 should be elected by the members ol the union 
board of whom not less than ‘2 should be non-memliers and growers of 
jute, and other 3 should lie appointed by the (ollei'tor, of whom at 
least 2 shall be from among tlie jute-growers within the union. There- 
fore, it is (juite clear that their idea was that the system of election 
should not l>e altogether done away with but that out of 7 memliers, 

4 shouhl be elected b> the union board and 3 appointe<l by the (’ollector. 
Sir, here we find that all the 7 memlK*rs are sought to l>e appointed by 
the ('ollector. But, Sir, who is that (.’ollector? If you look at the 
definition of the “Collector” in this Bill, you will find that the 
“(’ollector” means the (’(dlector of a district and includes any servant 
of the Crown other than a police officer appointed by the Provincial 
Government to exercise all or any of the functions j)f the Collector 
under this Act. So, Sir, the Collector may be a Sub-Kegistrar, or (he 
C’ollector may* be a Sub-I)eput> Magistrate, but invariably the 
Collector will ]>e (he Circle Officers ami Special Officers appf)inted under 
the Debt Settlement Act. The people in the union board ureas have 
been accustomed to elections and election in the villages is going on 
for a very pretty long time. We have found that members elected by 
the union boards are responsible to the people, and if as a matter of 
fact, the members of the Cnion Jute Committee be elected by the 
people of the locality then they would f»e bound to be responsible to 
them, but, Sir, in case of members appointed by (government, to the 
union boards, we have ffcund that they do not care for the iriter^is of 
the people of the locality. They pander to the wishes ami whims of 
the Circle Officers who, in fact, appoint them. If therefore membera 
of the l^^ion Jute Committee be appointed by C ircle Officers, 1 am 
quite 8iii*e that they will not look to the interests of the jute-growera 
of the locality but would tr>" to please the Circle Officers their appoint- 
ing of^^ers. Those who live in the mufassil know that members tit 
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the uiyon boards as well as members of the Debt Settlement Boards 
especially those wto are elected by the people, are better sort of people' 
than those appointed by Governm^t to the Debt Settlement Boards. 
It is useless to conceal that. It is a matter of fi-reat shame and we 
ought to hang down our heads in shame, because members appointed 
by Government to tlie Debt Settlement Boards have been found to be 
corrupt and as a matter of fact if the Union Jute Committee be 
appointed by Government, then I am qufte sure that they also would be 
found to be corrupt. It has l)een contended by the Hon’ble 
Mr. Tamizuddin Khan that the functions of the Union Jute Committee 
will not l>e many or heavy. If we look at the Bill itself we shall find, 
as a matter of fact, that the functions of tlie committee are not limited 
but are wide and unlimited, because they would have to determine on 
what lines jute should l>e grown. They are to be the determining body, 
although the Act provides for an ap|)eal. But the fact is that it is the 
Union Jute (’ommittee that will have to initiate and determine the 
lines on which jute can be and w'ill be grown. If, as a matter of fact, 
we look to tlie Bill itself it canmit therefore be contended that the 
powers of this committee will be limited. As a matter of fact they are 
quite wide. So 1 wish, and as, as a matter of fact, the members of the 
Coalition Grouji also wanted, that the.se members should be elected 
by the jute-growers themselves, can you, Mr. Speaker, conceive that 
the jute-growers in electing members to the Union Jute Committee 
will not l>e the best men to the committee when they find that the 
persons whom they elect will be re.sponsible to them and will discliarge 
their duty to the satisfaction of their own constituency I'' But the 
jiersons who will Ik* appointed by Government will not be re>j)onsible to 
the j)eople, they will not try to look to the interests of the jute-growers 
but will rather pander to the wishes and whims of the ('ircle Officers. 
The Circle Officers will come to their locality and will, as a matter of 
fact direct them to act ac(‘ordiug to their instructions; it is also 
useless to disgviise the fact that these appointments will have a politi- 
cal complexion, and as a mutter of fact the jiersons who belong to the 
Coalition Group or to any other Ministerial Group, for instance to the 
Muslim TiCague, if I say so, Mr. Speaker, will be a])pointed, and no 
person belonging to any other j)oIitical party will have any chance. 
Therefore, Sir, as this matter is one which vitally affect.s the interests 
of Bengal, and especially of the jute-growers in the Eastern Bengal 
districts, I submit that members should l>e appointed to these com- 
mittees irres|>ective of party labels. Therefore, I oppose the motion 
of the Hon’ble Minister and support the Select Committee’s recom- 
mendation.

Th« Hon^ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, I shall be very 
brief in my reply * 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, I have something to say and, 
therefore, 1 would like to he allowed to speak on the subject. 

Mr. SPEAKER: No. 

Mr. 8YED JALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: Sir, I also want to speak. 
If you cannot allow uh to speak just now, would you give us some 
time after the Iloii’ble Minister has spoken P 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 am sorry. The Leader of that section spoke 
first, and then Mr. Biswas wanted to stand, but he did not. I did 
not see any other member rising. Therefore, I have called the 
Hon’ble Minister. It is no use now. 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: I stron^i y urge upon the Speaker 
to allow me to speak. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 want to know at what time you want to close — 
at 7 p.m. P 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: May I suggest 7^0 p.m.P 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 hope you will be reasonable. I had no list 
of speakers before me and I did not see anybody rising in his seat. 
Personally in fairness to every one, as the Labour view has not been 
represented, I shall allo\v Mr. Banerjee. 

Mr. SYEO JALALUDDIN HASHEMY: May I submit that you 
may kindly allow fifteen minutes to this sid^ and fifteen minutes to 
the cflher side? 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am sorry. I cannot do that. 

Mr. SIBNATH BAI|ERJEp: Mr. Speaker, Sir, this provision is 
really the acid test that could be applied to the intentions of Govern- 
ment. From the very beginning we have been apprehensirre that 
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th»r«refti im^aiioBs of Governuient are not what thej have announced. 
It is not really regulation and giving better prire to the growers of 
jute, but only to satisfy the Euro(>ean members that something is l>eing 
done. A show of regulation and restriction and giving Wtter price to the 
cultivators has been staged in this House. This provision of ajipoint- 
ing Union Jute ( omniittees. shows that the (joverninent’s intentions 
are to utilize fully this Bill to further strengthen tiieir ])osition us has 
been very clearly ex[)osed by my friend Mr. Dutta. 1 do not know, 
I w'as just feeling, whether to congratulate the Minister or to condemn 
him, l>ecause I can tell iliis House that the talk of civil disobedience 
is already in the air. If the (Tovernment persist in this measure, it 
will come in very handy for those who want to start civil disobedience, 
and even those persons who are not so inclined themselves will take 
the initiative and spontaneouslv civil disobedience will start on this 
issue alone. So J would like to warn the (lovernment not to go 
headlong with this measure, and even now would ask them U) with- 
draw the propo.sal they have made.

Mr. 8YED ilALALUDDIN HA8HEMY: Sii, for some time past 
I have been cultivating the habit of avoiding controversy in this 
House. But to-day of all days the Iloii’hle Mr. ’ramizuddin Khan has 
compelled me to go against my oun princ'iple. Sir, it is amusing 
firstly, secondly it is surprising and thirdlv it is disappointing, that 
of all persons the Hon ’hie Mr. Tamizuddin Khan should suggest such 
an absurd committee for the benefit of the jule-grow'ers of Bengal. 
Not very long ago this Mr. Tamizuddin Khun — now the Hon’hle Mr. 
Tamizuddin Khan — witlh his usual ebMpience o])p()sed this system of 
appointment in local l)odies. T do not understand what has happened 
in the meantime that he has changed colour and has suggested that 
a committee cjon.sisting of seven members having a clear majority 
including the District Magistrate .should be appointed for the benefit 
of the jute-growers of Bengal. Sir, I should appeal to the Hon'ble 
Mr. Tamizuddin Khan to be a businessman. Either let him say 
straight that the Collector of the district should he the sole 
representative, the sole agent of the cifltivators of the district— of the 
whole province of Bengal, or let him frame a real representative 
committee. Sir, we have got very bitter experience of these com- 
mittees appointed by the Collector. It has been mentioned by some 
of our friends that the members of Debt Settlement Boards, appointed 
by Collectors, are not cfoing proper work. I can say, Sir, from my 
personal experience that in my part of the district, members of the 
Debt Settlement Board appointed by the Government are an absolute- 
ly dishonest .set of people (cries of “bear,** ‘*hear*’ from the Opposi- 
tion Benches). With regard to the young civilians who are now at 
the helm of the administration of di^ricts, Sir, all I can say is that they 
have gat no initiative, no idea and no brain at f^l. They foU<^w 
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cerlaui routine (Julies and these young civilians are going to be the 
guardians of the cultivators— the jute-growers of Bengal! Not only 
this sid^ of the House, but I am absolutely sure that the members 
on the other side of the House also have no faith in these young 
LC.S. jieople. We resent and very strongly resent this state of 
things. It a coininittee is to be apiHunted it should be a properly 
representalis e coininittee It is ahsiird to suggest that these persons 
should he apjiointed by the (jollector and they should suggest ways 
and means for the improvement of jute cultivation in Bengal. If 
that is HO, what these young civilians had been doing so long? If 
they had been ot any use tor these cuitivutors, they could so long 
have done g<K)d work, better work, tor the improvement of jute 
cultivation in Bengal. Sir, I will finish after giving one more 
instance. I ask the Hon’ble Mr. Tamizuddin Khan to pause and 
consider what the young persons, who have been recently appointed 
to take census of the jute-growing lands of Bengal, have done. Have 
they taken cxirrect measurements of the lands? Have they sub- 
mitted correct reiKirts to (lovernment? Sir, from my experience, I 
can say that even the reports that were given by chowkidars of union 
boards were far better than the reports submitted by these young 
persons who have been recently appointed by Government and I am 
afraid, 7 lakhs of rupees has been mis-spent for this purpose. In my 
part of the subdivision, I can say definitely that not a single man had 
any occasion to go to any village. They sat and sat tightly in the 
subdivisional town and by exercising their strong imagination, they 
collected figures from the reports of Circle Officers and other people 
and on the basis of these figures. Government are going to regulate 
the growing of jute in Bengal. 

Sir, with regard to members to be appointed by Gk)vernment, the 
members of this House may remember that the Hon’ble«Mr. Tamizuddin 
Khan on one occasion opposed this system of appointment by Govern- 
ment, and, I am sure, good sense will prevail in him to-day. I am 
also sure that by accepting office, Mr. Tamizuddin Khan has not lost 
his sense of fairness and justice to himself and to the cultivators of 
Bengal. He wou'id, 1 hope, have courage, though in office now, 
though surrounded by people of different temperaments and different 
complexions, to rise to the occasion and I hope, in his reply be will 
suggest the withdrawal of this clause. (Cries of “hear”, “hear” from 
the Opposition Benches.) I appeal to him^ once more to withdraw 
tbis*clause. In the past he was a friend of the poor and it is 
proverbial that Mr. Tamizuddin Khan was a real friend of the poor, 
a friend of tlie cultivators. If the serious poison of office has for 
the time being affected his brain, I know, he is a man wbo*yill stand 
up for the cause of the poor cultivators as he has got courage of con- 
viction, I am perfectly certain tiiat in spite of the decision of the 
Qabi&etf be will to-day show courage and withdraw bis anmndment 
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.and give full liberty to tlie jute-frrower.s ot Reiifjkl to choose their 
own representatives wliose siifrfre'-lioiis will he the tinai ilecision of the 
jute-gisiwers of Bengal. Sir, with tho^e words, 1 oppose t^^e motion 
moved by the Hon’ble Mr'. Taniizinliiin Khan. 


The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir. I am rather 
surprised at the eloquence ot »iv honotiiable tneinU in speaking on a 
simple motion like this. Tliei have all waxml clo(|aent on the met its 
ot lhe*electi\e .svstein. But 1 think, there is somi' mi'apiiiehen'ion 
and confusion ot thought as to where the eleettve system should 
appropriately be applied. Cerlainlx we do not elect our executive 
officers, our District Magistrates, our Subdix isionai Officers and all 
the other executive officers. They tire never elected for the simple 
reason that they have to do certain executive funcitoti.s. Here also. 
Sir, what will these committees do!" These committees xvill perloriu 
some very simple executive functions. Mr. Dhiietidra Natli Datia 
said that they would n<it look to tlie interests ot the growers and 
Mr. Sibnath Banerjee suppletnented him by saving that (iovernnienl 
will utilise these committees for fttrther cotisididating their position. 
Sir, these are statetnents ini'otniirehensible to me. I was going to 
snyL_what will be the function (d these rs.ntiniltees « The.se com- 
mittees will simply allocate the phds to be sown upoti by growers 
and according to w-hat-' The grower will have his record and if there 
is to be, .say, a 4-annas redxictiou and if tliat groxxer grexv on 1(> 
bighas in the previous year, the comnuttee will allot 12 bighas to 
him. The Committee will have no .liscretion. Exerything will be 
settled bv Government. What will l.e the extent of reduction or 
inflation in any particular year will f.e decided by Government and 
the committee will perfortii a mere mechuntciti duty. 


Again, Sir,’ there is an appeal against the order of the Committee 
to the Collector and, therefore, 1 do not understand how these com- 
mittees can act against the interests of the jute-growers. Sir, I am 
not against the elective principle where elective principle is properly 
applicable and where it is pi. ditable, but here why undergo all the 
expenses of preparing electoral rolls of the jiite-growers of the con- 
stituency and then ai.so probably divide the area of the union boards 
into several wards and allot a number of members to each want and 
do all these things for what? For the election of persons who will 
probably sit for a shortHime during a particular part of the yeas only 
for the purpose I have already stated. Sir, is it worth while to go 
through all the complicated procedure of an election and also to 
saddle tlje jute-growers themsdlves with unnecessary expenditure? 

Because whatever money is spent throughout the length and 
breadth of Bengal for arranipng Aese elections will ultimately come 
out of the pocket of the cultivators 
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Mr. MtANKA SEKHAR SANYAL: On a point of information^ 
Sir. Will the Hon'hle Minister please explain why these functions 
cannot bf done by the existing union boards.*' 


Tht Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: I am surprised to see that 
my friend never thought of tabling a motion like that. 


Mr. M. 8HAMSUDDIN AHMED: Go vernment in its wisdom could 
have done that. 


The Hofi’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN Khan: It does occur to him off- 

hand just now. That itse*if shows tht* value of his suggestion. But 
I should like to say this, Sir, that if I am talking to members who 
have some exj)erience of rural Bengal, not to members wIk) live only 
in cities and know nothing about the state of affairs prevailing in rural 
Bengal, those who know all the conditions prevailing in rural Bengal 
very well know that the elections to union lM*ards sometime.s end in 
failure and very often the budget meeiing.s of union boards fail for 
want of (juorum and then Government or the (lircle Officers have to 
interfere. They should also know that this duty of allocating the 
plots will have to be done within a short time. Very often when 
the sowing season is coming there may be ocTusions when everything 
will have to be done within a few days. Supposing the union board’s 
own house is out of order at that time. At that time everything will 
end in failure if this duty is entrusted to the union lx)urd8. There are 
so many other things

Aitliougli the lion’hle Mr. Tamiz- 
uddin Khan has minimised the oxteiit of (lie jm)\\<‘?s ol such committt*es 
it apjiears to me that their poueis aie \ei\ widi*. hecaiisi- albuntion is 
not a small mutter. A jute-gi<»wer may havt* ten phUs (d land on 
which he grew jute in a previous >ear, but in a particular year if his 
cultivation is restiii'led hy, sa\, 2’» per cent tlian the allocation will 
he restricted and the choice of the plots of land will be decided b\ the 
alloeuting Isidy, 1 also submit. Sii, that the <ommit1ee will also 1 m‘ 
a reporting authority. Tbe\ will have the power to rt'jMut tliat so and 
HO jute-growei has broken so and so law ami that so and so jute-grower 
has pi'oilueed jute in an ar«‘a in c.xcchs of that allotte([ to him. That 
would he th(» function ot the committee if 1 have undeistood its funetion 
aright. When the powers of a committee are so great. I submit that 
Government should see its way to fix a time-limit for tlu' life of the 
committee. Besides, it Is not a new thing. .\s I have ali»*ad\ stated the 
life of all hu'al bodies lias got a time-limit. l''rom all jioints of view 
I submit that these eommittees also slumld have a time-limit to their 
term of office. 


Tht Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: . Sir. so tar as amendment 
No. l’2(i is eimeenied I understand the difficulty of lioth of mv 
honourable friencL Mr. Prebari Burma and Mr. Surendra Nath Biswas 
in appreciating the Government pmjxisal, Uxause Indh of them come 
flW two very heavy jute-growing districts and. therefore, Mr. Biswas 
thinks that it will be iin|H>ssible for one man to discharge such heavy 
duties. That is so. But iny friends forget that there are areas, 
I^rticularly in Western Bengal, in which there is very litlla jute. 
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In large areas you will find only patches of jute hJi'e and there. In 
those areas it will be absolutely unnecessary- to set up coiumftees. In 
those places it may be necessaiy to include the areas usually^ included 
in several union boards into one c-ompact area and apiudut one officer 
for such an area. One officer will be easily able to inana^re the duties 
in such an area and it is the intention of (ioverninent to appoint officers 
in place of committees in caser^ like that. Some other cases may 
present themselves where officers may have to be appointed instead of 
commiMees. Therefore. I think that in this view amendment No. 120 
will not be i)resse(i. If it is j>ressed we shall oppose it.

Maulvi ABU HOSSAIN SARKAR: However, Sir. if it l>e not that 

committee, the committee con tern plate<l hy this amendment will be 
a very impciriant one, but iu conaGtiition ia going to be made in a 
queer way. 1 challenge the Hon*Dle Miniaier to ehow whether in 
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tbiis province there i« auy important body of which he knows in which 
all the memberH are appointed by the Government. If we look into 
the constitution of all important bodies, we shall find that they at 
l>est follow a mixed procedure — some members appointed by nomina- 
tion and some are elected. But here, the members of the committee 
are to be a[}p(iiiited b> the (ioverriment. 

Further. Sir, I submit that the principle enunciated in this amend- 
ment of the Ifon’ble Minister of Agriculture ^»‘oeH directly ajrainst the 
princii)le of the Government of India Act, ntdo. In that Act find 
that in the l>e;ri«lature of thi.s ]>rovince no provision has bt^n made 
aboiit nomination, and if an important bo(i\ like this committee is 
constituted in that way. I submit, Sir, that it will jro direc11\ against 
the principle (»f the Governinent of India Act. It is the principle 
nowadays to make all bodies demo<*ratic. Ihe British Government are 
supp(»s<*d to fi^ht for <lemocrac\ . but here in Ben^ral ^e find that 
democracy is ^oin^ t(» he trampled upon and all the members of an 
important bod\ like the (‘oinmittee contemplated are jj’oin^ to be 
appointed bv Governineiit. 

\\ ilh these words. Sir, I opp(»,se the motion (d the Hon’lde Minister 
and support the amendment moved li\ m\ friend Mr. (’haru (’handra 
Roy. 

Thf Hon'bli Mr. TAMIZUODIN KHAN: Mr Speaker. Sir. 1 be^ 
to oppose the amendment of Mr. (’hani (’handra Boy. ( A (’onjfres.s 
member: 'Good! jrood ! i I find that many iiouourable members 

opposite have a morbid desire to indul^’c in unreal (ritici.sm. and it is 
very clitKcult to deal with unreal thing’s like that. 

Mr. OHARU CHANDRA ROY: On a point of iuiormation, Sir. 
What about the Central .lute (.'ominittee 

Thf Hon*btt Mr. TAMIZUODIN KHAN: 1 have hardly begun, and 
my honourable friend is interrrupting me. (Laughter.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: Don t ask questions about unrealities. 
(Laughter. ) 

*Tll§ Hon’bit Mr. TAMIZUODIN KHAN: Anyone who has thought 
over the matter cannot miss the fact that this Laly is going to he an 
expert body, because they will have to atlvise the Government as to 
what should l>e the extent of reduction or expansion of a particular 
year’s jute crop; and those from wliom Government can expect to get 
this advice must be conversant v|ith the facts regaixling the world 
denifind of jute and various other things. Untees that cominittee is an 
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expert committee, what kind of advice will they be able to give to 
(lovemment? (At this stage Babu Narendra Narayau Chakraverty 
made an interruption.) 

Sir, my friend Mr. Abu Hossaiii Sarkar has said that (iovernment 
is giving the go-bye to the p|;in(viple of deiiu»rrncy. 1 have already 
stated, Sir, that the iiiemberst'^bn this side of tlie House have not brains 
enough to understand the iiiipliwitions of his statement. (Mauivi A»IJ 
llosSAiN S\HKAi{: I am s«)rrv for it!) He says that everywhere such 
^eonin^ttees are either wholly elected or at least i)artly elected. I 
challenge Mr. Aim Ho.ssain Sarkar to show that an expert advisory 
committee is ever elected. 1 beg to submit. Sir, that he has put 
forward an absurd projmsitioti from whi<‘h any sane man cannot but 
differ. (Mauivi Ant' IlossAtN S\i{Kvn; A sane man also re<iuires some 
timlerstanding ! ) Members on the opposite, purticularl\ Mr Sibnath 
Baiierjee, said that Kuro|H*an repreM*ntat ion is being iticnni^ed (Mr 
SinvATii BvN'MtJH : J)o \ou chalbmge it y) AVhat is the rejire.sentat ion 
Itepresc'iitat ion of pncca bab‘rs. kutidia bah'is, sliij)jM‘rs rd jute ami 
also representation (d mainif act iirt'rs.

Mr. SPEAKER; Mi ( liakr.iveitx . I am aii.aid mmi are making too 
iiianx ihler: uptiori'- 1 haxe alieadx eixen \ nii a xxariiua' 'I Inn is 
not the XX av in x\|ii(di l^irliament <ari tiHietmij at al).

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDiN KHAN: Then, Sir, it has l>een 

said that the Ministry has proved reikle-^ hv giving a go-bye to the 
reconiniendaf inns of the Select f'omnnitoe I fail to understaml, tjir, 
how the reconiiiiendations of the Selert (’oniiiiiftee are being given a 
go-bye, Tlie Seleet ('ominitii^e recommended that there should he 
three representatives of thosf* people Tht* present proposidf is that 
there should be four and, at the saim* time. Government is proposing 
that the representatives of the jute-growers will he correspondingly in- 
creased by one. Therefore, Sir. in Substance the proposal of the 
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Government i« the same an the recommendation of the Select Com- 
mittee. On the other hand, the proposal that my friend Mr. Charu 
Chandra Roy has put forward for constituting an Advisory Board goes 
against the recommendation of the Select Committee, because nowhere 
in the Select Committee’s report will he find that the members of this 
Board should U; so many as Mr. Roy is %w recommending or that they 
will be elected at all. I submit, Sir, that the amendment of Mr. Roy 
Cannot be supported from any point of view, and I oppose the same. 

There is another point. Mr. Premhari Barma has movej^ two** 
amendments. I oppose them, and I need not say anything further 
regarding tho.se amendment h than what 1 have said already. 

There is one umendment by Mr. Morgan, namely, amendment 
No. 140, to the effect that “in clause OB ( 1 ) (a), line 2, after the 
word ‘Government’ the words ‘who shall be an official’ be inserted.^' 
That amendment also 1 oppo.se, because the (’hairman will be the Gov- 
ernment representative on the Board and therefore there is no necessity 
for this amendment whatsoever. Most likely he will be an official, 
but the road is not closed to a non-official being elected as ( hairman if 
one is found to be fit f(>r discharging the duties of the Chairman of the 
Board. 

There is another ametidment, namely, amendment No. 1(12 So tar 
as that amendment is concerned, it is partly acceptable to (iovernment. 
This amendment says that after clause 6B (2) the following new 
sub-clause be added, namely: — 

“(/i) the Advisory Boanl shall have such functions and powers to 
compel attendance of witnesses ami production of documents 
as may le ]»rescril)ed.'’ 

But I am not in favour of a part of it in so far us it seeks to leave the 
functions of the Boards to be decided or prescribed by rules, for that 
goes against all recognised principles of legislation. The functions 
of any Board cannot l>e left to be decided by rules by (iovernment later 
on. If any function has to l>e laid down for any Board this had better 
be defined by a .suitable provision in the body of the law. Therefore, 
Sir, if you permit me I would like to move a short-notice amendment 
outright, or if you are not disjwsed to permit me tii do that, 1 may put 
in an amendment to-morrow. 1 have an amendment ready. My amend- 
ment ifl to this effect that, so far as the power of compeiling the attend- 
ance of witnesses and the production of documents is conoerned, that may 
be left m l>e decided by rules. There is no objection to that, but lo 
(ar as m duties and functions of the Board' are conoernadt 
posali are that they should be defined in the Act itaelL I would 
briefly— * 
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Mr. SPEAKER: I take it that Mr. Morgan’s amendment with a 
slight modification will meet your purpose, namely, that the Advisory 
Boarda shall have such pow'ers to compel attendance of witnesses and 
production of documents as may be ]>rescril)ed. 

Th« Hon’bla Mr. TAMIZJiDDIN KHAN: Well, Sir. that nu^ts my 
purpose only partly. I would also like U> say that so far as their 
duties are concerned, we nia> als(» include that and define that in the 
^odv of the Act 

Mr. SPEAKER: As late as this stajre^ [ think I cun hardly allow 
that. 

The Hofi*bl€ Mr. TAMIZUODIN KHAN: 1 think, Sir. on 
prim iplc you arc (piite entitled to say that, hut their duties are of a 
simple character. Then m\ aniendiiient would read thus: The duties 
of the AdvisorN Boards shall l>e to advine the Provincial Government 
in respect of matters refererd to them in M*ction 7 and to advise the 
Provincial Gctvernment in regard to an\ matter which ma\ l>e referred 
to them l)y the Provincial (iovernment from time to time. 

Mr. SPEAKER: After all, the report of the Sidect Committee had 
been with the ti(»vernmeni for a \<*r\ long lime An omiseion of this 
important <duira(’ler should not have )»eeii ailoaed lo remain unnoticed 
for such a length of lime. I <jnit<* r«‘alise that there a defect in the 
present draft, namel\, that u»u haM* ('im».titu(e«l an .\<lvisorN Board 
but >011 have not defined it.s function-^ c\<*ept in section 7 | have 

noticed that in almost every legislation ii has here ln‘coinc the pracln^ 
at the last «tage to put in things like this, and this juartire is becoming 
too frequent. (Dr. Nai.in\ksii\ “tb lathei h andalous Had 

it not been a very important Bill, had I not known that tliis Hill affect#* 
the poor jute-growers verv vitallv. I wouhl not have allowed these laai- 
minute amendroentj). Had it not lieen tor this reason I would not have 
done so, hut I may tell you that it ih against all parliamentarv practice 
and procedure. 

Mr. dOCESH CHANDRA GUPTA: .\!a> I snbnnt. Sii that if we 
get last-minute amendments like tln*s«* our past experience %hoWH that 
at the eml we fiml that these last-rninute amendments are not in eon- 
ftonance with the other provisions of the Bill: there is always this diffi-' 
culty; and particularly We should have notice with regard to these 
mattem so that we can also ronsider these amendments in all their 
b^ringa. 

Mr. iPEAKERl I anggaat to the Finn’ble Mioi«t«r lo (mi la an 
amaiidmaat not to tbi« clause but to put in an aJtogetber new clause 
defining the functions of the Proviffciul Board. 
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Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL; May we submit, Sir, in view of 
the pronouncement you have made and the repeated mistake.s of this 
characler, that (iovernineiit should consider the desirability of appoint- 
ing a suitable Indian officer with judicial exi>ericence, as draftsman, 
because it appears that the present officers have all failed to help 
(jovenmienl in drafting Bills in a proper manner!' 

Mr. SPEAKER. Order, onlei. Now what J suggest is th«t 
Hon’ble Minister juit in another aniendinent as ('lause G(\ 

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir. 1 would make my 
position ch'ar. So tar as my jiroposed amendment to define tlie duties 
of the Board is <<m«‘erned, I 4lo not consider this amendment to l>e 
us essential one. Theref(»re, I am not unwilling to omit that, because 
we ha\e alread\ g(»t in the Bill a provision that the Board will advise 
floverninent as to the extent of the regulation. Therefore, as to the 
powder of the Board to g-ive advice regarding matters referred to them, 
that will w'ork au1omati<’all\ without there being an\ piovision like 
this. 

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 know .Hat. When \oii aie pa.ssing an .ict you 
nia> make sono* provision without legislative authont.x under \our 
rule-making poweis But it there is a statuton bf>d\ without such 
power, then that bod\ <an nnl\ be utilized lor a statutory, purpose. It 
IS (juite oiHMi to tio\einment to inn^.iilf tliem in an\ olliei matter, 
uihI 1 think it Is (h<> purliameiitars pnutier that in < ase >ou intend that 
luid\ pi li(' utilized tor a coinpreheiisu t* purpose then there must l>e 
some section 1(» that eftecl But it >ou tell me that y(ui propo.se to 
eonsuil (he Board not merely as legurds p!oj)t)rti(»n. l*ut alsf< in other 
matters that (lovernment might place bei«»re them, well, if that is 
your iiiteiilion tlien I must .sa> that it becomes much wider than what 
it is in the Bill. 

Tht Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: >ou lu.Ne said, Sir, 

it \ou want iiH* to gi\(‘ fresh notu'e. I shall tlo that 

Mr. SPEAKER: I should h a\e ordiiiunly thougiit that when a 
Boiy'd or » Ixxly has bwn constituted, there wfre Intund to appear w>me 
Mectiomc in the Ac't whicdi aie essential for the existence of that body, 
namely, their tefiure. the method of tlieir election or nomination, and 
their futtfctions.

Mx point is lliat we have 
seen of late that tliore are so manx short-notice amernlmcnls. hecauNt 
the draft is not complete. If (fovernment will please calculate how 
many short-notice amendments I havo iuol t<i admit hecause of ilefeclive 
draftin^^, thex xxill find that there have been hiou^ht forxxurd numerous 
amendments at short notice t<> ler tify defects in their ori«^inul drafts. 
In the present case you have constituted a Board but have not defined 
its functions, which is intended t«t Ik* rlone now at almost tlie lust 
stape.

Mr* SPEAKER* It will be very difficult to allow a lengthy state- 
meiit. 


Dr* NALINAKSHA SANYAL* It is necessary, in the public 
interest. be<ause this matter has Imxmi agitating the public mind for a 
long time. 

Mr* SPEAKER : Yim may discuss this duriuf; tho Kudf^at ^rant. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL: W,- may not fret time then. 

Th* Hontil* Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: 1 shall now read the 
aiateinent. t 

I will now come to the question ot the distribution of the appoint- 
ments I)etwei*n tile various ('ommunitit^. I shall say at the outaet that 
this is purely an udministriitive matter of applvHig the rules. The only 
point where any exen ise of discretion comes in is wh^her any appoint- 
menta an' to he given to members of the minority communities. 
Govern mt^i exercist'd that disrrelion by giving two appointments in 
the Botigsl Juntor Civil Serrice to the nenionncMit qualififd candidatw 
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of the minority communitien. The api>oinUnentii to the Bengal Civil 
Service and Bengal Police Service presented no difficulty. The 
principle of counterbalance dem rilHMlIiu paragraph 9 of the communique 
of the 12th June, to which the honoumble member ha» referred, haa 
been applied and thiK explaiun wh\ the Muslims have got 4 out of the 
seven appointments to the IWngal ('ivil Service, and 2 of the d appoint- 
ments to the Bengal Polue S4‘rvice. The\ were also tuititled to 12 
promotions to that service in the |m'*l year, no less than 10 have gone 
to (^aste Ilindu.s. 

In the Bengal Junior (’ivil Service it will be observed that all the 
vacancies have lu'cn filbul up F(»ny-tw(i were announ(^ 4 sl, anti *if) were 
fille<l up in the notification (d lOth lebruary and one mon* has just 
Ikhui filled up by a Muslim landidutc who has m>w Iw^en declan*il 
medically fit. Six vm‘^lllclc^ in llie Ib'iigal Junior ( ivil Servii'o will 
not Ik* filleil. Honourable members on the opposite side of tlie liousf* 
may naturall\ ask why parugmph b ot the commuuKjue of tin* 12 June 
has not been obs<‘rvcd. I rcplv that it has been observeil to the letter. 
T wiIl{juot(* till* actual werds : 1 1 will further be provided that if 
candidates of a partiiuilar (ommuint\ poshe^sing tin* reijuired (pmlifica* 
(ions do not ( <>mc forwaid in an\ one year in suflicieiit numlH^rs to fill 
all the reserved for tin* ('ommunit\. the n‘H<*rved vacancies thus 

left unfilled shall be filled irn*Hpe<*tive of (community on thi* results of 
competition As 1 have aln*^id\ (*\plaiiied, enndidates of the Muslim 
community possessing the requirtul qualificuitifinH did come forward in 
sufficient numliers to fill all the posts res4*rvcd for that community. 

I am sorry, Sir. that J forgot to read tin* fnuit portion of the static 
meiit. I will rea<l it out later on. 

Hud the examination Ihumi coiidmtcd in the saint* manner as in thet 
|iast there is every reason to believi* that at least 7 more Muslim 
candidates woulil have Immui available tor upjioinl imuit . 'I’here is, 
therefore, no reason whatever why that ftmimunity should la* penalised 
for a mistake for which they cannot be ht‘ld responsible in any way. 

On the otlier hand, as regard.s the .Schetluled (’aste candidates, only 
10 apf>earet| altogether and of the?«* 7) failetl in the eornpulsory written 
subjects ami one in the riro rort „ b*aviiig only 4 « andiduteH, Of these 
4 candidates, one wa.H found iiiedi<all\ unfit so that there are onl\ d 
qualified Scheduled Oas^ (undidates alt^igether. Of thes<* d, one has 
IxK’n appoinfeil in the Ibmgal (‘ivil Serviie. and the remuining two have 
l>e<*n appointed to the Ifengal Juni<ir ('ivil Service and the remaining 
4 vacanctes in that service earmarked for the Scheduled (’aHt4*s for 
which there am no qualified Scheduled Ooste candidates have boaai 
given to the (Vaste Hindus in pursuance of paragraph b of the com- 
mnnique. The some principle kas been followed in malcing the 
appointments to the Upper Division of the Secretariivt (Tlerical ^rvioa. 
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In conueotion with this service 1 may mention two thin^rs in peasing. 
The first is that the reeson for reducing the number of vacancies from 
the original figure of 6 to 5 is tliat during the recruitment year in 
-(luestioii only 5 vamncies occurred instead of 6 as was originally 
anticiimtcd. Secondly, in selecting candidates for appointment to 
this service the candidates’ own preferences are given weight, and all 
4 candidates referred to in my answer prefej;red the Secretariat to the 
Bengal Junior Civil Servi<M*. 

Owing to the ex(<^ive recruitments during tlie past two years 
there are too many ]»r()bationei.s in the Bengal Junior Civil Service at 
Die moment, and there are difficulties about their training. The 
number of appointments to l>e mside as a r«‘s»i]t of the examination now 
being held is (•()nHiderably smaller and the more even distribution of 
a()pointments over the tw(» years will be advantageous in ev(u*y way. 
The (’ommission themselves — I (jUot<* their words “urge very strongly 
that some of the vacamit's advertised lx* held over '. (Dr. NauXMKSHa 
-Sanyal: BecauH<» of the want of suitable < andidates!) 

Finally, 1 muy say that it is unlikely lliat the unfoitunate situation 
W'hich lias occurred this year will ever huj)i)en again as such abnormally 
large recruitment is not exptnd^'d for nmn> \«‘ars t(t come. 

Honourable nuunlxTs will understand the position better if I now 
read out the front portion ol the .stationent. 

Tlie crux of the matter lies iii the statement that the standard of 
the Bengal Civil Servi<‘e Examination is not jirescribed by the Public 
Service Commission, but by (iovernnient Section 26(> of the Covern- 
ment (d’ India Act says that it shall be the diit\ of the Public Service 
(Commission !(► conduct examinutions This does not, in the view of 
Ooveriiincnt, mean that the Public Service Commission can prescril)e 
any condition it likes as io the standard of the examination without 
referenre to (Government In September, 19*18, the Public Service 
(\>mmisslon announced the vacamdes for the examination to be held in 
February, 19*19. Tn that aniiouncemeni they stated what the qualifica- 
tions for appt)intment were.

Dr. NALINAKSHA tANYAL: What is the total number of 
marks P

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Dr. NALINAKSHA 8ANYAL: What percentage? 

Tha HOfi’bla Khwaja 8ir NAZ1MUDDIN: One hundred and 
ihirty-three marks out of 400 in the two compulsory papers and 100 
marks, i.e., the compulsory mark for nra vore examination.

Th# Hofl’bto Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: I have alrea/ly explained 
this jK)int that it would be unfair for the community for which the 
piHcts were reserted. 

Dr. NALINAKSHA SANYAL:^ There wan no reservation you 
aaid. 
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Th« Hofi’bli Klmrili Sir NAZIMUDDINs I did say that they 
were reserved a(Mordinji!f to the communique on communal ratio after 
the examination. Poets not reserved at the time of advertisement, but 
after the result oi' examination and before appointments are made we 
allocate the number of Muslims and Hindus according to the com- 
munique of the 12th June, Therefore, as there were qualified 
<‘andidates*«((*or(Iing <o the Government available but through no 
fault of their own they were not Hummoned for vira voce or medical 
examination, Government felt that it would be wrong to f>enalist' a 
community by saying that these ]>eople were not qualified. 

Dr« NALINAK8HA SANYAL: Does the Government standard 
on the meaning of the words “come forward” indicate that these words 
are to be iiiter]>reted as appearing in the examination and not f oming 
forward through the Public Service Commission? 


The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: No, in this particular 
case Government have tnken those wh(» have j>Hsse*d the competitive 
examination according to the standard of tlie jirevious year. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: is the Hon'ble Minister aware 
that in the statement laid on the Librarv Table only 18 Muhammadans 
are reported to have been found qualified with the minimum qualifica- 
tion by the Public Service* Commission, whereas we firul from the three 
notifications referred to that Muhammadans were appointed. How 
could this surplus of 5 persons come if all these were qualified as stated 
by the Hon’ble Minister? 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: Sir, T have read out a 
statement and when the honourable member will see it in cold print 
he will be able to follow it better.

They <lid not say that it slioiild not he 
levied. On the other hand, thi'y accepted m ioto the recommendation. 
Not only that, but also on page 9(i of tlie Repf)rt they have said, “fn 
(•onformity with our reeoinmendation.s elsewhere, this is the plan of 
work that we lay down for our short-period iirogramme. For tlie rest, 
we accept the s(lieme r)f work envisaged in the draft report.” So, the 
Kri.shak Proja Party inemlbers and also Congress Party members did 
not object to it when they w'ere making their recommendations to 
Government. Government are now’ only trying to implement the 
recommendation that has been made. Mr, Sibnath llanerjee went a 
step further and on page 128 of the Jute Kncpiiry Committee’s Report 
he has proposed for the imposition of licence fee and stated aa follows: — 
‘‘A nominal fee of one anna per bigha or j>art tliereof w’ill bring from 
3 million acres <or 90 lakhs of bighas — 120 lakhs of ]dot.s) TJ lakhs of 
rupees — tmough to bear the eo.st of the scheme.” So according to 
He. Sibnath Banerjee a fee of one anna per bigha, or 3 annas per acre 
should be levied on jute-growers. Therefore, it does not lie in their 
mouth now’ to say that no fee .should be levied. Only to gain cheap 
popularity they opjKwe the imposition of a licence fee now. They are 
going back on their own recommendation. So far as our party is con- 
cerned, we have moved motions for the deletion of the clause for 
imposition of fees. Mr. Aulad Ho^sain has moved a motion for the 
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omission of that particular clause. 1 have myself tal)led a motion and 
on this point also Mr. Abdul Hakim of our party has talded another 
motion. I have also appended a note of dissent to the Select Committee 
Report wherein I have stated that this fee should not be levied. They 
have also appended a note of dissent, hut (hey have not up]»ended any 
reason. I have appended reasons in my note of dissent. I have said — • 
‘‘The jute-growers can very reasonably ex})ect that the iiuiney recpiired 
for the enforcement of jute regulation scheme and other allied matters 
may well be met from the fund available from (he jute e.\[H)ri duty 
assigned to Bengal under the tiovernnu'nt of India Act of Hh'lo, Ix'cause 
the entire amount realised as jute export dut\ is an indirect taxation on 
the jiite-growers above. Moreo\er, a terminal tax known as jute (‘e»9 
is levierl on all jute arriving in Calcutta and the income derived there- 
from aiiKuints to several lakhs ibut this sum uls(» is «*armarked for the 
Calcutta Improvement Trust.*’ 

I also oppose the same taxation, but on other grounds, because the 
jute-grower.s are pa>ing [)ractican\ Us. 2,db,()0() to ihe general 
exchequer of Bengal as jute <*xj)ort duly. So Government should find 
out monev from those sources instead of fresh taxation. 

There is another (xunt raised by Mr. Ahu Hossain Siirkar that 
(jovernment did not raise any (iropo.sal for taxing the mill-owners; but 
my fri<*nd forgeis that in cu.s<* of laxatitui on the mill-f»wmers tin* jute- 
growers will Ih* indirectly taxed as Ihe niill-ownerH will realise this tax 
with compound interest from the jut«*-grow'ers us is the cu.se when any 
lax is ini{iosed on landlords— t hey realis<* it w'ith coinpiuind interest 
Iroin the tenants. So my triend’s contention that there has been a 
differentiation of treat ment in not imposing any taxation on the mill- 
owmers has no legs to stand ujion. So on these grounds 1 opjiose th<?

Mr. Israil supported the view tliat there should be simul- 
taneous presentation of the Bills both for regulation of the jute plants 
and for the fixing of the minimum price of jute. He did not dissent 
that jute regulation A<-t ahuie will ben<*fit llo* jut (‘-growers without 
tabling other conn4‘ct(Hl Bills. Our joint n'port was to the effe(‘t that 
all the Bills should be submitted togtdher so that the jute-growers may 
get the iKUiefit. But my friend, though a member of the Jute Enquiry 
Committee, at that time did not stand against submitting this Bill 
before the House without others.

But I think I need not 
inflict on the House a long quotation from Mr. Israil’s note on tbii 
point. The note of dissent is printed here and any one who feeli 
interested may go through it. He raised two points, one about the 
jute export tax of the Central Oogemment from which the Bengal 
Government gets over two crores of rupees annually and the tother 
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iboui tne lerminil!* tax known as jute cess from which the Calcutta 
niprovement Trust gets several lakhs of rupees, and his contention is 
hat this sum should he utilised for any improvement of the condition 
►f the jute workers and ihere should be no fresh taxation. I can add 
nany more items to this because it will require really a very great 
expert to find out how the money rcalise4l from jute goes throughout 
he whole econoinit^ structure of Bengal. ^ There is the income-tax 
vhich will require an expert to find out how much really come> from 
ute. Tlicn there are the earnings from railways, steamers, banks and 
nsuraiifM^ companies and so many oth(‘r things. If we carefully go 
hrough them we can see that a very large sum of money is really 
>btained by all the different institutions from jute. And therefore to 
»addle the jut«‘-growei still more w’ould be really absolutely unfair to 
whom. But, Sir, it is not on that ground alone that I am opposing 
freslj taxation.

They did not raise any voice of pro- 
i» test against the proposal of levy of cess, whereas Mr. Israil objected 
to taxation. However, Sir, in view of the opinion expressed by the 
different sections of the House, as I have already said, this amendment 
will be acceptable to Government.

Sf), it is desirable that any grower 
of jute may grow jute on any other plot of land, provided that the total 
area on which he has grown jute he not in excess of the total area 
specified in the licence. 

With these few words I commend my piotion to the acceptance of 
the House.

Th« Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir. 1 ojip«)st‘ all the 
amendments. Most oi tluvsc amendments have been tabled through a 
misapjireben.siim . beeause if honourable members will look to clause 
they will find that an\ julc-gtowei who does not like to grow 
jute on the land for which he has got the record, that is, on which he 
had sown jutc in the previous year conccincd. in that case he can 
apply to the Union .lute Uommittce tor sowing jute upon soim* other 
plots, and tin* Union Jute ('ommittre will g^runt him licence 
accordingly. But it later on Ik* again wants to sow jute on soine 
other land, in that case onl> he has to go to the Collector. Therefore, 
to replace the U<dlector In the Union 2ule Committee w<»uld be 
altogetln'i out of place.

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Sir, I need not ?uake any long speech in moving this amondment. 
I indicated in my inaugural speech the reasons for which the Govern, 
ment have tiiouglit it fit to try to regulate the jute crop of 1940. 
Everyone knows that prices have lH*en ruling very high for some time 
past and, tlierefore, if our cultivators are left free to do as they like, 
there is no doubt that there will be an excess j)roduction of jute. It 
will be very much in excess of the probable demand and. therefore, it 
is likely that prices will eome down. It is in this view, Sir, that 
Government have thought it fit to try to regulate the cro}> of VMO, 
namely, this year, and acMoidingly an Ordinance has already been 
promulgated. This ainendiiieni in fact incorporates the salient provi* 
sions of the Jute 0?-dinancc. I would only like to refer to one thing. 
There are some amendments (short-notice amendments) tabled by 
Mr. Shahabuddin and Mr. Na^arulla. S(tine members may he under 
the impression that these amemlmcnts may he moved, but if the provi- 
sions of these amendments are looked into, it will he seen that these 
will altogether nullify the object of the regulation. Government have 
given very serious con..<i(lerat ion to the provisions of these amendments 
and it has been decided not to move them.

The first part, paragraph 1 
of this amendment, is identical with section 4 of the Ordinance and the 
other parts are covered by section 5 of the Ordinance and section 2(7) 
of the Ordiname. The whole purpo.'^e appears to be, Sir, to obtain 
powers to reguhite the crop of 1940 and (roverninent are in a hurry to 
[)iit into a permanent piec'c of legislation certain temporary iirovisions 
with that in view. I oppo.se this amendment, in the first instance on 
fhe ground of the unnecessary loading of a jierinanent piece of legislation 
with a temporary provision of this character.

NON-OFFICIAL RESOLUTION, 

War Bonus to all classes of Employees. 

Dr. SURE8H CHANDRA BANERJEE: Sir, T heg to move that 
this Assembly is of opinion that steps he taken hy the Oovernment so 
that the authorities of all mills and factories within the province of 
Bengal l>e compelled to grant at least 2o per cent, of their pay as War 
Bonus to all classes of employees employed by them to mitigate the 
hardship caused to the labourers by a rise in the price of foodstuffs due 
to war. 

Sir, the (luestion with reference to this resolution that is most likely 
to arise in the minds of all is whether the rise in the price of the daily 
necessities of life has increased hy 25 per cent, which would entitle ma 
to make such a demand of the (lovernment. We tried on several 
occasions in course of our quest ion.s to the Hon ’hie Minister in charge 
of Jiabour und Commerce to have definite figures as to fhe inerea.se in 
the prices of daily necessities of life, but we regret to say that the 
Ijalwiir Minister on all tMTasions has eviwled the question. So from 
private sources I have gathered facts and figures which will show that 
th(*re bus been not only an im'rease of 25 per cent, hut more. Sir, aa 
regards rice — the coarse rice of Patna variety — the pre-war price for 
one maund of this kind of ri<’e was Ks. 4-4. The present price is Rs. 5 
per maund. So the increaw in the price of rice has been alniut 25 per 
cent. As regards nrhar dal the pre-war price per seer was annas 3; 
the present price is 4 annas; so the increase in this case also has been 
• by about 25 per cent. As regards maong dhl, the pre-war price waa 
4 annas per seer: the pre.sent price is 5 annas; so in this case the 
approximate increase in price has been by about 25 per cent. Now lei 
ns take the ease of oils. In the case of mustard oil, the pre-war price 
per maund was Rs. 18: the present price is Rs. 20; ao in this case 
the ircreaac has been by approxiniately 10 per cent. In the caae el 
oocoanut oil, the pre-war price was 6 annas per seer: the present price 
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u Sjfttmas; lo the increase in price has been by abont 26 per cent. In 
the case of kerosene oil, the pre-war price per bottle was 1 anna 9 piel: 
the present price is 2 annas: so the increase in price in this case has 
been by about 12 per cent. In the case of white flour, the pre-war 
price was 2 annas per seer: the present pri(‘e is 2 annas 9 pies: so th'e 
increase in this case has been alwut 20 per cent. In the case of brown 
flour, t.c., nta, the pre-war price wu.s 1 anna 9 pies per seer: the present 
price is 2 annas 0 pies:* so the iioTea.se in this case also has l)een by 
about 25 per cent. In the case of sufj^ur, the pre-war price w'as 3 annas 
6 pics per seer: the present price is 5 annas 0 pies: so the increase in 
this case has l>een 30 per cent. In the case of sujrarcantly, the pre- 
war price W’as 4 annas 0 pies per seer: the present price is 0 annas: 
the increase in this case is by alnnit 25 per cent. Tn the case of 
the pre-war price w’as 2 annas per seer: the present price is 3 annas: 
so the increas.^ iu this case has been by alH>iit 33 per cent. In the caso 
of zira the pre-war price was 8 annas a st'er : the present price is 12 
annas: so the incTease in this case has been by 33 per cent. In iho 
case of coriander M*ed, the pre-war price was 3 annas per seer: th» 
present jirice is 4 annas: so tlie increase has been by almut 25 per cent. 
In the cii.se of sail, the pre-war price was 1 anna per seer: the present 
price is 1 anna 0 jues : so the increase has been over 33 per cent. Id 
tha ca.se of dJiyfi of 10 yards the pre-war price was approximately IIJ 
annas a piece; the pre.seiit price is 1 rupee 2 annas: so the increase in 
this ca-‘* has been by al>out Ot) per cent. In the case of coal, the pre- 
w’ar pri'e was 7 uniias per inaund, the prest^nt price is approximately 
10 ai»ims; .so the inciease in this < use has been by about 30 per <’ent. In 
the case t>f turmeric, the pre-war price was (> annas per seer: the 
present price is 8 annas: so the increase has l>eeu by 25 per cent. In 
the case of black ])epper, the pre-war price was fi annas per seer: (ho 
present priio i3> 8 annas; so the increase has l>een by about 25 j)er cent. 
In the case of ordinary soup, the pre-war price was 1 anna per cake: 
the present price is 1 anna 0 pies: so the increase has In^en by alwmt 
15 |Jer cent. In the case* of lietelnut, the pre-wui price was 0 annaa 
per seer: the piesent price is 8 annas: so the increase* in this case haa 
been by about 25 per cent. In the case of tfhee the pre-w’ar price waa 
1 rupt*e and 8 annas per seer: the present price is 1 rupt»e and 12 annaa: 
so the increase* has been by about 20 per cent. In the case of ordinary 
koltti tlol the pre-war price w’as 2 annas per seer: the prew*nt pric;« ia 
3 annas: so the increase^as been by alxjut 33 pi*r cent. 

From these flgtires, there is absolutely no doubt that on an avera|p» 
there has l>eeu an increase in the pric*es of more than 25 per cent. Aa 
a matter of fact, it will be between 25 per cent, and 30 {ycr cent. 8o^ 
the demand of the labourers for a 25 per cent, war bonus is quite juat 
and legitimate, and this demand is not being made on the floor of tluD 
House only. Thoae acquainted with all-India politics well know that 
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in Ahmedabail the labourers of the cotton mills had also made a demand 
for a war bonus. That demand was so very insistent that when- the 
dispute could not be settled amicably between the mill-owners and the 
labourers, His Excellency the Governor of Bombay had intervene 
voluntarily to settle the dispute. Of course, though the demand of 
the labourers has not been fully met, yet they have been granted an 
increase of 2 annas in iheir daily wages and the case has gone before 
the Arbitration Board. You know very well*. Sir, that the textile 
labourers of Bombay numbering about 3 lakhs have given notice that 
in case their demand for a 25 per cent, war bonus is not met by 4th 
March, they will declare a general strike. A similar demand has l)een 
made by the workers of textile mills at Cawnpore and also by the 
labourers of Nagpur and by the lal)ourers of Jhansi. So, I think 
that it is in the fitness of things that we on the floor of this House 
ahould also coi; eider this question. 

Sir, now it may be argued that just after the Wginning of the war, 
the Jute Mills Association declared a 10 per cent, increase in the wages 
of workers of the jute mills. But, Sir, those who are acquainted with 
the conditions of jute mills, know very well that since 1920 the jute 
mill labourers of Bengal had to undergo a cut in their w’ages owing to 
the economic crisis and this increase of 10 per cent, is no real increase 
at all. It is only making up the deficit to the labourers of jute mills 
in Bengal. It is a fact which we all know very well that the jute mills 
now owing to the war are making huge profits. As a matter of fact, 
the textile mills associations have already declared a 10 per cent, war 
bonus. The case of textile mills is different from that of jute mills: 
they have been put to many difficulties which we all know, hut those 
•difficulties are not applicable in the case of jute mills. There is 
absolutely no reason why the jute mills in Bengal should not immedi- 
ately declare a war lionus of 25 per cent. 

Now' on behalf of the Government the Hon 'hie Minister in charge 
of Commerce and I^almur once (piestioned what he could do. He may 
have the heart to do something for the lalmurers, hut he cannot force 
the jute mill owners or the Jute Mills Association to concede to this 
demand. May I ask the Hon ’hie Minister that if he can issue an 
Ordinance and thereby decrease the numl)er ofimurs of work from 45 to 
40 per week just l)efore the war in August, can he not issue a similar 
Ordinance? YTe are well acquainted with Ordinances. Why should 
* not Government have recourse to a similar Ordinance in the case of the 
very legitimate demand of the labourers? 

Sir, before concluding I will say one thing that if We have eyes to 
tee we must look to the direction in which the wind is blowing. There 
ima been a cry for war bonus. What does this cry mean? 
it come from? It comes from labourers. The laUnirersia^ making 
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thU cry because they are feeling? the pinch of hunf^r. If the pinch of 
hunger is not satisfied we all know what it leads to. It leads to a 
revolution. In Russia the hunger led to a revolution in 1917 leading 
to the establishment of a Communist State there, and I would like to 
sound a note of warning that if this hunger is not satisfied in time, if 
we are callous to the legitimate demands of the labourers a time will 
come in India in the near future when the labourers of India will have 
no other course open to ftiein than to take recourse to that step. With 
these few words, ^ place my resolution before the House in the hope 
that it will be ^accepted. 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, I rise to support tW resolution 
moved by J)r. llanerjee. I liad also a short-notice amendment like 
this which ran as follows: — “All classes of jH^rsous — 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: But that has been disallowed. 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: But. 1 think, I am entitled to speak 
about tlie substaiieo of my amendment. All classes of persons 
employed by the Government of Bengal, who draw 1<*S8 than Its. 100 
per month should be given at least 25 per cent, of their pay as wjfr 
bonus or war allowance 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You cannot talk about it. 

Mr. SIBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, I am not moving my amend, 
ment. If this resolution is carried in the House, Government has to 
induee the o\^ners r)f the jute mills and factories to grant 25 per cent, 
war bonus to their employees and if they thenjwlves do not do any- 
thing for their own servants, it will be a londemnutien f(»r them 

Mr. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You cannot talk on that mutter. 

Mr. SIBNATH BANERJEE: All right, Sir. Figures have been 
very well given by the previous sp<‘aker to show how the prices have 
already risen. The Economic Adviser to the Government of India 
has stated that index fi^re on the dlst December, 1939, was 137 com-* 
pared to August, 1939, when it was 100. So, by the 3l8t December, 
1939, the prices were already 37 per cent, higher. (The Hon'ble 
Mr. H. S. Suhrawardy: Where doee the honourable member get 
these figures?) These figures are quoted in a communication to the 
Railway Board by the members of the All-India Railway Unions 
Federation. 
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the other day when we put a question to the Hon'hle Minister 
asking him what has been done to relieve the distress of the workers, 
he was taking some pride in the fact that in the jute mills, there kas 
!)een an increase of 10 per cent, in the wages of workers. But as has 
already been explained by the previous speaker, that was really not an 
increase in the wages of workers. The concession which was with- 
drawn by imposing a cut in 1929 was only restored in 1939 after the 
dwlaration of war. Therefore it cannot very well be said that it is 
an increase in their wages. In any case, whatever 4wa8 done was done 
by the Jute Mills Association and the Hon’hle Minister for Commerce 
and Labour, who is also the Finance Minister, cannot take any credit 
for that. As I have previously shown, in the factories which are 
situated in Bengal and where workers are directly employed by this 
Government, for example, the workers in the Mint, the Writers* 
Buildings Electrical Workshop workers and other workers of work- 
shojis owned by (ioverninent, nothing has l>een done and increase of 
not a single pice even has been ullowt'd in their wages. I do not w'ant 
to include the liveried rhapraxis of Government offices who get the 
princ<dy sum of Hs. 16 a month now when the prices have risen by 
35 or 40 per cent. 

Mr* DEPUTY SPEAKER: Order, order, you are still trying to 
bring in wdiat you wanted to say in your n’scdution. 


Mr, 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Sir, 1 wanted to point out that they 
come under tlie Factories Act, at least many of them, and therefore 
I am quite entitled to include them within tl»e resolution as “all mills 
and factories’* are mentioned in the resolution and they come 
technically wdthin the term “factory” 


The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: On a point of order, 
Sir. Before the honourable member proceeds further on the subject, 
may I re<iuest him to demonstrate how a liveried chapnm comes under 
the Factories Act J* 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Not the liveried chiprmU but the 
workers in the electrical shops owntnl by Government and the Mint aa

Only recently there was a Committee appointed to look into the 
grieTances of these kinds of workers. 1 do not know when the report 
will come out. I hope the report will be available soon so that this 
House will have an opportunity in this session to dist uss the subjwt. 

Regarding the resolution which we are discussing, I am anticipat- 
ing an objection to be yiised by the Hon’ble Minister. He will |>er- 
baps rise and in his supreme wisdom say — well, we have no power. 
The jute-mills are*" quite indejH*ndent and so are the other factories. 
We have no pdwer on earth to compel them. Partly he is right, hut 
at the same time, 1 would ask him, has he ever tried to get the power 
to compel the mills and factorie.s to give eit}n*r war bonus or provident 
fund or any otlier advantages which tljey demand y He has not. On 
the other hand, taking advantage of the IVfence of India Act, he is 
using or rather misusing all the powers that are at his disposal to 
stifle any expression of opinion on Whalf of the workers who have hwn 
fiufl^ering so much hecjnis<* of tlie liigh price of food and other neces- 
saries of life. HeforM' the war, if the> had' grievances, they could 
as.senihle, they could ha\e made <lemon8trafions, they could at least 
voice their grievances, hut since S<*ptemher last, all these privileges 
have been withdrawn and the workers are uhsolutely stifled and the^ 
cannot express their opinions treely. That ih how Government an* 
using their powt*r to bring iiioie hardship on tlie workers. I want t/O 
point out that in other parts of India, in .spiti’ of tlie Defence of India 
Act, Government have been helpful in giving some eonees.sion ; when- 
ever there has been a demand by the workers, Arliitration Hoards have 
been appointed and tliev ha\e in imist laseH recommended a rise in 
wages. Hut in Hengal, nothing so tar has been (hoie regarding the 
high prices of articles. With these word.s, Sir. I support the irmtion 
of Dr. Banerjee and I hope it will l>e accepted unanimously. 

Mr. <1. R. WALKER: Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, before replying 
to my honourable friends or dealing with tlie resolution, I w’ould just 
like to say that it give.s me great phsisure to he liack here in this 
House again — even though I would have preferred to have spoken on 
a less contentious subject. 

My honourable friends make out that the increaiMHl cost of living 
cannot \>e met despite the increased eaniings made by the workers 
since the outbreak of ♦war. The resolution deals with mills and * 
factories and from the speeches made by my honourable friends it will 
be seen that they are more concerned with the jute industry than any 
of the other industries connected with the proving. 

Before war broke out the jute trade was in the depths of depres- 
sion caused by an overloaded stock position and lack of demand, and 
it was found necessary to reduce the working hours to a basis of 40 
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hours per wook. Taking 40 hours as the basis, working hours ha^e 
increased since the beginning of September to a total of 60 hours per 
week, which means in itself an increase in workers’ earnings of 60 
per cent. In addition to this increase in working hours, overtime has 
to be paid and' the workertj liave also been given an increase in wages 
of 10 per cent., which means that the earnings of the jute workers 
have gone up since SeptcinW to approximately 70 per cent. If 54 
hours are taken as the basis, the increase in the earnings of the 
workers is about 28 per cent. In all ranks of industry the earnings 
of the workers have increased due to increased trading and increased 
W'orking hours and in addition the workers have received increases in 
wages. 

Uy honourable friend has made a remark and observation that the 
mills are making huge profits. I would like to see that. Taking 
individual commodities as my friend has done and comparing prices 
from the tinu* the war broke out there is no doubt that incix'ases have 
taken place, but I think it will W found that prices reached their peak 
in November. Since then they have gradually come down and from 
the information which is available to mo the overhead increased cost 
of living is about 12 per cent, higher than it was in August last year. 

I believe I w’ould be safe in saying that at least in all the major 
industries in Bengal, provision has been made whereby potential 
increased eurnings mort^ than cover the increased cost of living. I am 
very sorry to say that from my personal experience I find a tendency 
on the part of certain workers not to avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunities which are available to them at this time to increase their 
earnings. Absenteeism has increased and’ the output of piece-workers 
has decreased. The fa(*t that this is so shows clearly that the workers 
find that they have ample margin to meet their cost of living. 

I am sure that my honourable friend the Hon'ble Minister for 
Commerce and Industries is quite capable of looking after the 
interests of the wrorkers and I am certain that if he thought that the 
workers were paying such high prices for foodstuffs as my honourable 
friend has tried to make out and that the workers’ earnings were not 
sufficient to meet the cost of living, he would have taken necessary 
steps before this to meet it and help the workers. 

With these few remarks, Sir, I oppose th^ resolution.

Mrt DEBI PR08AD KHAITAN: Mr. Speaker, Sir, unfortunately 
I was not in this House when niy honourable friend Dr. Sureah 
Chandta Banerjee moved this resolution, and it is not therefore 
possible for me to guess what arguments he brought forward in support 
of his motion. But of one thing 1 am certain that his arguments 
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could not have been supported b.v any aetunl facts. For if that were 
so, Dr. Suresh Chandra Banerjee would never have brought a reaotn- 
tion of this nature before this H()us<\ 

Sir, he has asked for an increment of •>'» per cent, in the wajres of 
all workers so tlint the authorities of milli^ and fac‘torie« within the 
province of Bengal ma.v he comiudled to grant at least 25 jier cent, of 
their pay as war hoinis. Whether he enquires into the prices of 
commodities that are at jireMuit prevailing or whether he emiuires 
into the actual conditions^ of the workers that are imployed in mills 
and factories he would never he ahh* to find out that the cost of living 
has increased h\ 25 per (eiit. or h\ uii\ figure near 25 |mt tent. It 
is (iuitc true, Sir, that shortlv after the ileclaration of War prices of 
commodities (lift rise to a certain extent, but that was <mly for a 
temporary period I fear that Dr. Hanerjei- has f’ompleteh forgotten 
that during the last two months prices of all commodities that are 
u.sed by the workers in factories have hi'^ui consistfuitly falling. 

lVow\ Sir, I further hclicvc that it is the work(‘rs in the jute mills 
that liave been primarilv in the mind of Dr. Banerjee. If that he so, 
there is a v(*r^ good cast* against this rcsolnlion. I am sure he is 
aware that the mills havt* voluntarily been giving an increase of 10 
j)er cent, in the ordinary wages But matters flo not stop thert*. Tbn 
w’orkijig hours in tlic mills have incr(*a.sed from 40 to 00, us a r<‘Hult 
of which they have automatically got another increment by 50 jier 
cent., and be< ause of the provision of the Factories Act they get n 
furtloT bonus lu'canse of wliat they are doing in addition to 54 hours. 
If all tlicse iiK neastvs are aggregateil, I am sure Dr. Banerjee will find 
that tliey havi* got an increment not of 25 |K*r cent, only hut of over 
TO per (<* 1)1 More than tliaf, fheir used f<» la- a nurnlwu' of sealed 
looms and they liave now been unsrah*d and a largiu number ot work- 
ers liave been*(‘ngaged by the jute mills than were form<*rly. I am 
sure that if justice be done to the jute mills Dr. Banerjtv would rather 
congratulate both the mill authorities and the workers rather than 
bring forward a resolution ot this nature. If we go to other mills, 
cotton mills, I (an s}M*ak from jHUsonal knowledge tliat the mills 
are at pn‘sen1 working ai a los^. And when nulls work at a loau, 
even on the preseni wages it is not possible tor turtlou- increiiiont in 
wages to be given. I am sure liic workers would rather want 
employment than dismissal on account of these mills working at a 
huge loss. Dr. Banerje^ would be doing no good to the workers by 
presenting a resolution of this character in this House. If he does so, 
the result might he that several mills and factories — their names are 
not mentioned in the re.solution — may have to be closed down by 
reason of the fact that the prices of raw materials have gone up 
considerably whereas the prices of finished products hav© not gone up 
Anywhere in the same proportion. 
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Sir, there is one further fact that I might mention. I had always 
thought that opposition is opposition, but here I find that the Hon’ble 
Minister in charge of Labour presses the mill authorities on the one 
hand and the Opposition presses the mill authorities on the other. It 
seems, Sir, that there is an unholy combination betw^n the Govern- 
ment and the Opposition Ln certain matters though they differ on all 
others. Sir, I would recommend to my honourable friend. 
Dr. Banerjee, that Indore he plays with fire, namely, the workers 
employed in factories and mills, he should a|||idy the facts more closely 

than he seems to have done in bringing forward this resolution.

Tht Hon’bla Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Mr. Speaker, Sir, I 
missed, until we heard the somewhat irrelevant speeches of Mr. Zaman, 
and Mnulana Bokainagari, the fier\ oratory which usually is the mono- 
poly of the labour members of this Hou.se, but in other resju'cts they 
hav<» conformed to their tradition. Dr. Banerjee has placed a 
resolution for the consideration of the Assembly which on the face of 
it is beyond the juri.sdiction of the Assembly to pass or of the Govern- 
ment whi(‘h is the instrument of the Assembly, to enforce. 
(Maulvi Ahtt Hos.sain Sahkkh : Can’t you do it through an 
Ordinance F) I am gratified to learn, Sir, that the Ordinances issued 
J)y this Government and the powers veste<l in this Government to 
issue Ordinances have been ai)pr<‘ciated hy (he honourable members of 
this House and particularly hy the Opposition, and also that this 
power Government is being called upon to invoke when(‘ver it feels 
that in no other way ran the object he achieved. But, Sir, to come 
to the main point Dr. Banerjee Is^gan by giving a long list of prices. 
1 do not know where he got these prices from, all of which are more 
or less of a comparative nature, naiuel\ , the prices that prevailed 
Indore the war at the end of August, or <m the Isl of S<*ptember, 

1939, and the prices which are prevalent now. If he had consulted the 
latest ])rice list issued by tlie (\mt roller of Brices he would liave found 
that almost all the j>rH‘es which he has mentioned are incorrect, and 
even the prices of certain comnuKlitics have gone down since the price 
list was i.ssued, as has been pointfMl out hy Mr. Dehi l*rosad Khuitan. 

Sir, it is very difficult to embark on a guess as t(» what has been the 

actual increase in the c(»8t of living or tlje cost of the family budget 

of the workers. In order that one nui\ 1 h' able to arrive at a correct 

figure it is necessary to have a family budget prepared and on the 
Iwisis of that an index also prepared. ri\fortunately, Sir, the old 
Government of Bengal did not take the matter in hand. We have 
aske<l the Boafil of Enquiry to prepare a family budget as well as a 
etwt-of-living index but this will take time. The previous Government 
did not think it ne<‘esfiarv to do so, as apparently things were going on 
very happily in the industrial centre of (Calcutta, but other Govern- 
ments like Bombay, Madras, and Bihar took up the matter and they 
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buve arrived at certain cosls-of-living indices. Certain jirivate firms 
here also have attempted to prepare such a ctwt-of-liviiig index in 
order to satisfy tlieini^dves as to what is the increase whic]» they should 
grant to the emiiloyees. But hy mere statement ol tlie nature that 
in one commodity the price has rixMi hy |H’r cent, or in another 
commodity hy 10 per cent, and in a tliinl ctimnuKlity hy jwr (hjiiI. 
you cannot arrive at what has Iheen the actual increase in the cost 
of the family hu<lg(*t. « Sir, i have here <*ertHin comparative figures 
before me with which I%ill trouble the IIouh^*. hneausc 1 want once 
and for all the claims that arc made h\ the extravagant and extreme 
labour meml>ers of this House to lie tested, so that when lliey go 
Ix'fore their eonstitueneitvs on a lutur«’ (weasion the\ may pla<*e Indore 
them tile actual taels of the eas** It is no us(‘ for memhers or labour 
leaders of tlie tyin*, it I ma\ sa\ so, (0 Dr. lianerjts* or Mr /atiian, 
or Mr, Sihnath Han<*rjee, to g<» amongst lalniurers and .sa\ that there 
must h(‘ an increase of ' 2 ’) |M‘r eeiit. without ha\ing the figures at tlieir 
(lisposal and without satNtung themselves that there has been 
aetuull.v such an im rease. Dr Haiierjin* sanl that from time to time 
he ha<l asked tor figuies from (i<»^erllment wlii<li I have not ])hM’ed 
hetore the House. Sir, no .such figures were ev(‘r asked for. What 
Dr. Hanerjee ask^^l for was to state off-hand in supphunt'iitary <iucs(ion» 
wdiat was tlu* jiriee of e<‘Hain eomiiKHlities ladon* tlie war, and after 
the war l>cgan. 1 wus ilispoM'd, Sir, even to jda<a* that information 
Indore the Hous4> on a sliort-notiec (jue<>tion, hut up till now no such 
(juestion has eonie to iii.\ dejiartnient. Now. Sir, in finding out wliat 
is the ((Kst of a tamii.\ budget, I have attcmpf^Ml to eompare the 
eomiKirative costs as as<’eHaiinM| h\ the < iovernmeiits of Hihur, Madras 
and Ihiinha.v . ami on tin' basis of these ciists the D<‘partnn‘n1 ot (h»m- 
meree and Lalxnir has, also, in a rough manner, ailemiiled ti> arrive 
at the correct jnen*aM- in [»ii< e. 

Sir, the first thing that we have to ascertain is wdiat is the 
weightage which should he allotted to certain H|H*eifie heads. Thf*r#! 
are certain major expense's ami due weightages shouhl he allotted to 
them. Thereafter we have l(» ascertain within IIiom* major hea<ls the 
various minor iHuid^, and then aseerfain tlie widghtage allottahle to 
thos 4 * minor heads, and after we have ascertained that then we have to 
asi'ertaiu the hgure.s on tlie basis ot that weightage jirevailing on the 
first September and the figure on the luisis of tliat weightage that 
prevails now. Then amf»tlien onl.v we may fiml out what has Ikhmi tlie • 
increase in the cost. Now, the major heads to whhdi the welglitagei 
may 1 m* allotted are ot food, fuel and lighting, clothing and fither 

expenaea of a more or less ini?*eellaiieoiis e}iaract4T. There is one 
oth'er general principle that we have to eoiisider when we compare the 
vartoua costa-of-living indie-e« and it is this the higher the income and 
the more induatrially developed the area, the less ia the expenditure 
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of the worker on food. Proceeding on these general principles and, as 
I have said, comparing the figures at our disposal the weigh tages 
arrived at by my Department are as ftdlows: —

Bomliay. But Dr. Hanerjee .should rememl»er the conditions regard- 
ing the prices of these eornmodities ami the difference hetwwm 
Calcutta and Bombay, i>e<;aurf<e in Calcutta we Htartinl fimd control 
very much earlier than in Bombay and we have Wen ahlo to keep tb« 
prices down much more sati.sfactorily than they have done in the other 
province. Yet, in Bombay the increa.se which this Board of (’oncilia- 
tion has cfrdereH, namelv, two nnm|s, represents 10 '(M^ per ceit^. above 

I 
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pre-war prices. Therefore, Sir, I do submit that there is no case at 
all for an increase of 2b per cent, and these labour leaders who make 
certain exciting speeches to their constituents are not directing them 
in a proper manner. On t|ie other hand they give rise unfortunately 
to the suspicion that their speeches are not for the purpose of direct- 
ing the attention of the employers or of Oovernment to the actual 
necessity but are delivered amongst the laboirtrers for causing excite- 
ment and unrest and for pitching their demands so high that no 
reasonable body of persons <on accede to them. Now, the figure for 
Bombay uj) to December was 8 per c^*nt. about the pre-war prices and 
for Madras during the same jw'riod was 10 pt^r cent. Sir, 
Dr. Banerjoe has threatened us — I think it is Dr. Banerjee who has 
threatened us — that there is going to lie a demand in all the labour 
centres — Nagpur, Bombay, Madras, Cawnpore — for an increase in the 
wages of 25 per cent., and the soon<*r we bow to the demand, the 
better for us; otherwise, certain things would happen — dark and 
nameless — which will result ultimately in tlie advent of the Ilussiau 
revolution, the spectre of which Mr. Abdul Wahed Hokainagari has 
so glibly jdaced befon* the Hous<*. Of course, one cannot take 
Maulvi Bokainagari very s(*riously, because In* })robably even does not 
know what is Russia and wheri* is Russia. Probably he thinks that 
Russia is a country situated somewhere to tlie east ol Bengal and 
separated only l)y a thin partition wall. He does not e\en know 
wlint is the significance of the Russian revolution. It is quite 
possible that if we had the .semblance of a Russian revolution, 
Mr. Bokainagari might be mistaken for a V4‘nerable Moulana, a reli- 
gious leader, and be treated in the manner in which religious leaders 
have been treated by the Russian revolutionists 

Mr, 8HAHEDALI: Have you ever been to Russia? 

Dr. 8UIIESH CHANDRA BANERJEE: Sir, is the HoiPble 
Minister relevant to the re.solution under discussion? 

TN HOffi’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: We have been 
threatened that we are going to have a Russian r«"volution 

Mr. JOCE8H CHANDRA GUPTA: i suggest. Sir, that there 
• should be no interruption because the Hon’lfte Minister i.s .speaking 
about his past experience and activities! 

Tht Hon'ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Sir, the honourable 
members have stated, and really this shows the depths of their 
ignorance, that the jute mills are making huge profits. I had expect- 
ed to hear something in the nature of a general survey of labour condi- 
tions frvm these < honourable meiuWrs. There are labourewf employed 
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in factories other than jute millH, and one fails to undenitantl why th# 
labour leaders have grot such a fasriiiation for jute mills and jute mill 
labour that wl^never they talk about labour conditions, they oan 
only visualise the conditions as prevalent ii| the jute mills. 

Now, these jute mills, as have been pointed out by Mr. Walker 
and Mr. Khaitan, who ktiow the conditions very well, are not making 
huge profits at present priceh. Mr. Zaman embarked on an o(H)nomie 
plane with wh^*h, he has no connection w'hatsoever. The figures 
which he placed b<*fore this Hou.‘ie are jindiably the kind of figures 
w'bich he placed beff)re his erstwhile audience, namely, the jute mill 
labourers. Not liaving the jute mill labourers to speak to, he has 
att<*mptcd to vent his knowledge on this House. Hut the figures are 
absolutely and liopelessl.N inaccurate fnun the lH*ginning to the end 
and 1 need not retf’r to them because, 1 think, it is admitted now by 
all i)erson.s who liav<‘ an> knowledge of jute mill conditions that at 
the i)nce at wliich jute staiid.s at pr4'sent, and at the price at which 
liessian stands at j)resent- — at these prices, the jute mills cannot make 
a j)r(»fit. 1, therefore, h(*g tlu* honourable labour leaders, if they are 
really sincere in tlieir protestations for the labourers, not to plac^ 
the demand for higher wag<*s on the profits or otherwise of the jute 
mills, hut really to i))n(‘e it on the footing that the cost of fiimil> 
budget lias increased and they ought to get more wages. 

N(tw, Sir, It has lieen [)ointed out to the honourable nuMiihcrs that 
the ai tua! income of the jute mill labourers has increased by about 
70 per cent, and there cannot he any force in tin* argument advanceil 
hy them that the demand for this *25 per cent., w)ii<li comi*s mostly 
from Dr. Banerjee, Mr. Sihnath IfanerjiM* and various otlu*r gentle- 
men who are interesting tiieniMelves in k(M*ping up the ex('itement in 
these labour areas, is the ouicnme of hung»T. 1 dr> not think any 
of these gentlemen — llu*se Iniriourahle members ol the l^egislative 
Assembly— is really hungry and I am certain that the jute mill 
workers to-day art* not hungr> whatever may he the justice of their 
demand for lucrca.se in their w’ages. As a matter of fa(‘l, if it does 
happen timt one or two lahtmrers are di.sniissed hy (crtuin mills, thesa 
Xjersons come to me — as they are legitimately entitled to come to mo — 
day in and da\ out, liesiege me in my offirv or in my house in order 
to get hack the places of* which thes liave lH*eii deprivetl. Nf>w, Sir, 
there are various other ways of increasing the real wages of a worker, 
and personally 1 am more inclined to try that way. Let me give 
two examfdes. If we can defiiMtely abolish bribery and corruption in 
the mills, we w<»uld lx* giving to the worker a considerable increase in 
bis real weges as a portion of his in<*ome goes in order bj feerl the 
sardar or those* above him. Tliis would remain in his pocket. That 
is a definite increase in the money ^hich he can utitise for iitnieelf. 

I 
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Again, Sf^, to induce the emplo5'er8 to provide the labourer with 
more amenitieH of life, to induce them to make provision for gratui- 
ties, for pensions, for provident fund, for leave, for dwelling houses, 
for recreation, for education, and for similar amenities, I think, is 
doing far more servif-e to the labourers, their children, the present 
labourers and those w’ho wdll come after them, than an increase in 
wages which to-day they will hardly know ho^' to spend. 

Sir, I do not wish to tak<* any < redit. Some lionourable member 
has suggested that the jute mUls have increased the ^ages by 10 per 
wmt, and the Minister for ('ominerce and Labour ought not to take 
any credit for that increase. I do nr)i wisli to take any credit. I am 
not here to t;flke any credit. 1 am here for tlie j)urj)ose of doing my 
best both for t]»e lahonrers as well as for the employers. 1 a here 
to see that justice is dom‘ to both jrarlies and if 1 did ask the Jute 
Mills Association to increase the wages 1)\ 10 jw^r cent, jiml if on iny 
reroininendution, they have done so. 1 tak<‘ no credit for tlial act of 
justic(‘ on th(*ir jiart, and if otlnu- companies as well liave araepted 
my advice, the credit goes to them and the happim‘ss goes to the 
labourers. I am indeed gratified. Sir, that man> employers to whom 
} have tend'ered advice, after considering their condition as well as the 
W’ages and amenities which thcN gi\c to th(‘ir lahonrers, hav(* accepted 
my advice, and (nils this da.\ or a da> oi’ two hack, tlie Electricity 
Company, the (Jas (\m)])any and the Traniwa> (V)mpa]i\ have announc- 
ed increas<‘s in their labour wages. A little whih* ago tlie Kngim^er- 
ing (Nmqmnies have done tlie same and there are man> s'linlar 
companies here and there that are falling in the line and art‘ increas- 
ing the wages wlnmever tlie> can. I submit, Sir. that there are no 
merits in the resolution whi<*h has been jiho'ed by the honourable 
member and 1 n'quest him to withdraw it. 

Dr. SURE8H CHANDRA BANERJEE: I would like to reply I 
hftve got the right 4»f reply. 

The Hon’ble Khwaja Sir NAZIMUDDIN: in that <'ase the 
Minister will lune a further right of reply. 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJEE: Mi S]>eaker, Sir, the 
Hon’ble Labour Minister has challenged my fijure.s and has asked where- 
from I have got them. The Chief Minister is laughing at this 
(Laughter). T have got them from the actual .shops. AVe tried our 
level best to get tlieso figures from tlie Ilon’ble the fiabour Minister 
himself on several occasions, but he did never supply us with these 
figures. To-day he has given us vsome scanty figures but those figures 
are, I do say, not accurate. I challenge the Labour Minister to come 
with Dfe to the ‘various .shops anj to the shops which deill with the 
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labourers near the hmtees, I went to them. I asked thfftn at what 
price they were sellinjr chaL dal, atta, etc. in the month of September 
and now and ^ley told me from their books the h^-ures. So wha< I am 
supplyinjr is actual fact, the fact which h have secured myself at a 
great labour and theie (‘aiinot be any doubt as regards their correctness 
and I do also challenge the Lab(mi Minister that if he goes to the 
labourers and says that* theit* Ims not been prar t ically miiclj increase 
in the ])ric(‘s. I know whiit sort of answer he will get. 

1 hen it hif^ been asked wh\ we hav»‘ g{)t so much liallucination 
ahnnt jute mills; why we have made nderence to the jute mills so 
often!*' Well, while w«‘ refer to Ahanie<Iuhad or liomha\ , we gem^rnlly 
mean the cotton mill lalumrcis. Why!*' Ihu'axisc they pr^Mlominate 
ihe^‘. ill tliat field. W'ho can doubt that in ('iilcutta the jute mills 
preimiiderate:-' 'I'liere air' more than I(K) jute mills on both sides ol the 
H()oglil> empli>\ing more than lakhs of ('alcntta labonicTs out of a 
total labour p()|iulati(>n of 7 lakhs. So it any (jiiestion before^ a labour 
r(‘pre^entative conies, the «juestion »d jute labourcis of Hengal will 
undoubtedly ccune first 

riiere is another point too W’^liN liallm iuation llei ause, tlie 
Tjubour Minister aNo knows, we also know, wlu-iicvei we happiui to go 
to laboiii aiH'a*'. we oril\ find bcaiitiliil dwellings on om* side and hovels 
and petty Imts on the other W'e know, tlo'v often sai\ that they 4in*

The Hon’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: What do yon objo t ivY 

I^> you object to the ilust or tn the motor <ary 

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJEE: 1 object to the motor 
cars whicli kick up dust (Laug-hter). A few months Imck, Sir, when 
the numbei ot working hours w'as reducioi frf»ni do to 40 a week and 
there w'as a chame ot general strike, in one of the leading Kiiropeun 
papers in (’ah ntta it was de» hired that if tin* iuh(»nrers w'cnt on strike,, 
the employers wemid declare a ifirk-out and w'onbl not fre afraid of if. 
How could they say thiA? Herause all the jute mills have got so nimh* 
in reserve that out of that reserve fund tlu*v may give Hiifficieiit Interest 
to the Kuropeans, siiffir ient divideiiii for a» long aa they like. They 
have aeenrnulated so mm h fiiad. I eoiild give exact fignires but I have 
not got them with me just now. Take for example the flowrah Jute 
Mills and many other jute mills. With what capitals they started 
and what huge reserves they have got now. If is no wonder that (he 
European* pat>er would dimhue in. l»rdd terms that they did»not care 
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whether the workers of jute mills worked or not, because they have 
f(oi enough reserves. They have invested in big banks and insurance 
companies which will give’them any amount of interest f^r a long time. 

Mr. Khaitan was speaking of losses. I do not know what is the 
condition of the Hirla Jute Mill. That jute mill may be running at 
a loss. As regards jute mills it is also difficult to get exact figures 
because W'e can never approach the jute mill authorities. Whenever 
we are in difficulty we go and try to meet them but they consider us 
as worse than dogs. I will give one instance. In the year 19d7 just 
after the Assembly elections, when at Budge Budge there was strike 
in the jute mills run by Andrew’ Yule & Co., I ran to the Manager at 
Calcutta to enquire into the real condition. The Manager came out 
and said “Thank you very much for your coming, but I refuse to talk 
to you anything about the labour conditions or about the conditions 
of the mills”. That is our lot everywhere. We do not get any in- 
formation, Those of you w^ho have read the Jute Enquiry Committee’s 
Keport know’ that complaints have been made that th(‘ members were 
not supplied witli information. They had no acce.ss to books. Many 
of the jute mills have got their head oflict's not here but in London or 
in, Dundee or somewhere else. So w’e cannot have facts and figures 
and therefore we cannot say w’hether the jute mills are running at a 
loss. The Government of India knowing facts better than w’e do has 
brought that new Bill, the Excess Profits Tax Bill. What was the 
meaning of thaty W’^horn they w’ere looking at? They were tliinking 
of these European mill owners. They were thinking of the tramway 
oompanies. The> were thinking of the railway com})anies. They were 
thinking of the Calcutta Electric Supply Corporation, Ltd, 

1 w'ill give you one instance. There are 10 Directors for, the Calcutta 
Electric Supply C<»rporation in London. AVill you l>elieve me when 
I say that each of these 10 Directors attends only meetings a year 
and gets Rs. 40,(K)0 sitting in London? Its, 40,000 sitting in London 
for only attending d meetings a year! It was published last year 
that, that year the company had made Rs. 20 lakhs more profit than 
the preceding year. I do not know what was the exact profit in that 
preceding year. This is how they are running at a loss! These jute 
mills, thesf* tmmw'ay companies, these telephone companies are doing 
marvellous business ow’ing to the gracious favour of the Hon’ble 
.Ministers. Still they say that they arc* runnin|lt at a 1o.s.h. I challenge 
thein. This Telephone (Auporati(»n lamited is making 200, dOO and 
400 per cent, profit. In the course of 10 years the total capital of the 
Telephone Corporation I<iniited has increased by doxihle. So we have 
got fascination for the jute mills, the Calcutta Electric Supply Corpora^ 
tion and the Telephone Corporation. At the third annual general 
meeting of the workers of the Calcutta Electric Supply Corporation 
it has bqpn resolwd that if in case^of seven days’ week the^Company 

t 
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does not grant them 25 per cent. War Bonutt, they will have no other 
eoiirse left open to them but to take rerourae to the extreme atep which, 
we all know, m nothing but strike. We hirve got a fascination for 
the Electric Supply ('orporation, we have mii u fascination for the 
Tramway Company, a fascination for the wiilways and also we have 

got a fascination for all the Kun»pcan firms

Tho Hofl’blo Mr. A. K. FAZLUL HUQ: You (h>irt travel b\ tram,

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJEE : Yes. I do travel by tram 
and often in .second cla.ss, })ecauNe I (‘uniiot aftbrd to have a motor car. 
But I am waiting for the (la\ when India will be sovietised, the ilay 
when every one will have a motor ear. In Annuica every fourth man

Dr. 8URE8H CHANDRA BANERJEE: Sir, then is one point 
raised by Mr. Walker and Mr. Kiiaitan. That is about the number of 
working houis. They )iav»* said that the workers weri* before working 
for 40 hours a week but now they are working for (JO hours a w<‘ek. 

So automaiii-4ill\ they are getting lA times of their wages. 1 ank the 
Jlon’ble Minister how manv hours a week <lid the labourers work two 
years before, how^ many' hours a wa‘ek did the labourers work in Htd? ? 

It was only in SejrtrMiiber, 10d8, that the numlM*r t>f working houis was 
reduced probably by an Ordiname, from 54 to 45; and last year 
immediately Indore the war it was redined from 45 trr 40. I ask, have 
you the heart to feel how pitiable was the condition of the lalHrurers? 
They were mere beggars. 1 ask the Hoii ble the Chief Minister to 
think about this, for I believe he has got a heart. They were working 
for 54 hours a wreek but smidenly the iiurnln'r of working liours was 
reduced by force, not wiAi the rM>nseiit of the labourers; it was thrust , 
on them, it came up<m them as u Urlt from the blue — from 54 hours 
a week to 40 hours a week. Conserpieiitly, they were starving. But 
now the circumstames have c<vii pelted you to increase their working 
hours from 40 to GO. You have done nothing of your owm accord. 
They were already working for 54 hours; so actually there lias Wen an 
increase of 6 hours a week. Mr. Kiiaitan ought to have known it when 
he delivered his*speech. As regards^ the 10 per cent, increment, there 
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was a in thair waj^es. That cut was only made up. So practically 
speaking the mill-owners have done nothing? for the labourers. The 
Hon'ble Minister know* this very well. He has said many things 
against us, but still, in spite of that, T would say nothing against him. 
But I would say only thi^, that only meeting our questions simply by 
saying that we are only big talkers, doing nothing, won’t solve the 
problem. Then, as I have told the hommrable members, my facts are 
quite accurate. I know and many of the honourable members, who 
are poor, know how much tlu»y have now to jmy for their medicines, 
foodstutfs, and everything and how much tljcy paid before. The 
Hon’ble Minister may not purelia.se things liimself but por)r men like 
us who have themselves to go to the market t‘ver) da.\ tor making pur- 
chases know' how’ much they paid before and liow mueli they are [laying 
now'. My facts are aeeiirafe. There has been eertainl\ an increase 
of 2o pel' e(*nt- in the* [iriees of commodities And it w*ill be the 
boundeii duty of every meml>er, it he has got an> feeling for the 
labourers, to liuve ibe n^.soiufion pas.sed and .see that the (iovtonment 
giv(‘H efieet to tin* resolution b\ <'ompellinu the mill-owners to grant 
this 25 [)er cent. War Bonus

The Hoit’ble Mr. H. 8. 8UHRAWARDY: Sir, ma> 1 sii> a lew 
words in re[)ly to wliat the honourable imuiilx'r iia." stated ^ Firstly, 
be bus spoken witli great fervour r(‘^'aiding tin* reseiv{‘s of the jute 
mills. riidoubt<‘dl\ , jute mills possess thest- reserves. f(u- if the jute 
•uills do not poHs«*ss those reserves, (hi‘s would nut have been able to 
pay their labourers even in those (la\s when they were working at a 
loss, and they would never be abb* to [ki> the labourers now w'hen they 
are working at a loss. It is no use Dr. Banerjee saying that they are 
not working at a loss, or that because the Oovernim‘nt of India has pul 
an exeess profits tax, so they must be making a [>rofit. Nobody denit'S 
that immediately after the outbreak of the war the prices of manu- 
fuetiired commodities, e.//.. he.ssian rose to a considerable amount, and 
the mills made a considerable profit. But w'c are now talking of 
present conditions, and it is w'ell known that at the present prices — 
that is a point which Dr, Banerjw will please take into account — the 
mills eaunot make a profit. When jute is cdi^np and hessian dear they 
will ec'rtuinly make a profit and in their half-yearly aeeouuts they 
might he able to show' a profit. But Dr. Banerjee must consider what 
is a fact, namely, that at the present prices they (‘unnot make a profit. 
Does Dr. Ihinerjee live in his own world, or is he living in a world 
of dreams or in a practical w'orldh Does he not know that there is a 
great dispute present among the mill authorities ifhether they should 
not hrvng the liour.s of work do^^^n again so that the price of their 
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manufac tured j^roods mijrht ri»4» t« surh an extent that they may be in 
a poailion t« balance their budj^ret > Surely, Dr. llauVrjee linn heard 
that there is a talk amoriprst the mill authorities to brinp down the 

hours of work from 60 to 54 or e\eii 50. •

ABUL FAZL: Sir, the object of my motion is that the 
iuipriaonmeut and fine should \>e redu<*e>d to one month in the former 
case and Rs. 50 in the latter c^se. Sir, the offences are very simple. 
The offences are mentioned as non-oompliance with a notice and making 
false statement with regard to sowing of jute either intentionally or 
unintentionally. Sir, as you very well know, the rural people are 
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liable to make statements which may be always correct. Again, 
as regards falsely impersonating another, it. may l>e iliat on^ man may 
send his relative to give certain information. Offences are also 
mentioned as vr)luntarily* obstructing or preventing a Recording officer 
from taking records, irf.?asurements, etc. These are very simple 
offences for which heavy punishments have been provided for in the 
Bill. Sometimes officers who go to Uike measurements and particulars 
manufacture these offences. So, Sir, considering the simple nature 
of these offences whi< h the poor cultivators are liable to commit I have 
moved my amendment that the fine be reduced to Rs. 50 and imprison- 
ment to one month, and 1 hope that these will serve the purpose. 

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BI8WA8: Sii, if my amendment is 
accepted the union committees shall he entitled to make a complaint 
for breach of law. Otherwise no person on the spot will have any 
chance of complaining.

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. ¥amizuddin, is it your intention that a man 
must cultivate the same land every year? 

Thn Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir^ be must not culti- 
vate a kind not mentioned in the licence. 

Mr. SPEAKER. Suppose 1 take a licence tor one plot, 1 cultivate 
jute on another plot but I do not cultivate in excess of the area of the 
plot mentioned in the licence, what will happen? 

The HoiPble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: In every case, Sir, you 
can change the plot in the licence by applying first to the union com- 
mittee and next to the (’ollector. 

Babu.PREMHARI BARMA: Sir, this will cause a great hardship 
to the cultivators if they liave to apply to the District Magistrate or 
aome other body for a special licence. So I hope the Hon'ble Minister 
will accept my amendment. Otherwise, it will be a great hardship to 
the jute-growers of Bengal, because all of them wdll not be able to go 
to the District Magistrate or some other officer to grow jute on any 
particular land without a licence 

Mr. SPEAKER: That will do. 

Babu PREMHARI BARMA: Sir, with regard to my other amend- 
ments — 

Mr. SPEAKER: Those have alrwidy been dealt with. 

The Hon'ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, »o far as my .amend- 
ment No, 252 is concerned, that is only conseciuentiul, and I think the 
House will accept it. I oppose all the other amendments. I appreciate 
the object of my honourable friends who have moved those amendments. 
Their intention is to effect some improvement. But 1 would appeal to 
them that they should not insist on making these hair-breadth dis- 
tinctions which will only oomplioate matters. I do not say that they 
are altogether unreasonable, hut 1 submit, Sir, that it is not necessary 
to make such fine distinctions. Mr. Biswas says that the Union Jute 
Committee should also be given the power of complaining. That is not 
necessary because members of the union committee will not be inspeoi- 
ing office^; they will not go to see whether a particular person, has 
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a<Hiially grown jute or not in gooor^noe with the ieims of hin lioenoe. 
*13k€ar simple duty will be 19b allot the plots. Therefore it is unnecessary 
to give the union committee the power making complaint. This 
amendment is #iot necessary at all. ^ 

The amendment of Mr. Premhari Barnsa is important no doubt. 

Mr. DHIRENDRA NATH DATTA: How will the excess produo* 
tion be detected? Who will detect it? 

Ttie Hon*ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Officers of the Jute 
Restriction Scheme. I would refer my honourable friend to clause 12 
of the Bill. #

Mr. 8URENDRA NATH BISWAS: Will that be a permanent 

body? — the body which will regi.ster the lands for jute cultivotion?

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Then if the body be not 
permanent who will be there to detect exre.Hs production? 

Mr. SPEAKER: According to licence. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAK: But who will detect it? 

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: These difficulties have 
arisen because I am afraid, my honourable friend has not gone through 
the provisions of the Bill. First of all, licences will be given and 
according to licences sowings will be made and thereupon there will be 
a check. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS: Kverv y«*ar!' 

Tb. Hon'bl. Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN; Yes, it inust be every 
yaar, otherwise the whole thing will be ineffective. 

Mr. SURENDRA NATH BISWAS; For the purpose of punishing? 

The Hon'ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: No, not for that piirpoM 
only but alao for the purpose of seeing whether the Government orders 
are actually carried out or not. 

It is impossible to think thai these orders will be passed and licenses 
will be issued and no check will be made to see actually whether the 
Hoenses have been acted upon or not.

Mr« SPEAKER: After Ihe IJon’ble Minister has finisfied his speech. 

The Hon’bla Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: 1 was speaking, Sir, on 
the amendment of Mr. Premhari Hanna. He says that if a particular 
jute grower is found to grow jute on tlie same area of land for which 
he was given the licence then he slioiihl not be prosecuted simply 
because he had (dianged the plot, but it ni> friends will look to the 
scheme of this measure, it is tl>is that ihe licences will he granted 
not only for the urea <*.oncerned but also tor the [)articular })lot8 com- 

S rising the urea. For, if that is not done, there will be very great 
itficulty in cheitking the actual sowings and the iost of the checking 
will he tremendously increased. Therefore it is very itiij)ortant that 
the actual plots allotted to tlu* individual growers should be adhered 
to and this will not he difficult U‘cau>e, first ot all, tlie intending 
growers will he entitled to appl,\ to the union commitli'es for changing 
their plots and they will get the necessar\ sunctioji for these changes 
from the union (‘ommitt(*es. Even if thereaftc? lhe\ think tliat they 
cannot sow on the plots merit i(med in their licioices then tliey can make 
an apjilieation to ihe (h)llector and get iurther changes ejected. This 
provision, Sir, has already been accepted by tlie House. So the present 
proposal is merely conserjuefitial. As these provisions have been 
accepted there must be a penal provision corresponding to those jirovi- 
aions. Therefore, Sir, 1 think Mr. Hanna’s amendment is now rather 
too late. 1 oppose the amendments, 

Mr. SPEAKER: Mr. Hiswus, w hut was your (|uestion that you 
wanted to put? 

Mr. SURENORA NATH BISWAS: Sir, it is this. The Hou’ble 
Minister said in reply to my (pu^stion as to whether this cheeking for 
the pur[)ose of refold ami registration of land would he made every 
year, that it would he so. Hut 1 find from clause that the Pro- 
vincial Government may by iiotifi4’ation direct that for the whole of 
Bengal or for such part thereof as may for any si>eoial reaaon or 
purpose he spec ified in the uotifioation, a record sliall be prepared of 
all lands on which jute was grown by any grpwer of jute in such year 
as may l>e specified in the notification.

Mr* 8IBNATH BANERdl: Sir, 1 have an amendment No. 310. 
IJIie llon’ble Minister has withdmwn his amendment No. 303 but my 
amendment No. 310 remains. 

Mr. SPEAKER: I will take up your amendment last, if that be 
found to be relevant. 

Amendment Nos. 260-64 under this clause is a negative amendment, 
so it does not arise. ** 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: 1 beg to move that in clause 15, 
line 4, for the word “destroyed” tfce words “forfeited by the 
GbTemment” be substituted. 

It also beg to move that in clause 16, line 5, for the word “deeinuv 
lioii” the word “forfeiture” be substituted. 
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Hw H«fl>ble Mr. “^AMIZUDOIN KHAN: Sir, I oppose these two 

amendments, because if the crops are forfeited Government will have 
to malce elaborate arrangements for storing ^he jute so forfeited. It 
would be Very expensive and difficult to do

Mr. SPEAKER: 1 shall now put the two motions Nos. 267 and 
269. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, this side of the House would 
very much like*t.o make a few speeches on t,l‘cse two amendments. 
It is a very important matter and we do not like that our friends 
should vote without realising the matter fully We only want 5 
minutes’ time. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Ail right. hut no I more than 5 minutes 

Mr. ATUL KRISHNA CHOSE: Sir. 1 want to say only a few 
words in regard to thesi' motions of mine. The provision as it stands 
here is that when any person has Ikhui convicted under sub-clause (d) 
of fdause I of fMvtion 14, the lourt may direct that the jute in respect 
of which the offence was (‘om mil ted shall be destroyed and inu> 
further order that the eost of the destruction shall be rtuuiverable 
from .>ucli persons us if it were a tine May 1 a.sk the Hon’blti 
Minister that l»y destroying a large quantity of jute all over Bengal 
and particularly belonging to the ignorant peasants who perhaps may 
not understand the significance in th«‘ first year of all the rules and 
regulations, as to what (Tovernment will get out of iiP Hut if the 
objtH-l of punishing the ])(nis4int is to bring him to his senses, is it not 
'fair and just to forfeit all those crops only, so that he will come to 
his senses y ft will serve no purpose for him to grow jute on lands 
which have not been sanctioned according to his license. This is a 
simple question which 1 am putting on behalf of the poor and 
uneducated peasaiit.s of Bengal. In the very first year they cannot • 
be expected to be acquainted wdth ull the rules and regulations of 
this Bill. Even if the (Tovernment is not willing to cumtinue this 
clause' afterw'ards, at least in the beginning, for the first year or the 
second year, is it not proper for the Government to teach them a 
lesson by forfeiting their crop and not by destroying themK By 
destmving those crops Ui^vernment will not get anything whatsoever, 
nor will the peasants get anytliing. But the jute which is the asset 
of the country will be set fire to and will be destroyed, and even the 
cost of the. match sticks which will be used to burn them and perhaps 
the cost of one or more men who will be deputed to set fire to this 
crop will be realised from that unhappy poor peasant. If that is the 
procedure of Government with the very inception of this Bill, I do 
not know what good Government will do to the poor {^sasants. With 
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these few words I would like to draw the atlentiwi of Hou^ble 
Minister to this point and I can assure hiih that the Government will 
Jose nothiufr whatsoevei^ by puttiiif^ the word “forfeited” or “for- 
feiture” in place of the^ words “destroyed” and ‘^destruction”. I 
have nothinjr further to ^Id, Sir, but commend my amendments to 
the acceptance of the House. 

Dfa NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: Sir, 1 ddn’t suppose that you will 
permit the Hon ’hie Minister to reply to certain arjfuments only and 
not to otliers which you liave n<»i heard yet. The position is this. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: I am making'' it absolutely clear that if to-day 
the Money-Lenders Bill is not finished, there is no chance of that 
Bill beinji* taken up till the end ot this month. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: If mmi will be so pleased and if 
our friends a;rree wc ini^^ht sit lat(‘. Tlic point is sinij)le. In tliis 
clause, provision has b(‘en made only for destroying tlie cTOp where 
crop has bei‘n prcalnced in contravention of the !e<i\ilation proposed 
by G(>vernmeni. We, on this side, tee! that, instead oi destroying 
Jthe cu'op, the G(>vernineiit sluuild forfeit tlie «rop and keep it for 
future sale either by the eiillivat«»r or by tluuus^dves if tliey like. 
That would be verv helpful. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: M I siigjrcsl one thing wijieli will give you 
a little more time to disiMiss!" What I nm suggesting is this: let me 
see whether any otUei amen<luients an* gtdng t(^ be moved. There are 
only four or five clauses remaining wliieh are minor clauses. 

Dr. NALINAK8HA SANYAL: There is no other important'* 
amendment. 

Mr. 8PEAKER: What I suggest i^ that amendments to eiauses 
'*10, 17, 18, 20 and 21, iKa\ 1 h* moved and discussed together, so that 
you wiW get a little more time. Tliere are only one or tw’o points. 
You can diseii.ss th«‘m all together 

Dr. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL: There may nc»f be auy difficulty 
in regard to other ameudmeuts This is the only important amend- 
ment. # 

Sir, we submit that the American policy of destroying cotton, from 
which probably our Minister has got his cue, has not been successful, 
and that policy has been condemned As a matter of fact, at the 
present moment I cannot conceive of any cultivator of Bengal, be 
ke a Hindu or he he a Muslim, who will permit the valuable produce 
of his soil to be destroyed in bis presence. It is a|raipst ^ piindplea 
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as iii«cB..of the Hinnu religion as of the Miislim religion. It would 
be impossible for Government, without creating serious disturbances 
in the rural areas, to destroy the crop then*. Sir, there may be an 
alternative pioposition, a pn>position of ^forfeiture. The argument 
may be advanced that if the cn>p is there and if the higher production 
is there, the holding over of the c rop even hy Government might have 
a depressing effect on the price. To that my reply is that in the 
next year's regulation! (jroverninent will always take the quantity of 
excess jute held by Government intc» consideration, and Government 
c^an ac(‘ording4y regulate the crop. Further, there is absolutely nt^ 
reason wh> (jroverninent r annot for that particular c ultivator who has 
produced jute in excess i>*gnlate hoinething specifically in a more 
drastic manner in view of the tact that in ci partiiulur year he has 
producerl ^()nlcthing in e\cr‘>s. If that cnilivatoi' has heen guilty 
of excess production this sr’ar, in tin* following >cai (irrvcrninc‘nt may 
withhcrld liis lic(*iicc toi an\ jufc ana ul all. and tin* crop of the curn'ut 
year nui\ be sr‘ah‘d am! kept r*vcii in his own account with some 
responsihh* part\ or ( i(r\ crnun'iil and it ma\ he handcMl over to him 
later rm, in vir w ot tin* loss ihat In* might sullcr in tin* following year 
on accrumt of tin* icstriction on his saiictioru'd urc*a ot jute undcT 
cultivation 'I'his is a vei \ important (j\n*stion of principle.

In 
another year (iovern merit may find if uec-essary to go to the length of 
destruction. VV'^iiv not have* this alternative!'' (lovernment may be 
free t4» choose a partic’ular procedure in u particular year as the 
cinui III stances may demand. 

Maulvi ABU HOtSAIN 8ARKAR: Bir. I should like to add a few* 
words on behalf of my party. 

Mr. SPEAKiRs 200 wifrds? 

MUntlvi ABU HOBSAIN BARICAR: 1 shall only take two or threw 
•UJiiitee.^ 
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Mr. tPEAKfR: Yes 

Mtulvi ABU HOBBAIN^ BARKER: On behalf of ray party I oppose 
the introduotion of a clau^ like clause Il5 in a penniinent piece of 
legislation, because we oona^der it to be too drastic. A man may be 
convicted, he may be fined, he may be imprisoned, but he will get 
double punkshment if his crop is destroyed and the cost of destruction 
is realised from him in addition. It goes against the general principle 
of the criminal law also. There is a principle, of course, in the Excise 
Law — a department managed by the Hon'ble Mr. Raikut. Had this 
clause been proposed by that gentleman there f!ould have been a little 
consolation, (because in the Excise Department the //anja crop is 
destroyed and also the man who grows that crop illegally is punished? 
That principle is introduced here. 

There is another thing. 1 differ a little bit from my friend 
Dr. Sanyal. He supports forfeiture. That is a thing which should be 
considered very carefully. Jute is grown in the months of summer, 
end if the crop is forfeited to the Government it will take three or four 
months to keep the crop on the land. Now the cultivator will be 
deprived of the opportunity of grooving paddy or any other alternative 
crqp on dhttt plot of land in that jmrticular ye<{ir. Therefore I submit 
that instead of destroying or forfeiting the crop to the Government, 
the ptK)r man should be given the benefit of the crop and a fine or a 
punishment, whatever it may be, c;in he inflicted upon him. He should 
not be punished twice for a simple offence, as these p(K)r people are 
generally ignorant. It would be very difficult to iin|v).se on them the 
idea of punishment — the idea of fine for a long time. Therefore, if he 
is convicted, and his property also confiscated, he will be doubly 
punished. For this reixson. Sir, T request the Hon’hle Minister to 
withdraw the clause. 

Mf. BIBNATH BANERdEE: The [mints raised on this amend- 
ment are various. The three speakers who have preceded me have 
spoken from three different angles. I find that I am not in agreement 
with any one of them. I feel that this measure which is being 
advocated is a completely anarchist measure. Government used to 
accuse the revolutionaries as anarchists without knowing the scientific 
meaning of the wonl. Anarchy means this: where there is no plan 
there is anarchy. And here in the absence of ai^v plan Government are 
^vooating the de.stniction of wealth. This is really ctipitalism digging 
its own grave which we see from the measure advocated by the Hon^ble 
Minister. Otherwise, there is no sense in it. You produce jute and 
thm destroy it, because you cannot plah beforehand. As has been 
advocated by Dr. Sanyal, you can keep it under seal and you oan use 
it next y4ar, and then next year you can regulate the crop aoOordingly. 
Them is no harm done to anybody. But I don’t agree wit}i Miulvi Aim 
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HoMin S^kar that tAe puuishment is double or excessive, becauea if 
you fine a man or if you put him in prison there will be punishment. 
Therefore, I am not attackiu^r this measure on the score of severity of 
punishment, bi^ on the simple principle tbht wealth should not be 
destroyed. Wealth is produced by laboifi* and the peasants are 
labourers. They feel that the wealth that^s produced should not be 
destroyed. The capitalists and their henchmen may talk glibly about 
destroying wealth. They do not know how things are produced and, 
therefore, these things are advocate<l. I am surprised, Sir, that when 
these things wei^ discussed in the dule Enquiry (\niiinittee the projiosa* 
of destruction came always from the other side. Not only the cue 
oame from America hut here also the oapitalists, like their brethren 
in other parts of the world feel alike and, therefore, they advocate this 
system. I think, Sir. as it is coming from an ex-memher of the 
Krishak Praja Party, it is very significant. Not only has he changed 
his side, not only i-^ his ideology idianged, hut he is altogether a 
changed man. If he now wants to show that he retains even a little 
sympathy for the pmsiuit workers and that he retains even a little of 
his past mentality, then he should withdrsiw his measure and shoTild 
not sup}>ort destruction of (Tops. 

The Hon’ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir. Mr. Sthuatk 

Banerjee see^ no sense in this <dauMe at <ill Hnt did he siiy all these 
things w’hen he uct^'d as a mernhcr of the Select Committee? Not a 
wonl IS to he found against this provision in his note of dissent U} the 
Select (’ommittcp's report 

Mr. 8IBNATH BANERJEE: Is the flon'hle Minister forgetting 
the discu.ssion there? 

Or. NALINAK8HA 8ANYAL. Sir, nol>ody should refer to the 
proceedings of the Select (kimmittae, neither the Hon’ble Minister nor 
the honourable member. 

Mr. 8PEAKER. Ye^, f hope, the deltaie slioiild he (smtiiied to tnui 
clause only. 

The Hoil’ble Mr. TAMIZUOOiN KHANs My hun4iurable friende 
wbo have opposed this provision have failed to notice that it will be 
altogether discretionary to the Court to pass such orders or not. The 
word used is “may” and not “shall”. Therefore, the Court that will 
award sentence may not at all think of ordering destruction of the jute 
that may be on the land. Bub I would submit that those who are in 
favour of forfeiture in place of destruction, in the interests of the jute- 
growers, will he doing a positive disservice to the jute*growers because 
illegal sowings, in all prQt)al>ility, will be detected early whtla 
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the jute plants are very young. If at that stag^f destructioii is ordered 
and the field is ploughed up, the poor cultivator will be in a positioi 
to »ow paddy or Mime other crop on the land, whereas if there ii 
forfeiture, the cultivator Will be an all-round loser Wcguse Governinenl 
will have to allow the jute to grow up in spite of the fact that it hai 
been found by a Of)urt that the jute luis been illegally sown nnd theu 
taken jwssession of.

Mftulvi ABU H08SAIN BARKER: Ten minutes would be very 
welcome, Sir. * 

Mr. SPEAKER: All right. 

Mauivi ABU H088AIN BARKER: Sir, 1 opposed the Bill from 
the very beginning as we considered that pieocuneal legislation about 
jute will not be beneficial to the country. We could not succeed, for 
Government followed Sir Sumiiel Hoart» and went on w'ith their cara- 
van. Ill one respect, however, 1 must thank my stars that we could 
convert the whole House to the opposition point of view. When the 
Jute Kegulation Bill was first introdu(‘ed in the Assembly, I moved 
for its circulation mainly on tlie ground that the regulation would l^e 
based on inaccurate statistics and during the war time it would be 
harmful to the causi' of the agriculturists. At that time some of my 
well-intentioned friends advised me not to move the amendment as 
they feared that I would he misunderstood in the country. However 
in the long run I was supported hy economists like Dr. Sunyul and 
jute expert.s like Mr. Suremlra Nath Biswas ami labour members like 
Mr. Sibnatb Banerji, but I was defeated. At the second time also 1 
moved for recommittal of the Bill on the same ground. There also I 
met with th^ same result. But at the time of considering the Bill 
the whole House including the European Group opposed the regula- 
tion and the clause dealing with regulation in 1940 was accordingly 
dropped. On another point too, I must say that we succeeded int 
pressing our view'point, to success. Government tried to tax the 
agriculturists in an indirect way by levying a license fee. Our Oppo- 
sition amendments were ultimately accepted under pressure and we 
thank the Government for that. 

As I was submitting the other day, nowhere has Government shown 
so much indecision as when dealing with the problem of jute. We 
submitted a comprehensive Bill but that was overthrown without any 
thought over it, but then that very Government under pressure of 
circumstances had to deal witl^ the problem by means of Ordinances. 
Then, again, they brought the present Bill last session and withdrew 
it, and have again brought it now and are going to pass it in a 
mutilated form. In this form also, I think the sting is there. Under 
28 
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section 7 they can regulate the crop at any timfl, but I, with all' the 
strength that I can command, warn the Government not to do bo 
without considering and' handling other problems, namely, the fixation 
of a minimum price of jtjte and making an arrangepient ‘^or ware- 
housing and establishing central sale organisation and making 
provision for other things recommended by the Ju^e Enquiry Com- 
mittee. That by mere regulation and restriction of jute its price 
cannot be forced up is our considered opiniofi and that is supported 
also by the opinion of the Jute Enquiry Committee which has recently 
submitted its lleport. In that Report, at pages 71 and 72, it is found 
'‘That the value of jute being practically the barometer of our national 
wealth we feel that Government owe it a duty to the poor cultivators 
as well as to the entire nation to obtain the best , value for jute. But 
in our opinion Government cannot obtain the same unless the prices 
of raw jute are controlled by them. The reasons for our opinion are 
given below’ : — 


(1) The Indian Jute Mills Association who have been controlling 
the policy of pricing the jute do not look to the interests of the jute 
grow’ers. We do not accuse them for that, because they are business- 
men and as such they must look to their own interests. 

(2) Since the beginning of general economic depression, there had 
been many years w’hile the production of jute crop did not exceed the 
effective demand for it, but the prices of the fibre have been so 
depressed that the jute growers could not obtain in many cases even 
the costs of cultivation w’hile the mills made huge profits. 

(3) Even in the year 1938 when the supply was cut by the floods 
far short of the demand, the prices of jute w'ere kept depressed during 
the period while the crop was passing out of the hands ofrihe growlers. 

(4) For a long period during the years of 1937 and 1938, the prices 
of jute goods and with them the prices of raw’ jute were kept unduly 
'depressed by the Calcutta mills. They might have reasons for over- 
production, competition and the like as their explanation, but the fact 
was that they could sell their products at higher prices.” 

I need not quote any more. 

Then, again, Sir, there are other dangers too. If we restrict the 
production of jute in this w’ar time, then it^may create a monopoly 
for the Calcutta Jute Mill owners. The Calcutta Jute MiU owners 
have their maximum capacity of production 1 think up to 60 lakhs of 
bales and if by careful manipulation apd by adding a few mills they 
can increase that power a little and restriction is also enforced they 
may become monopoly buyers or manufacturers of this national pro- 
duction of ours. 



19P) ^GOYIBKMENT BILLS. 

Gh>v«nimlnt was pledge-bound by tbeir programine ol 
w<irit to raise the price, •they have practically done nothing up to 
date: The Gbvenunent have by their con^ct disturbed the maAeta 
so much %o th%t» had not war broken out tfe whole thing would have 
been otherwise than is as at present. Thc^gh the Hon’ble Mr. H. S, 
Suhrawardy expressed some views on this matter in his budget state- 
ment, I think, they are not quite correct. The Hon'ble Minister 
said; “Government can with some degree of pardonable pride claim 
to have materinll}' assisted the agriculturists in obtaining an adequate 
price for their ‘jute. The steps taken to stem the decline in jute 
prices when the new crop came on to the market were efFectiva and 
the advice given by Government to the jute-growers not to be stamped- 
ed by rumours and by market manipulations has borne beneficial 
results”. These few lines remind me of a Bengali proverb: 

the jute price was forced up due 
to the outbreak of the war and if to anybody any credit is to be given 
I think it is to Herr Hitler, and not to the prejient Government. 
Therefore they have ve?v little to be promi ot. The next thing I 
press before the Government is that instead of undertaking such piece- 
meal legislative work they should bring in a comprehensive amend- 
ment of the present Bill even if it is passed into law, in the neA 
session, on the lines of the recommendations made by the recent Jute 
Enquiry Committee. Otherwise this Bill will serve the purpose of 
party propaganda only and will not do any benefit to the agriculturists. 

Mr. ABDUR RAHMAN SIDDIQI: Mr. Speiiker, Sir, I rise to 
address the House under a deep sense ot disappointment. Tlie Muslim 
Chamber of Commerce has held the view from 19‘14, that unless and 
until the cultivation of jute was restricted in proportion to the woHd 
demand of tins commodity and the machinery which g(»verns its trade 
and manufacture were watched carefully and cfuitrolled scientifically 
to check the violent and periodical fluctuations in its prices and the 
many ups and downs to which it has grown accustomed, the cultivatoi# 
would not get the economic return to which he is entitled. It was only 
the other day, when speaking in the general discussion on the Finan- 
cial Statement, that I had given expres.sion to our feelings of gratitude 
and gratification at the fact that we of the Muslim Chamber of (’om- 
merce had been instrumental in inducing the Government to enunciate 
a clear and definite rK)ycv in regard to jute, its cultivation and 
manufacture and alwve all its marketing. I am surjirised at the 
decision taken by the Government to withdraw the Ordinance and 
mutilate the Bill under discussion so terribly as almost to nullify its 
own policy initiated so far bacic as 1932. The reasons given for this 
sliding down, for this going back on its own declaration!, do not appear ^ 
to be satisfactory. To suggest, as the Hon’ble Member for the Muiiici- 
palities of the ^presidency Division insinuated In his jpeecb, that the 
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attitude taken up by the Muslim Chamlber of Confbieroe was due to the 
fact that certain members of that Chamber* had sold heavily in the 
market, is unworthy of* the Hon^lble Member. His remarks are quite 
the reverse of actual facts ^nd I am prepared to asser^ with all the 
emphasis 1 can command, t^at his statement has no foundation what- 
soever. The recent fluctuations of the market have in no way altered 
the views held by my Chamber. We have expressed them publicly 
and placed them before the Government, orally' and in writing through 
more than one deputation. Admitting, Sir, that the record of the 
acreage under Jute cultivation for 19^19, is incorrect and imperfect, I 
still hold that it is not a sufficient reason to toryiedoe the Bill. With the 
best of precautions we shall never he able to produce perfect records. 
If the acreages and the estimates of crops published by the Government 
for years past, have been good enough for tlie trade, I see no reason why 
perfection should be insisted upon in the matter of restriction of culti- 
vation. The figures collected !by Government for 19*39, should have 
formed a reasonable basis to start work. Discrepancies could have 
been removed as work progressed. In my opinion indecision, perhaps 
want of a clear decision, allowed valuable time to be lost. It is this 
which to my mind, is mainly responsible for the fiasco we see to-day. 
h^yer since August last, when the orice of jute came down very low and 
the Government decided to intervene by promulgating an Ordinance 
minimum prices for dealings in the jute and hessian futures 
markets, they were definitely committed, both by implication and by 
express statements of theirs, to the principle of regulation of produc- 
tion. They could not have ll>een unaware of the fact that the compiling 
of a complete record to serve as a guide for regulation w’ould require 
some time. They also could not have been unaware of the fact that anv 
ati^unpt at fixing miiiimura i)rices unaccomi»anied by an attempt at 
regulation of production was meaningless. In spite “^of this, possibly 
because of it, after the issuing of the Minimum Pric<j of Jute Ordinance, 
w'bich led to a consideralble rise in the price of the commodity, they 
^dopted an attitude of self-complacency and did not take the steps 
which they ought to have taken. For a few months, indecision marked 
their actions. It was only in January this year that they came to the 
conclusion that they had to control the production of jute for the next 
season. The only logical sequence to their attempt to fix a minimum 
price should have bt^n to set up, immediately, the requisite machinery 
for compiling a record of jute lands. 

However, it is no use crying over spilt milk. The question to be 
considered now, is, what will be the fate of the jute cultivator so far as 
the 1940 crop is concerned ? There being no regtilation of production, 
will tb# cultivators foe left to the merciless play of the laws of supply 
^ and demand and to the tender mercies of the powerfully organised jute- 
consuming interests? The Government cannot be unaware of the fact 
that, so far as the poor cultivators of jute are concerned, the laws of 
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siipiily and demand liave only one meaning for them. Tliat is ,tJiat) 
as soon as the crop is ready, no matter what the demand for the w&ols 
year will be,, they are pressed by circumstances to rulli a major portion 
of their pro^ge to the market to be purebred iby consumers or middle* 
men at whatever prices the latter are pleased to dictate. If anybody 
has any doubts on this question, I will reter him to what iiaj»})ened to 
the 1938-39 crop. This crop was seriously damaged by floods; and the 
most liberal estimates •placed it at considerably below the estimated 
consumption. The entire crop was marketed practically at a price of 
between Rs. 34 and Rs. 40 per bale in Calcutta. It was only after the 
whole crop had been marketed and a scarcity of ready jute was felt, 
that prices rose to Rs. (iO. Even as regards the 1939 crop, in spite 
of the fact that the 1939-40 season began with stocks in the hands of 
consumers at the lowest possible figure, the price of jute was forced 
dow'ii to about Rs. 3') ])er bale even before the crop was ready, and 
there is no doubt that the prices would have been brought tiown still 
lower but for the timely intervention of the (iovernment. The fact 
that there was a sharp ris<* in the price of jute immediately after the 
declaration of war, and the fact that this rise followed the promulgation 
of the Ordinance fixing minimum prices in the futures markets, seem 
to have created a false sense of securitx in the minds of many, people. 
The (bjvernmeiit of Hengul deser>^^ the thanks of the jute-growing 
community for the bold steps they took in August last. Rut if they or 
anxibody else is under the impression that it was due to the issuing of 
the Ordinance that the cultivators were able to sell their jute at good 
prices, I can assure them that they are sadly mistaken. The action of 
the Government of Bengal checked, only temporarily, the declining 
tendency; and, as at the time of the promulgation of (he Ordinance the 
market wa.s in an oversold positir)n, a slightly steadier tendency waa 
imparted fo^it. I am quite sure that if sliortly thereafter the European 
w^ar had not broken out, a greater strain would have been imposed {)n 
the Ordinance, under the pressure of imports from the mofussil, The 
Government then, would have been called upon to take other nieasur|fi 
to enforce the Ordinance. 

The question of price structure or the machinery of price fluctuations 
is a very complicated one. It is difficult for those who are not highly 
conversant with both the theoretical and the |»ractical side of bu.siness, 
to comprehend the various facbjrs that can be said to l)e responsible for 
any variation in price I^els at a gixen time. The mere declaration of 
war would not have caused the sharp rise that look place in the last 
quarter of 1939. It was a combination of circumstances that com- 
pletely reversed the normal piycedure of jute marketing. It is a w'ell- 
knowD fact that, in the first few months of the season, that is, generally 
from September to December, the imports of jute from the mofussil are 
the heaviest; and that, during the course of four months or so, that is 
to say, Augtist to^Decen^r, the c^tivators generally dispose^of abont 
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ihref-fourthi of tlioir production. Wlieroao, nor^hally, in the drat hnlf 
of the season, the eultivatore ha^e to sell a major portion of their pro- 
duction, the nonUal procedure in the 1939-40 season aras reversed 
inasmuch as the consumei^ were in a greater hurry tf lbuy*than the 
producers were to sell. 

All those who are in the jute trade will Ihe alble to tell you that, 
immediately after the war, a great demand for jute goods sprang up 
from several sources. Due to the depreciation of sterling and due to 
the low prices ruling for hessian, the American consumers came out 
to huy hessian. A very large quantity, estimated at about fifty erores 
of yards was reported to have ’been juirrhased by American users of 
hessian within the short space of two to three months. Simultaneously, 
the British Government placed large orders for sand bags. Along with 
these, soon after the war, there was a general speculative madness. 
Under the mistaken belief that war meant an era of ever-increasing 
prices, all and sundry rushed into the market to buy whatever they 
could lay their hands upon. Fortunately for the jute cultivators, the 
demand, from these three sources, was simultaneous and not spread over 
a long period. The result was that, within tlje first three months of 
the declaration of war, due to the ‘continued and concentrated demand 
for jute goods, the jute mills made sales of their entire output for the 
next few months. The mills c.outd not make sales of jute goods for 
forward deliveries without corres}M)uding purchases of raw jute. The 
result was that, instead of the cultivators being anxious to dispose of 
their jute, as I have just stated, it was the buyers who rushed into the 
market to get whatever jute they could. Tt is certain that they would 
not have been force<l to do ho had the demand from various sources been 
spread over a longer i>eriod and followed one after the other. In spile 
of this, the jute mills tried to chec^k the rise by concerted action. But 
as the Chairman of the Jute Mills Association has said in his speech, 
so great was the eagerness to buy that the Gentlemen’s Agreement, that 
they entered into, could not be maintained. It was only due to these 
abnormal causes beyond the (H)iitrol of buyers, that the cultivators were 
fucky enough to get what they have got. 

Many people who are not acquainted with trade seem to be under 
the impression that, so long as the war lasts, high prices for jute will 
prevail. 1 can assure them that thi.s impression is entirely wrong. 
When people look into the figures for sand bag orders, they are 
staggered by their number. But it should not be forgotten that, in 
spite of these seemingly large orders, the tota^ consumption of jute in 
1939-40 will be about 10 million bales which is not abnormal. Hitler 
alone is not responsil^le for existing conditions. If we have sold some 
war bags, we have, at the same time* lost some markets, such as 
Oenxuoiy and Bussia while the demand from neutrals has also decreased. 

my opinion, the total consumption of jute for the 194041 season 
cai^iioi much exceed the normal world demand of ten mi|lion hnleSw 
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ludiiui jute mill| at preaent are working at the rate of sixty hours 
per week. But, in spite ai large buying by America and the large sand 
Lag orders, it seems certain that the total production of Indian mills 
is in excess of^the world demand. There ^already a talk of the mills 
Ibeing forced to reduce their production. T^e British Government have 
extended the delivery time of the last o/der for sand fcags. It will, 
therefore, not be reasonable to estimate the requirements of the Indian 
jute mills at a figure Wgher than what it will be in the present year. 
Their consumption for the current season is expected to be about 72 
lakhs of bales provided they continue to work at the rate of sixty hours 
per week. The export of jute is estimated to be about 25 to 28 lakhs 
of bales. 

As regards production of jute, it is generally Wlieved that due to 
the high prices realised this year, sowings will he e-xtraordinarily large. 
It may l>e jminted out that, in the past, high prit'es in a season have 
been always followed by large crops. The 1925-2() season, during W'hicb 
the jirices of jute rose uji t(» Us. 140 per bale, was followed by the huge 
production of all)out lOO laklis of bales. 1 will not lie surprised if the 
sowings this year are e(|uul to tliose <»f 192(>-27. If so, what will l)e the 
fate of jutei^ What is there to prevent it from touching the l(»w level 
touched in August last or even lower 

• 

No one has the riglit to expect the mills to oblige the cultivators bj' 
buying at higli prices the huge surplus that is likely to be there. No 
one, be lie European or Indian, Hindu or Muslim, can run his business 
on philantliropic lines. If he does so, he will be quickly forced nut of 
it. It should he the [lolicy of the Government to see that every section 
of the |)eople of Bengal, which has anything to do with jute, the culti- 
vator, the middleman, the manufacturer and the buyers here and in 
foreign lands, gets a fair and .sipiare deal. A balancing between tb® 
supply and ‘the demand should Ua* the aim of such a policy. The 
millowners should not be allowed to replenish stocks for their require- 
ments beyond, say, six rnontlis and the cultivators should, so far as 
possible, not grow more than what the world wants. ^ 

I can prophesy, Sir, that Hon’ble Members who have forced the 
hands of the Government and torpedoed the scheme of the Bill, have 
done the cultivator a great injury. If advantage is not taken of the 
golden opportunity w’hich has presenleil itself to us in 19^19, we Khali 
not be able to carry out any scheme for the amelioration of the culti- 
vator, for a number of y^rs to come. We may not have to wait long for 
the catastrophe. I do hope the so-called champions of the cultivators 
to-day will not rush back to the Government in August and appeal to 
it for fixing the price in a hurrj’, to issue ordinances, to go to Bihar 
and Assam, and to do this, tb4t and the other. They will try to move 
heaven and earth when they find that prices have gone down to Es. S6 
or even Es. 30. I am, as I began. Sir. terribly disappointed at the 
weakness ^owp by the Govenunent. (Here the meinber reached hia 
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time-limit and wae allowed to finieh the sentenfe.) The GK>Temmejit 
Hhotild hare gone forward with the policy initiated in 1933. At first 
it was voluntary restriction; a Commissioner was appointed and large 
sums were spent for sevl|al years on propaganda. ^Records were 
prepared and restriction up to 5 annas in the rupee was actually 8ug> 
gested. These records, going over a numiber of years ^ may not have 
l)een perfect. No human work or institution can attain perfection. A 
beginning should have been made even with ir6 perfect records. Better 
late than never is the only consolation I can look forward to unless the 
elements come to our assistance. I hope we shall not*have to face a 
crisis in August, 1940. 

Mr. ilOGESH CHANDRA GUPTA: Mr. Speaker, Sir, we from 
the Congress Benches have been urging for the enactment of measures 
which will ameliorate the condition of the jute growers. Everybody 
is aware of that and, Mr. Speaker, may I refer to the attempt made by 
Deshaljandhu Cliittaranjan I)as to organi.se a company with a capital 
of Rs. 10 crores in order to finance the poor jute growers who for want 
of their financial strength cannot hold on and are compelled to dispose 
of jute at the cheapest market. 

Sir,, we have been pressing for steps to be taken so that in the 
interest of the jute growers and in the interest of this province we may 
utilise this monopoly crop of jute. But our demands have gone in vain 
till at lost we have now before us a measure — the first measure — for the 
regulation of jute pixnluction. This Bill will regulate the supply end 
adjust it to the demands. So long we know Oovernment have .spent a 
large sum of money in publishing forecasts of jute production, 
preliminary and final, which has only benefited the consumers w^ho, 
through Gk>vernment agency have been able to gather beforehand what 
the supply is going to be. But it has been always a maUer of regret 
that the poor jute growers have never been acquainted as to the actual 
amount of demand that there may be of their goods. They have never 
been instructed as to when they should hold on and how they .should 
try to get the proper price. In this Bill a beginning will be made for 
the purpose of regulating the production. The Advisory rommittee, 
if it properly functions in the interest of jute growers, will also collect 
materials for acquainting the jute growers wdth the likely demand. 
But I have to state before this House that this registration which was 
made during the last year has been unsatisfactory and the Government 
should realise from the different groups in this House that the hurried 
registration has not been a satisfactory thing. I think the cheaper, 
more economic and better course would have been to obtain figures 
through the union boards where growers and cultivators should have 
a record of areas grown with jute and then that should have been 
'^ihedked. Instead of that, at an enormously heavy oost, men who were 
strangers to the locality had to go and make a hurried record which 
was full of mis^kes and at tim^ thosa records were influenced by 
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numf other considerations than regard for truth. At any rate, now 
that the Government has given up for ‘1940 the restriction in aooordanoo 
with that record, the defects will not work against the interest of the- 
jute growers; J)ut then, Sir, I find that t^ Hon’ble Minister has not 
been able to accept the amendment moved regarding the destruction of 
crops. I should have thought particularfy this year and during the 
time the war will continue that there would not be any difficulty on the- 
score of over-growiiig of jute; and if the alternative suggestion that 
was given from this side of the House regarding destruction or forfeiture 
had been accepted, the Government would have been able to benefit 
not only the jute growers but also the consumers at least during the 
time when the war would continue. 

Sir, this is a piecenieiil measure, as hag already been pointed out, 
and unless this is accompanied by some mea.sure to ensure regulated 
markets for warehousing and fimincing, the object of the Bill will be 
defeated. I, therefore, urge upon the Government that they should 
try and bring forward the connected measures which are necessary to 
make this Bill a successful measure. 

The Government will have to negotiate with the neighbouring^ 
province w’here jute is growm in order to see that 25 per cent, of Umi 
production of the other province does not in any way hamper the 
interest of this province. 

I would in conclusion appeal to the jute mill owners also. liCt 
them not think that we are always against the interest of the jute mill 
owners and those who advocxite their interest. After all if there is- 
any feeling against the jute mill owners it is on ac(Mnint of the unequal 
distribution of wealth in the past in this industry. Tf they were con- 
siderate enough to distribute by way of wages as much as their profit 
would justify, they would not have found this kind of opposition. 
Government should have taken full opportunity of utilising this mono- 
poly crop both in the interest of the development of mill industry 
also in the interest of the amelioration of the hard lot of the culti- 
vators (Here the member reached his time-limit and w-as allowfd 

one minute. ) 

There is only another matter to which I would draw the pointed 
attention of the House. We all heard very bad rumourg of tbe 
speculative tiansaction.s that have taken place — and 1 do not want 
specifically to refer the name of anybody or to make any insinuation, 
but I am sure the Ti^sury Benches cannot be absolved from 
responsibility of making the market uncertain to the detriment botli 
of the consumers and the growers of jute. I hope in future there will 
be no cause for complaint on^that score. 

Mayhri MUHAMMAD ISRAIL: Mr. Speaker, Sir, on Fridajr 
last when 1 spoke something on amendment Nos. 180-1S6, a misundtr* 
ftonding frost. 'Some meipbers ojpposite me pointe^ out that 1 wa» 
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not in favour of the deletion of the impoeitiof of lieenoe.fee. The 
House mil remember that in the note of dissent that I appended to the 
Select Committee Kepori I made it perfectly clear that J was against 
the imposition of licence and the reason that 1 gave wasr that this 
Government recover 2 ciores 30 lakhs of rupees in the form of export 
duty and also some 13 lakhs of rupees is realised as jute cess and it 
goes to the pocket of the Improvement Trust. On these two particular 
grounds I opposed the licence fee. Because <the motion was already 
moved by my friend Mr. Dhirendra Nath Datta I had no occasion to 
move my own motion though I urged for moving^ that particular 
motion repeatedly. The Coalition Party decided in their meeting that 
the licence fee should not be imposed and according to that decision 
I was empowered to move that particular motion. So it does not lie 
in the mouth of the Opposition members to say that it was due to the 
pressure of the Opposition that Government accepted that particular 
motion. It was amply demonstriitcd in this House that they have been 
moving motion after motion, but up till now they have not been able 
to get any motion accepted by the House unless the Coalition Party 
itself agreed to that particular motion. 

Now, let me come to the merit of this piirticular Bill. My friend 
on the, opposite has pointed out that the Government should liave 
brought a comprehensive Bill. I would wel(y)nie such a measure. But 
though this particular measure is a very simple one still the Govern- 
ment had to withdraw the ordinance that had already been passed and 
oven now though they have decided to restrict the crop of 1940 every 
group of the House oppose it on the ground that the record has not 
been preptired correctly. 

Now this step has also been recommended by the Jute Enquiry 
Committee, hut to give effect to all those recommendations simul- 
taneously will involve the Government in very big issties. So, in 
taking a comprehensive measure, this particular measure would have 
been delayed by a year or two and it would have spelt a great di.saster 
for the cultivators. So I congratulate the Government for the step 
tliey have taken. 

Now, I beg to offer to the Government some suggestions so far as 
the restriction of crop in 1940 is concerned. I would advise Govern- 
ment tluit the record in 1940 .sliould be prepared when the jute is stand- 
ing on the land, so that there may not be any incorrect recording. 
Moreover objection has been taken on the grqpnd that the people did 
not get forms for filing objections under section 4(2) and Government 
ahould now see that forms are available when objections are to be 
filed. There was another reason for which objection was taken; the 
prescription of one anna court fee on the bbjection petition, but Govern- 
has been well^dvised not to impose that particular fee. Govern- 
ment has agreed that no fee should be required in filing objections in 
prepamtion of records. So the people shail not have that 
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Jn filing olyeotions next year. There U ako a oomplaint 
tiMit many areas have been left out. I personally know that there 
people who actually got their lands doubly and trebly recorded 
by ofering money or other gratifications. ^8o Government should see 
that in future years these things may not happen. 

There is another thing. The »Iu1e Kmniiry (Vimmittee recommended 
that there ere particular areas where nothing but jute is actually 
grown, and the Bill protudes in section 3(1 A) that in those areas where 
nothing but jute can be grown special kind of records should be 
prepared for those lands and objections should he filed under section 
4(2). By this pixivision the cultivat<ir will he able to get his land 
recorded where nothing hu( jute is grown and iu» difficulty will be 
felt by him in getting his land recorded. 

There is anotlier provision in this Bill — section 8(1 A). Difficulty 
was felt in the villages that the people genenilly grew jute in different 
plots in different are<is, so to make provision for that the Bill provides 
in section 8(1A) that even if the people want to grow jute hv rotation 
they can do it under se<‘tion 8(1 A). 

There is another joint. So far as the prosecution is concerned 
provision luis been made that no jirosecutioii should he instituted 
without the previous .stmction of the* Suhdi visional Officer and 1 would 
ask the Government to instruct their officers that in future Indore any 
complaint is made or any proceeding is taken uj> they should instruct 
that the Suhdivisional Officer should satisfy himself thjit this power is 
not abused. 

So far as the jute (Mimmittees are concerned. Government has 
accepted the jxilicy of nomination on the ground that election will l>e 
dilatory as well tis expensive. We ourselves have agreed that no 
licence fee should he jiaid. In cxi-se ot election electoral rolls are to be 
prepared, time should he given f<»r their revision and moreover a date 
should be fixed for holding the eh»c’tion. So to avoid all these com- 
plications, Government have accepted iioiiiiiuition system. But I ^hall 
warn the Government that in making nominations they should try ana 
see that only disinterested jicrsons and those who have no axe to grind 
should be nominated and strict supervision should be kept over those 
persons so that they may not take advantage of the position in which 
they are kept. 

There is another proysion for the esmstitution of an advisory board. 
The Select Committee reported that the number should be 9. Govern- * 
ment have accepted that the number should he 11. I would advise tba 
Qovemment that so far as the personnel of this Board is concemad 
Government should take care \hei the best men are selected and their 
duties and functions are well-defined and Government should iseue 
notifications much ahead of the year of the quota that will be fixed by 
tlie Oovernmaiit. * 
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Tihere is another clause 6A which has been p|oirided for in this BID 
by which Government has taken power to make investiffations into the 
mills to know about the available stock. This has been •necessary due 
to the fact that when thd^Jute Enquiry Committee s^ the 4^te mill- 
owners did not supply information though they were repeatedly asked 
to do so. ^ 

I think that Government should take early steps so that the crop 
may be restricted in They should start taking steps just now 

BO that they may take action in the next year. 

(At this stage the member having reached the time-limit resumed 
his seat.) 

Mr. 8A8ANKA 8EKHAR 8ANYAL: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in rising 
to speak upon this Bill in this third reading, I do not j)ropose to enter 
into petty controversial questions. But, Sir, the note of condolence 
so pathetimlly struck by the honourable member of the Muslim 
Chamber of Commerce, whom I find absent now, reminds me with 
natural pride of September, 1937. Sir, in the year 1937 at the first 
budget session of this House, various cut imdions were tabled on behalf 
of the .Opposition in the matter of fixation of minimum price of jute. 
On that occasion, Sir, our arguments, our facts and figures were 
twisted, and the honourable members supporting the C^lition Govern- 
ment at that time did not rise up to support us. But it must be said 
to the credit of the responsible Government that the pressure which 
was brought to bear upon the Government by the intelligent and in- 
sistent propaganda of the Opposition did not go in vain, and although 
on that specific issue Government went to the lobby defeating us in 
motion after motion, still wisdom prevailed upon the Government and 
at long last they had to apply their minds to this question and come 
to a solution which would meet with the demands of the Opposition, 
consistent with the welfare of the masses. 

i Sir, to-day Mr. Abdur Babman Siddiqi complains that he is dis- 
appoint e<l at the piece-meal measure of the Bill. Well, he has only 
expressed in a pathetic language the views of the Opposition which were 
expressed in such strong language. Sir, we have welcomed this 
measure in so far as it goes, but we have always made it clear that 
this measure would be of no avail unless it is broad-based upon the 
fundamental question of fixation of rainimun^ price. To-day you can 
regulate; to-morrow you can restrict; but you cannot give the desired 
end to the masses — the vast number of jute agriculturists, unless you 
stand upon the question of how much money they are going to get in 
return. Looking at the matter with the natural pride of the Opposition, 
I would only humbly advise the Hon 'We Minister in charge of the 
di^partment to look at the whole question from a oomprehensive angle 

of vision. The adoption of a Jute Bill, when it i4 passed into law, 
* « 
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wiil not n^erely be an isolated attack in respect of an isolated problem. 
It will be a big step towards tbe great nationalisation of the question 
of a^culturc^ at least so far as this money crop is concerned. 

•As hab bee% pointed out, Sir, by speak^ after spe^iker. marketing 
is the main question. It is a very important question, and all these 
things cannot be grappled by mere argunfents on this side and argu- 
ments on that side. Government must (X)me forward with money and 
plans in order to ensifte proper marketing and proper method of 
arrangement, and for this purpose. Sir, the vast Co-operative Depart- 
ment will have proper utility in this direction. The co-operative move- 
ment was conceived in a spirit of great utility, but we know that on 
account of the lack of comprehensive plans tnuiceived in a spirit of 
nationalism this department has more been a failure than a success 
which it ought to have been, I notice. Sir, that the llon’ble Minister 
is nodding his head. (I.*aughter, ) I do not know wdiether he is in 
an appreciate mood or in a mood other than that. But T can assure 
him that if he looks at this measure from this point of view, he will 
find that the question of marketing and warehousifig gives avenues of 
tremendous departmental work to the gr-eat benefit of the vast millions 
in the countryside. 

Then, Sir, I would like to draw the attention of the Hon’ble lulinister 
in charge of the Bill to the fact that in the matter of union committee 
there has been a good deal of difference of opinion and he did not accept 
the opinion of the Opposition in the matter of constitution of the com- 
mittee. I would give him a rin media. Let him nominate the com- 
mittee a.s he is proposing to do, but let him take the existing union 
boards, because union Ixxard.s can be reconstituted within the meaning 
of this Act even by nomination. 1 make this suggestion, liectause the 
union boards are composed at least of several elected members, and 
these elected members are responsible to public oiiinion. .So, we fear 
tliat nominated union committees composed of persons who are not 
responsible to the people at large will 1m» only a tyrannical autonomoue 
body which might do as much harm a** g^nnl to the i>eople. Therefore, 

I would request the Hon’ble Minister in charge to take up my sugg^- 
tion and consider whether he can or cannot constitute union boards 
into union committees by a process of nomination, because after all 
they are the elected members of the people and they will see election 
term after term and therefore they will not do great injustice to their 
own men. 

Then, Sir, there is tie question of a substitute crop. This matter « 
has not been considered and discussed at all. The question of regulatioa 
and restriction of jute cannot he effective, unless you give to the 
agriculturists a suitable substitute for this money crop. There is, for 
instance, sugarcane. Tou will remember. Sir, that in the December 
session I discussed this matter on the basis of a short-notice question 
and I even went to the length of tabling an adjournment motion. At 
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that time the Hon’ble Hr* Tamizuddiif gave J^ndt^tteatioii to this 
queetioa, aod he wrote to several sugar mills with a view to getting 
increased prices* Bihar has done it, but Bengal has not yet done it. 
You know, Sir, that afteiy^the war the price of sugar went.* up veiy 
much, and the recent export tax which is going to be levied Updn 
sugar by the Central Assembly will give sugar a higher price. So, 
the agriculturists must be persuaded to grow more sugarcane so that it 
may fetch better prices, and if the legislature t^akes up the question of » 
getting increased prices for sugarcane, then restriction and possibly 
regulation of jute will be effected by an automatic process. In this 
connection I would appeal to the Hon’ble Minister to consider the 
question of persuading the agriculturigts by bulletins and by other 
propaganda so that they may also take to sugarcane cultivation. After 
all, India is going to be self-dependent upon the question of the 
principal commodities of life, and the price of sugar is now going up 
in the market. Mills after jnills have already sprung up, and other 
mills are likely to come up in the near future. 

There is an alternative money crop, namely, (otton, and it is up to 
Government to handle the question not merely as an ncatlemic matter 
but as a question to w'hich they can in the ne«ar future give a practical 
shape. So, I appeiil t(> the Hon’hle Minister to consider this question 
end to come up with measures either at the next session of the Assembly 
or earlier if possible in order to ensure minimum pi ice for sugnrc^ine 
at least, so that this Bill will not only prove to he a wholly beneficent 
measure in giving relief to the peojile hut it will also he accompanied 
by other simultaneous projects of a simiLar nature driving to a similar 
end. I hope the Ilon’ble Minister will consider it in a proper spirit 
and take the suggestion that has come from the Opposition. Let not 
the Hon'ble Minister stand on any formality. I do not stand on ouy 
formality. I have already expressed my natural pride on behalf of the 
Opposition that tlie seeds have been sown — the seeds of ideas that w'e 
gave them in the yetir 11937 and which have now matured, and the 
Qavernmant have shown wisdom in accepting the ideas of the Opposition 
the matter of dealing with the question of jute. ' (A Coalition party 
member: Question!) What question please? It is a matter of 
record. If ray honourable friend on the other side will kindly look at 
the pages of the Assembly procee<lings, he will find that what I am 
saying is correct. Honourable members on that side may queation; 
they may question my speech but they cannot question the facts; they 
cannot question the truth that is there in the Assembly proceedings. 

‘ We take legitimate pride that we have forced Uovemment in adopting 
a measure whicli is ours. (Cries of “Oh ! Oh ! from the Coalition Party.) 
Our complete picture has not bei^ taken by the Government, becanse 
Government's imagination is not so wide as the imagmatioii of the 
Cbfmaition, but 1 say this not in a vain spirit — let the Minis^ have 
reaouroes of the Treasury Bench, let them have the votes of 
dit Coalition Party, but let them have ideas from the Oppoaitiom

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^Mr. tlBNATH BfNllMEE! Mr. Speaker, Sir, I shall be vwy 
hrjef; I do not want to go into the rlausea of this Bill, because they 
have been thoroughly exposed by the various speakei's. I would take 
tlijs oppiortuni^' of offering only a little fdvice to the Ooremment^ 
and t would also offer my condolence to them for the vacillating way 
in which tl^ey have proceeded with this Bill, how they were forced to 
bring this Bill before the House is a matter on which we can only 
offer the (Government ftur condolence. There was a jute Bill long 
before this Assembly was fonue<l. In a previous House lb*. Naresb 
Chandra Sen dupta had jiroposed a similar Bill but (lovernineiit did 
not at that time ac(*e])t it. Then in the first session of this House our 
colleague Mr. Surendra Nath Biswas bnmght in a now Bill and several 
other members of the Krishak Praja Party did so, but they were all 
rejected. We told the (Toverninent very frankly at the time that we 
were not at all anxious to have our name assof'iuted with this Bill but 
were quite prepared to let the (toverninent amend or alter our Bills, but 
let them do something about this matter of jute, but, Sir, this was not 
done, and ultimately when it was done it was done in such a way that it 
defeated the whole puriK)se of the Bill. Perhaps the Hon’ble 
Mr. Tainizuddin Khan might congratulate himself or rather take pride 
in the fact that he was not in the (lovernment at that time, but hia 
boss, the Premier, the IPuPble Mr. A. K. Fazhil lluij, was no doubt 
there, who made a very brave show the other day, namely, that he 
would like to consult the whole House, with the result that the whole 
House condemned the provision alHuit regulation for this year PI40,. 
and if on every occasion be would alh>w his followers t(» s]>eak out 
their minds I am sure that in ninety-nine rases out of one hundred 
his followers would sui^jKirt the other section of the House, and not 
him, which they are forced to do by reason of the iron chain of 
Coalition. • 

Sir, I would only offer one or two suggestions. I am ncri going 
to speak about the natgjiialisation of the jute industry, but I would 
dertainly insist that the suggestions made by h<i many different bodioa 
including the Muslim ('hamber of (^'omiuerce, and the Jute Mill# 
Association, that the Fatka market should be controlled, sbouhl be 
accepted. I would go further and say that it should be absolutely 
abolished. There is no sense in having a Fatka market, going on. 
Sir, I was talking about anarchy the other day, the Fatka market ia 
another anarchy. If tl^re is to he selling in shares of course that 
is legitimate. But here no shares are sold in the Fatka market. II ^ 
Government would insist that 25 per cent, of the price of the share# 
should be deposited before a man is allowed to buy shares I think 
the Fatka market could be controlled and the amount of gambling 
that goes on there cannot go on without detriment to the intereata 
of Bengal. And our recommendations in this respect have atragd^ 
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been placed before the Honee. 1 am not talkin|r of my recommeiida- 
tions in tbie connection. 1 am just reminded by my friend Mr. Biswas 
ibat I was talking of bodies lor whose recommendations Government 
do care, for our recommei^^datiobs in tbeir opinion are alw^s likely 
to be wrong. But tbe recommendations of tbe Muslfm Chamber .of 
Commerce — this so-called Muslim Ministry has no reason to doubt 
that there is anything wrong in them, especially the recommendations 
of the Europeans who are the real Iwsses of this House, certainly 
the Government even if they do not agree with them are forced to 
accept, as they have been forced to accept in the piatter of the 
regulation of jute. I do not want to take pride, Sir, that oui' oppo- 
sition to the regulation was accepted by the Hon’ble Premier or by 
the Hon’ble Mr. Tamizuddin Khan. But I must admit with shame 
that because the European group objected to this measure, therefore 
Government felt bound to accept it. But we on this side of the 
House feel very little pride in this matter. But, Sir, when sugges- 
tions about the Fatka market have come from the European group 
and the Coalition Party then I think Govemment should seriously 
consider this matter and the other measures advocated b>- the Jute 
Enquiry Committee which was api>ointed by this Government having 
a 76 jwr cent, majority of the Coalition meinl>ers. We were only a 
low sprinkling of the Congress and Proja Party members in that 
committee, but still such was the logic of facts that the Coalition 
members accepted those suggestions or in most cases as it hapi^ens 
and as it was shown the other day in this very House they spon- 
taneously 8j)oke out their minds and we found that they agreed with 
us, but only when they vote in tbi.s House we find that they speak 
cut a different mind which is dictated mostly by the Euro|)ean Asso- 
ciation. One point has been made by the meml>er from the Muslim 
Chamber of Commerce that we could have well gone forward with 
these imperfect records. Sir, we do agree with this suggestion. 
We could have agreed if he had said that we could go on with these 
imperfect records but at the same time we should try to perfect 
them. There is still time to perfect these records and go forward 
with regulation or restriction but those suggestions which were made 
for the Coalition group by the Chief Whip were subsequently 
withdrawn. He was forced to withdraw the suggestion of extending 
the date by 21 days, so that the imj^erfect records could be corrected, 
but those suggestions did not appeal to the Hon’ble Minister, the 
Premier made a brave show bere .saying thaf" he wanted to hear all 
aides of the House and because tbe European group opposed regula- 
tion they dropped that clause like a hot potato. If the Govemment 
bad determination they could really have corrected the records and 
gone forward with tbe regulation. But they did not do so and it Is 
not our fault that they did not take the records in proper time. I 
a^nnt to go further. In 1917, a Bill was put forward and last year 
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ym were demanding every minute, every* day, that reeortis should fee 
ialcen, hut that wasiuot done. As a matter of fact everything regard* 
ing jute has been done by means of Ordinance — Ordinances which 
Government dared not introduce i^ this House. Every time some 
excuse *or otjjer was made, assurances Jfere given, but, Sir, all of 
theni were broken. Then, Sir, lastly an assurance was given that 
an op|X)rtunity would be given to discuss the Ordinance but that 
opportunity did not come. Only once we got an opiKjrtunity 
of discussing it o/l one day, but that was not conclusive; 
no opinion was taken, that is the [position. So if records had l>een 
taken as suggested by us when the cro[>s were standing, there would 
have been no difficulty and the Hon’ble Minister would not find 
himself in the sorry ])Osition in which he finds himself to-<bi\ . With 
these observations and with this recjuest that they should not sit idle 
from now or lapse into inertia from which they have been whipi)ed up 
into ait ion, let them even now. as was suggested in my amendment, 
start immediately to get correct facts for llMt), so that there will be 
no difticulty later when the ipiestion of regulation or restriction or 
extending the area would come. TIh\\ can also do other things, 
nampl> , ware-housing, regulation of the maiket, alM)lition of Fatka 
market, and also the starting of co-o|>erative sale soc’ieties which waa 
dropj>ed almost ten years hack, also because the Eurojiean jute 
interest <lid not like it. The\ were afraid of those attempts, and 
therefoic the\ lould not succeed. Now, the Government has ample 
time in theit hands, let them take the op|H)sition into their confidence; 
thev need not accept all our suggestions, they need not publicly 
adnnt that they are accepting our suggestions. We shall In* (juite 
happy and satisfied if our ideas are given effect to at least paitially. 

Tha Hon’Wo Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: Sir, I must first of all 
express tba gratitude of this side of the House to you. Sir, for the 
way in which you have granted everx facility for the quick passage 
of the Bill. I am also grateful to those memljers of the House who 
have made constr'uctive suggestions and have tried to help Govern- 
ment in coming to right conclusions. While this Bill is going^to 
he passed by this Hou.se, at a happy moment like this, I do not like 
to enter into an acrimonious discussion although the remarks made 
by m> friend Mr. Si bn at h Banerjee wimld ruthei provoke me to do 
flo. I shall refrain from making any acnmonious remarks. I do 
not like to stand in the way of tho.se of my friends op|K)site who 
think that it is on aclJbunt of their attitude that the Jute Ordinance* 
has lieen given up as well as the proposal of a fee on jute growers for 
granting licences. They may indulge in os much self-satisfaction as 
they like. But, Sir, it should l>e made clear that my friend Mr. Abu 
Hossain Saxkar and also Mr. Sifenath Banerjee have on many an 
occasion in the past dashed their heads in vain against the solid rock 
24 



of the Coalition Party. The^ decision to withdraw* ithe Ordinance and 
to accept the proposal for not providing for any ^ee has not been on 
account of w^t my friends opposite said but on account of the 
fact that the Coalition Party, the Party that really county, the Party 
that is the master of the si^ation, were in favour of these proposals. 
So far as the withdrawal of the proposal to regulate the crop of the 
current year is concerned, •Government have acceded to it with a 
heavy heart and also with a good deal of trepidation of heart, because 
on account of the propf)sal to regulate the current year’s crop having 
been given up, the apprehension is that the next year’s crop will be 
very much in excess of the probable demand and if that ai)prehen8ion 
comes to be true, prices will fall very low. Therefore, those of my 
hon’ble friends who have put pressure on Government to withdraw 
the proposal have taken a very heavy resi^nsibility on their shoulders. 
I admit that the record that was prepared under circumstances already 
described was not perfect and could not be i)erfe(t. There are 
mistakes here and there, but my hon’ble friends who are opjKised to 
the regulation of this year’s crop have h)oked at the question from 
individual view|x)iiits and not from the wide view|M)int of the whole 
country and the interests of the jute growers in general. 1 would 
say that in spite of the passage of this measure in future also unless 
they take a more reasonable attitude, Government will again ‘be 
pladipd in a difficult ixisition when the (juestion of regulating the 
crop comes up in the future. I ajJiuehend, Sir, that whatever (are 
and caution may he applied in the preparation of the record, mistakes 
here and there will crop up in all circumstances. (Di*. Nalinaksiia 
Sanyai. : Why?) My friend I>r. Sanyal asks why. I .shall giv« him 
an answer which will satisfy him. 

Mr. M. 8HAM8UDDIN AHMED: Sir, may I ask the Hon’ble 
Minister 

Tht Hon’bto Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN: I am not going to give 
way to the hon'ble member. Sir, Dr. Sanyal asks why should this 
re(wd be at all iiK'orrect ? Dr. Sanyal, I hoj^e, knows about the 
settlement o|>erations that have taken ])lace in the province. In spite 
of all the care and caution taken and in spite of the fact that .several 
years were taken in the preparation of records for a single district, 
there are mistakes here and there. Now, Sir, in the prej)arution of 
the jute record for the entire province of Bengal, the whole thing 
has to be done at best within a period of three or four months while^ 
the jute is on the land. Therefore I apprehend that even in future 
there will be mistakes. But, I say, Sir, that in spite of those mistakes, 
jute can be regulated and should be regulated and the only appeal 
that I make to my hon’ble friends is tha* in future I hope they will 
kindly oo-operate with the Government in the regulation of the crop 
and not bring forward any obstructive tactics. 
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Sir, as regards the question ofHhe fee, there also my 
hon’hle friend Mr. Abli Hossain Sarkar must know that the Coalition 
Party was not in favour of that projiosal and Government have 
accepted theif view. My hon’ble friend Mr. Siddiqi said that in 
withdrawing the proposal for the regulatron of the crop of 1940, 
Government have shown some weakness. •! would submit that from 
another point of view my hon’ble friend Mr. Siddiqi might hold that 
Government have showq consideiable strength in (‘oming to that 
tonrlusion because (jovernment have retraced their stei>s from their 
accepted policy of the regulation of crop for 1940, Any jjerson who 
looks at the question not deeply and who has not l>f»stowed thought 
iiI>on it and who looks only at th(» surface of the* tiling may supjH)se 
that the (fovernnicnt have shown weaknc*ss but this is a |s)pular 
(ioveinrneut and if members of all sections of the House wish that a 
particular course of action should be taken. I think it is incumbent 
on the (iovernnient to take that action. My fiieml Mr. Abu llossai^i 
Sarkar has said that this nicnisurc* will Is* of no value whatsoever, 
unless Governuient also fix u niiniinuni prica* along with the regulation 
or restriction of jute. I would submit that so far as the coming crop 
is concern(*d Mr. Abu Hossain Sarkar and th(>se wlio think like him 
have almo'^t given up the case for fixing a minimum price la*cause they 
have l>een responsible for inducing (iovernnient, to give uj) the pib^Kistd 
for regulutin,tr the cro(>. I think, Sir, that whatevc'r other j>ro]H)SuU 
there may lie, whatever other problems there may be in connection 
with jute, the most inqsirtant problem is that of regulation. I'liless 
an attempt is made to adjust production to the probable* demand the 
projKisal for a warehousing sebcune or for the* fixation of a minimum 
price will lie of no avail whatsoever. If there is overproduction, how 
can you control the maiket by simply declaring on iKijH*r that a 
minimum jirice is fixed and by pic)\idiiig’ warehousing fac ilities. Uegu- 
lafion of jirocfiiction is the basic- thing for solving the problem of jute. 
Unless you can regulate the supply to the demurid, all other prcqsisals 
will lie absoluteh futile. Therefore, 1 think that tc»-da> those of luy 
hon’ble friends who are giving supjKirt to this Hill may ccmgrutiilale# 
themselves that they have solved the most inifKiitaiit of all the jute 
} I'oblems connected with jute, namely the c|uestion of regulating (he 
produc tion of jute. Before I conclude I am tempted to make an ajqjeal 
to inemliers of the European .group who represent the mill-owners. I 
do not agree with Mr. Abu Hossain Sarkar that the interests of the 
mill-owners and those of t^e cultivators are always antagonistic, to one 
another. The mill-owners perform a vei*y important function and with- 
out (he mill-owTiers, whether they are Englishmen (Mr. Jogesh 
Gipta: Most of them are Scotchmen) or whether they are Indians my 
friends opposite can easily see tfiat serious diffic'ulties will arise in the 
distribution of that important commodity. But if my friends repre* 
seating the mill-owners’ interests do not reconsider the situation ia 
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tiie light of the circumstances that now prevail in the country and 
if they go on in their old way of making^ la/ge profits while the 
cultivators get almost nothing for their crop, I think that it will be 
the mill-owners who will, be the greatest sufferers in the long run. 
(Maulvi Abu Hossain Sarkar was interrupting the Eon’ble Minister 
(onstantly whilst being seated.) 

Mr. SPEAKER: I am very sorry, Mr. Abu Hossain Sarkar. If 
you want to interrupt the proceedings in this way, this is not the 
place w’here you are to do. I am very sorry to say t^at I have been 
noticing that for the last few' minutes. I hope that you will not 
interrupt any more. 

The Hon'ble Mr. TAMIZUDDIN KHAN; In the past, the mill- 
owners had been making enormous profits while the cultivators could 
hardly .get what would even covei their cost of production. That 
state of things must undergo a change. As long as the niill-owmers 
make a reasonable profit, they will get the .suppf)rt and co-operation 
of all reasonable people in Bengal. I, therefore, think that in the 
coming season, if there is ovequoduction, they w’ill not take undue 
advantage of the situation and that they will co-operate with the 
Government in whatevej- measures Government take to give a reason- 
able and proper price to the cultivators. The situatioii may l)ecome 
very critical during the coming season, but I would like to say this 
that Government, in spite of the unfoitunate situation that has arisen 
on uc<‘ount of the Ordinance having been withdrawal!, will watch the 
situation w'ith keen interest and will not fail to take whatever feasible 
and reasonable steps may have to be taken under these distressing 
circumstiuices, and, ! hope. Sir. tb;it it the whole House and jiarti- 
cularly if those who represent the manufacturers’ inhuests do not 
stand in the way, God w'illing. we shall lie aide to give a proper price 
to the cultivator for his jute in the coming season also. 

Mr. SPEAKER: Before 1 put the question with regard to third 
rending of the Bill, I may say that a little verbal change is necessary 
in clause ti. The House will remember that at the beginning of 
clause 2A as pas.sed by the Assembly the following sentenee occurs: 
“In this Act unlesvS there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context*’. But in clause 2 this sentence already there, so it is 
unnecessary. Although we have power tn make this verbal change 
ourselves I mention to the Hous^^ about this change.

The arguments are quite different from the second one 
relating to clause (O, namely, loan.s or delsuitures in respect of which 
dealings are listed on any stot k exchange, and if the Ilon'ble Minister 
is to repl.\ <’omprchensively and apjdy the same arguments to both, I 
am atraid it will 1 m* doing injustice to him as well as to me. 

Sir, 1 have moved that clause 2 {13} (h) be omitted. My argu- 
ments are^ery simple. In the very beginning when this Bill wa* 
thoroughly being discussed in this Hou.se, we on this side made it 
jM^rfi'ctly clear that a iiH’asiTie (»f this <‘harnct<*r slunild not be in any 
way jeojiardised b\ too many excluding jirovisi(»ns. We hud made 
attempts over and over again to h<h* that all classes (»f nu)ney-lenrl5‘ni 
be compn*heiisively c-oveml b\ this Bill and we also tried to make it 
clear that institutions of credit or jiersons advancing loans might not 
be differentially treated. We were also (dear enough to indir^ate that 
certain class or (^ertain kind (»f advancement of money only might be 
treated sj>ecially. But so far as the .source, from which this money 
may be coining, is concerned, there must not be any diatinittion made* 
at all. This new sub-clause (A) piaiposes to exclude from the purview 
of this. Bill the Administrator-Cleneral and the Official Trustee of 
Bengal or the Commissioner* of Wakfs or the Official Assignee or the 
Official Keoeiver of the High (Jourt in Calcutta. The net effect of it 
ia, as an esteemed colleague* of ours in this House before he left 
funnily remarked, *'wbiie 1 am alive 1 ail not in a position to UtiUae 
my money to* obtain eertafn retuifi, but if t afk dejf(l tber«aia nobody 
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to prevent my euccessors to obtain better retifrn, because in that case 
my property will be, if I so choose, left to the hands of the Official 
Assij^nee or the AdministraVor-General. He will be frae to levy as 
much interest or to exact any^kind of levy which is prohibited by this 
Bill in a manner as he chooses”. Similarly, when a person, be he a 
busiuesH-man or be he connected with any company, advances money 
for whatever purjxjses it may be, he will be controlled by the provi- 
sions of this Act. But if he hapiiens to be an insolvent or the company 
is under liquidation and the property has pot to be adbiinistered by 
an Official Receiver of tlie Hiph (\)urt, then there will be no control 
at all. And fortunately for some members of a particular community 
it has also Wen provided that the (’ommissioner of W:\kfs will be 
excluded from tlie o])eration of this measure. I do not understand 
how on earth members of the (’oalition’ Rart^ wlio were at one stape 
vt‘ry insistent to si‘e that money-lendinp business in Benpal of all 
classes and of all complexions shou’d lx* controlled could apree to a 
provision of tliis character which pur])orts to nullif\ the very objective 
of4his Bill. If the (Commissioner of Wakfs is exclude<l I do not know 
why manapers of Debottar Estates of c(‘i'tain nuuubers of tlie Hindu 
copjmunky should not be excluded also. In that event, — as you mipht 
be aware, Sir, tliere are Debottar Estates from which bip landliolders 
enjoy larpe income, — they mipht also have ])retty bip amount of 
money-lendinp business wdth the help of Debottar money. There 
w'ould be nothinp to prevent them from evadinp this Law. If you 
want to have this kind of arranpement in favour of a particular proup 
or proups wliich we on this side stronplv oj)pose, it would be leadinp 
to a most anomalous j)osition. 


Sir, as the amended clause stands, if to-day I am made a Commis- 
sioner of Wakfs and 1 am entrusted with the administration f)f certain 
Wakf estate, the money of that AVakf estate can be administered by 
freely and I can rais<* any amount of interest thereon and can 
nullify the objectives of the Bill. Is that really fair and is that what 
has Wen intended by the sponsors (d this lepislation who have been 
80 verj’ anxious to .S 4 V that there may be no abuse of the provisions of 
the Bill I* I uin not statinp these thinps with any spirit of discrimina- 
tion. I do not complain about discrimination apainst the Hindus and 
.in favour of the MuhammadanvS. As a matter t)f fact there have been 
also other occasions where we ^nd discriminations were made in 
favour of certain classes of banks and certain other credit institutions. 
In every ( ase we opposed and similarly we want to record our opposi- 
tion to ihia case also because I find that throuph these various 
excludiltp provisions the jurisdiction of the Bill is beinp gradually 
narr<j(iit^ and narrowed and the very objective of the Bill might ba 
to a wy ^rious extent nullified. 
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Mr. SPEAKER: ftr. iianyal, will you move No. 2 aluo? 

Dr. NALiNAKSHA 8ANYAL: Sir, to move that clause 

2{13) (i) be omilted. 

Here also my arjrumeiit.s relatinj^ to tie provision for excluding' 
class or classes of money-lenders, particularly of certain instilutiona 
of credit, apply with eqdal force, if not greater force. In this amend- 
ment an attempt has Ikvii made to exclude loans or debentures in 
respect of whieh dealings ar<* listed on “any*' stock exchange. I 
would request you to mark both the words “loan“ se])arate from 
“debenture” and tlie words “any stock exchange”. All tliat a money- 
lender has got to do in order to save himself from the ojierations of 
this Hill is just to change the instrument by W’hich the loan will have 
to 1 h* advanct'd. A loan can, if a mom’y-lender so wishes, be advanced 
either in the form of the usually known pro-notes or mortgages or in 
the form of stocks whicli may be in parts issued against a certain lien 
on a property and this ma> be freely sidd out. There is nothing to 
prevent a big monex -lender who has got a certain amount of crt^d'^^ 
and tliere is nothing to prevent a big Ixurower wlm also has got a 
certain amount of leputation to evade the provisions i»f the Hill, entire- 
ly and to have simple immcy -lending transactions — not transuctiona 
which wer<‘ jmi ported t(j be exrludcil under (‘ommercial loan, but 
simple mon(*> -lending tiansaitiim — fn‘el\ kept out of the ]»urview of 
the Hill by only clianging tin* instrument of the loan. It has been 
found out that in the ('alruitta Stock Exchange, — so far I am only 
talking of tlie (’alcuttu Stock Exchange because that is the stock 
exchange of whicli W(‘ on this side have any direct knowledge, -there' 
are about two or three loans only which are, us they arc noted, 
“listed on any stock exchange”. 

Of these loans one hajijiens to be a loan against a particular 
zamindary against wliich certain charges were crcat(*d by an esteemed 
countryman of ours. I think, if there is any justification for relief ^ 
any borrower in Hengal, that family and that landludder can e(|uully 
claim a little consideration, specially at the hands of the (Coalition 
party, and there could be no justification whatever to compel him to 
submit to the rigours of the loan if relief could 1 h‘ otherwise provided^ 
for him through the application of the present measure. 1 W’ould not 
like to mention the nadles, but I understand that that unfortunate ^ 
gentleman could not be given relief because in that particular loan 
which is in the form of debentures listed in stock exidmnge are 
interested some of the biggest European merchants of the city and 
even some of the biggest European officials, past and present. It i» 
very regrettable that an attempt should be made to placate a certain 
section of the Eufopean ccunmunity in a manner which is most shame- 
fully and ^ 01 ^ nakedly unjust and known to the whole market and 
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probably to the Coalition Party alao I nnnn.i t\,i. t j . l

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Dfi NALINAK8HA SANYALs Sir, I beg to^move that in clause 
2 (2J), line 4, the words “and includes a proceeding in execution’* be 
omitted. ^ 

Sir, my amendment is to delete the words “and includes a proceed- 
ing in execution” in sub-secAion 23 of clause 2. Sir, this clause as 
originally framed and drafted left out or rather made it delightfully 
vague as to whether it will be left out or not. dn my humble opinion 
it left out proceedings in execution of certain decrees which probably 
might have been obtained nearly 12 years back. A.s j^/'ou might b© 
aware, Sir, decrees of the High Louri may be. kept alive for more than 
12 years. Kveu in the District Courts I understand from my more 
informed lawyer friends that under certain circumstances decrees may 
l)e kepi alive for upwards of 12 years. It was our opinion when we 
first passed this clause that it would not l)e tail, nor woii’d it l)e prac'- 
ticabie, to include within the purview of the suits under this Bill 
measures taken foi* realising decrees as old as 12 years or alKive, and 
we deliberately kept out these words. I d(» not understand what led 
the Council to introdu<*e these few’ w’ords again. Do they really intend 
to^jwet even the High (’ourt decrees of 20 \ears hacky If they do, it 
would be creating a serious state of atfair', and even if that was the 
intention, if these w'ords are left (»ut. the word “])roc(‘edings” in the 
second line might be used and might well he argued hv e’ever lawyers 
to show' that that W’ord “jiroceeding^” might appl\ ff>i })roceeding in 
execution (»f jiust decrees. So, these words he better Vft out and the 
clause, as we drafted, he retained. Olherwive, it doe> not improve the 
situation at all, rather it makes the jmsition very much worse. With 
these few w’ords I move, Sir, that th(*se wojds he deleted. 

The Hon’ble Nawab MU8HARRUF H0S8AIN, Khan Bahadur:

interest also this Bill lifts been enacted, will suffer. With these few 
words, Sir, i. move my amendment.

Doubts were 
expressed as to whether Government would be well-a<l vised to keep a 
free hand in the matter of declaring a hank as a notified bank, ^nd 
many members from different sides (jf the House proj)os(‘d that Govern- 
ment should act in this matter on the advice of the Reserve Bank or

The 
wonderful draftsmen of (lovernment have provide<l a piece of amended 
draft whi,:ii vTeates a very anomalous situation. 1 reijuest (Government 
to leave this out completely because if this (lause is deletcMl the jx)wer 
of a money-lender or the right of a mone> -lender to go to court remains. 
That right is not taken away, and on the contrary if it is left there, it 
indicates that the money-lender can go at any time or it provokes him 
to go to court stijaigj^taway. Why thi.s judutei to the money-lender? 

I submit that it would be improving the Hill if we retain the old clause 
us it w’as and not try to adopt this new clause.

These amendments are much more serious than the previous amend- 
ments that I sought to propose. Both the amendments refer to the 
same danse and are based on similar grounds. The Ouncil has thought 
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fit to introduce yet another new clause and ii^this clause they have prp* 
Yidod that .the sale of property in execution of decrees in respect of 
loans must be restricted to* such property only as would in the opinion 
of the court luring the desired amount decreed and it is also stated 
therein that in rase the sale does not bring in the reijuired amount to 
fover the decree, the lender will be debarred from having the property 
sold, and if the decree holder consents in wfiting to forego so much of 
the amount as is equal to the difference between the highest amount 
of bid and the price so sipecified, then altine the proj)erty may be sold. 

It will indeed give our lawyer friends a little more oppoitunily to argue 
their cases. It ^*ill create a very anomalous situation also. In the 
first place, how can the court decide as to what will be the probable 
value of a property In the Calcutta High (’ourt, there are provisions 
for the Court apjwintiiig an^ Engineer for having certain house pro- 
jjerty valiie<l. but it is not really |w>ssible f(»r any mufassil court to 
have valuation made of pro|»c*rties sometimes lying in different parts of 
one or more districts. Tlu'v do not have proper viiluers. 

There is also another difficulty. H(*re tie* decrees jwissed relate not 
merely to loan.s created after the commencement of the A<‘t hut also 
to loans created l)efore the commenccunent of the Act, so that in aV 
classes of loans the decree holder will havi‘ the right to refuse to accept 
a particular hid and 1 am afraid that it will prolong the agony. Jf th^ 
court had a iwrticular pro{s*rty mentioned and there wa« nothing for 
the decree holder hut to gtd an attachment on the whole pro|H'rty, there 
would h(‘ attachment of> the whole projM*rt\ and yet there will Ik* this 
anomaly that the de« ie<‘ holdei will not he entitled to the p'nx'eeds of 
the sale of a i>art unless he agre<‘s to forego the difference. He will 
have to agree tn accept the highest amount of bid if 1^ wants to get the 
sale closed. Of course, he w ill never agree, so that practically sfwaking 
this clause will tint Ik* oiM*rativc. T ilon’t think, therefore, that any 
useful purpose, will Ik* served in keeping a clause of this character.
